by  his  lecrctary ;  and  they  are  now  firft 
publiflied  as  they  were  received  from 
Mr.  Philips y  without  any  the  leaft  ma- 
terial alteration  or  omiflion  whatever. 

As  to  the  merit  of  thefe  Letters,  the 
impartial  publick  will  form  fuch  a  judg- 
ment of  them  as  they  fliall  be  found  to 
deferve;  it  is  paft  all  doubt  that  they

fo#  his  Dodlor^s  degre^  I  have  known  him  for 
tnany  ycafc  to  be  well-affedted  to  Kis  Majefty's  fami- 
ly, and  he  was  my  chaplain  all  the  time  I  was  Bifhop 
of  Brifioly  and  his  circumftances  and  family  are  fuch 
that  a  good  living  here  will  m^k6  him  eafier  than  any 
thing  he  has  hopes  of  in  England :  and  as  I  have 
gi\fen  him  hopes  of  doing  f9mewhat  for  hijn,  he 
thihlds  he  rtiall  command  the  fnbre  refp^ft  if  heborne^ 
over  a  Dodlor.

liavmg  an  immediate  account  of  both  from  bettet 
nands. 

We  are  at  prefdit  in  a  very  bad  ftate,  and  the 
people  fo  poifoned  with  apprehenfions  of  JVood^  half-»^ 
pence,  that  I  do  not  fee  there  can  be  anj  hopes  of 
juftice  againft  any  perfon  for  feditious  writings,  if  he 
does  but  mix  fomewhat  about  *  JVood  in  them.  I 
muft  do  the  better  fort  of  people  here,  the  juftice  to 
fay,  they  fpeak  with  great  concern  of  the  imprudence 
or  the  grand  juries,  and  the  ill  ftop  to  juftice :  but 
thofe  who  would  hinder  it  now  are  unable.  But  all 
forts  here  are  determinately  fet  againft  Woo^^  half- 
pence, and  look  upon  their  eftates  as  half  funk  in 
their  value,  whenever  they  fhall  pafs  upon  the 
ftation. 

Our  pamphlets,  and  the  difcourfes  of  fbriie  people 
of  weight,  run  very  much  upon  the  independency  of 
this  kingdom  ;  and,  in  our  prefent  ftate,  that  iS  a 
very  popular  notion.  But  otheiiS,  (who  poffibly  have 
had  a  hand  in  raifing  this  ferment;  at  firft)  declare 
publickly  againft  all  fuch  notions,  profefling  the  ut- 
moft  loyalty  to  his  Majefty ;  and  are  very  uneafy  at 
the  ill  humour,,  and  infolent  behaviour  of  the  peo- 
ple. I  am  fatidied,  many  here  think  ten  or  fifteea 
thoufand  pounds  worth  of  halfpence  would  be  of', 
fervice;  but  they  dare  not  fay  fo  to  any  Irijhmam, 
nor  at  prefent  does  there  feem  to  be  any  way  of  com- 
pofing  matters ;  all  fearing  or  pretending  to  fear,  the 
parliament;  and  except  things  cool  a  little,  I  am  apt 
to  think  the  parliament  would  fear  the  madnefs  of 
the  people.  Though  all  people  are  equally  fet  againft 
Wood  here,  yet  many  of  the  prefent  madneffes  arei

IT  is  now  fonie  weeks  fmcc  I  had  the  honour  of 
:writing  to  yoiir  Gwice,  as'I  was  defirous  to  leara 
as  niuch  as  I  could  from  all  hands,  before  I  gave  your 
Grace  the  trouble  of  another  letter !  I  have  in -the 
meJtn  time,  made  it  my  bufinefe  to  talk  with  feveral 
of  the  moft  leading  men  in  'parliament ;  and  have 
employed  othere^to  pick  up  what  they  could  learn 
froiTi'ft  variety  of  people:  and  I  find  by  my  own  and 
othersr.  enquiri^s^  that  the  people  of  every  religion, 
country,  and  party  here,  are  alike  fet  againft  fVooiTs 
halfpence,  and  that  their  agreement  in  this  has  had  a 
very  unhappy  influence  on  the  flate  of  this  nation,  by 
bringing  on  intimacies,  between  iPapifts  and  Jacobites,' 
and  the  Whigs,  who^before  had  no  cofrefpondence 
with  them:  fo  that 'tis  queftioncd,  whether  (if  there 
wem  occafion)  juftices  of  the  peace.'  could  be  found, 
who  would  be  ftridt  in'difarming  Papifts.  - 

'The  apprehcnfion'  of  the  I0&  they  (hall  fpfferif 
thefe  halfpence  are  introduced,  has  too  much  cooled 
the  zeal  of  numbets^  that  were  before  very  well  af- 
feded ;  and  it  has  appeared  by  fome  occurrences  lince 
my  arrival,  of  which  your  Grace  had  (no  doubt)  a 
particular  account  at  the  time  they  happened  :  and  I 
fear  on  any  new  occafion,  it  would  ftill  more  appear,, 
that  the  uneafinefs  againft  the  halfpence  is  a  proted;ioa 
for  any  fedition,  uttered  or  publilhed,  that  has  any 
thing  againft  the  Halfpence  intermixed  with  it.  Scd 
tltot  it  is  impdffiblecfor  the  government,  in  our  pre- 
fent  ft{|te,  to  have  justice  againft  any  fuch  delinqueats,: 
nor  do  I  believe,  thi^t  any  witneffes  in  fuch  a  profecu'^^

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the  fear  of  the  new  halfpence  lafts^  there  is  no  hope 
of  any  peace  and  quiet  in  people's  minds  \  and  much 
lefp  of  any  fo  much  as  decent  proceedings,  if  a  par-r 
iiament  were  to  fit.  This  has  made  me  talk  further 
with  the  fame  perfons,  what  compromife  can  be  offer- 
ed to  have  fVooifs  patent  funk.  I  have  told  them 
there  can  be  no  doubt  but  ff^ood  muft  have  been  a 
very  great  fufFerer  by  the  obftrudtions  he  has  already 
met  with ;  and  muft  be  ftill  a  much  greater,  if  his 
patent  be  refigned :  that  I  did  not  find  any  body  in 
England  doubted  of  the  legality  of  the  grant :  th*t 
wl^re  the  patentee  was  not.  proved  to  have  contra- 
vened the  conditions  of  the  grant,  it  could  not- in 
juftice  be  revoked  v  [to  this  they  uqanimoufly  reply, 
that  he  has  uttered  wprfe  than  his  patent  al)ows]  that 
ff^ood  could  not  be  fuppofed  willing  to  refign  it,  with-^ 
put  a  proper  compenfaticm ;  and  that  the  fcditious  and 
iclamorous  behaviour  of  too  many  here,  muft  rathen 
tend  to  provojce  his  Majefty  and  his  miniftry  tofufi- 
port  the  patent,  than  to  take  any  extraordinary  fteps 
to  fink  it;  an^  tl^at  therefore  xbc,  raoft  proper,  way 
feemed  to  be,  the  propoimg  fome  reafonable  ^mend^ 
to  Mr.  IVood^  in  order  to  his  rciigning  |he  patent. 

What  thofe  pf  fejife  and  in^erett  in  parliaaient,  and 
that  are  welh afifp^ed,  all. agree  in,  is,  that,  while 
the  fear  of  thefe^)ialfpence  hangs  over  this  nation,  it 
is  impoflible  to  liave  things  eafy  here,  but  that  they 
dare  not  offer  aqy  expedient,  nor  make  any  fuch 
propofals  to  thofe  pn  the  other  fide  of  the  water,  for 
tear  of  being .fallcp  on,  as  undertaking  for  the  par- 
lian^nt :  but  tji^tif  tlie  miniftry  will  pleafe  to  make 
a  computation  9fwt^t  it  ms^y  faie.  reafonable  to  give 
Mr.  IVpad  for  refigning  hja.  patent,  and  for  his.paft 
lofles,  and  to  fend  an  order  froiQl.his  Majefty  to  pay 
^y  body  (feaJjy  itt  truft  fcnr  Mr.:  ff^oody  but  without 
mentioning  his  name  in  the  order)  fuch  a  fum  per 
annum  for  fuch=^  term  of  years>  as  they  judge  a  rea- 

-     .  foaablo 
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fonable  equivalent,  they  do  not  doubt  being  able  in 
parliament,  to  provide  for  fuch  payment  (if  his  pa^ 
tent  has  been  firft  refigned)  whatever  fufpicions  there 
may  be,  that  the  payment  is  to  Mr.  fFood ;  or  what- 
ever oppofition  is  made  to  it  in  the  houfe.  And  if 
the  nation  is  gratified  in  this,  they  do  not  queftion, 
but  by  d^rees  publick  juftice  will  again  flourilh,  and 
the  former  zeal  for  his  hiajefty  and  his  family  revive. 
And  I  cannot  but  fay  that  without  doing  fpmething 
like  this,  there  is  no  prpfped:  of  any  end  of  our  pre- 
feint  heats  and  anijnofities. 

Yout  Grace  will  havei  the  goodjodi  to  excufe  the 
length  arid  freedom  of  this  letter,  which  nothihg 
fliould  have  drawn  from'  me  but  my  concern  for  his 
Majefty's  fervice,  and  a  d^fire  that  your  Grace  ftiould 
know  the  true  ftate  of  af&irs  here. 

The  -Archbilhop  of  •  Dublin  has  of  late  been  very 
ill,  fo' that  his  life  was  almoft  defpaired  of :  but  his 
illnefs  has  fmce  ended  in  a  regular  and  painful  fit  of 
the  gout,  fo  that  1  do  not  apprehend  he  is  in  any  pre- 
fent  dangfer.  Your  Grace  had  heard  from  n\e  fooner 
6n  this  mbjedl,  if  I  had  known  his  condition  before 
the.worft'was  pver:  all  that  I  Ihall  fay  now  is,  that  I 
think  his*.Majefty'5  fervicfe  abfolutely  requires,  that 
whenever  he  drops,  the  place  be  filled  with  ian  En- 
gUJbmi^Tf  and  cMie  with  whom  I  may  hope  to  have  a 
very  kood  agreenierit.  But  of  this  I  (hall  write  fur- 
thier  another  time,  as  your  Grace  (hall  give  me 
encburagement.

efteem  it  wife  gradually  to  get  as  many  Englijb  on 
the  bench  here  as  can  be  decently  fent  hither;  but 
that  I  think  being  on  the  Englijb  bench  alone,  is  not

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afufficient  qualificatioiv  for  coFm%  to  the  b^  {»o- 
mottoRs  here ;  and  that  an  imprudent  pe^'fon  may  ea- 
fily  be  tempted  by  ir^^  flatteiy,  to  fet  hirafelf  at  the 
he^  of  the  Archbiifeop  of  Duhlin^h  party,  in  oppo^ 
fitioa  to  rne.

THERE  has  been  a  great  deal  of  heat  here, 
about  an  affair  that  has  lately  happe¥)ed  in  tho 
College,  of  which  t  had  wFit4:en  iooner  to  your 
Grace,  but  that  I  hoped  it  mi^  have  been  termina- 
ted here,  as  the  ftatutea  of  tb^  College  direft,  with-: 
out  giving  any  trouble  at  LofidofK  B^t  as  \  hear 
from  all  hands,  that  very  partial  accounts  of  it  ha^r^ 
been  i^n«  ovqi^  tP  Bngland^  and  a  great  diaal  has  been 
talked  of  it  thece  among>  the  Lords^  and  that  great 
endeavours  are^  ufmg  thdpe  ta  bring  the  mattep  beh 
fore  th&  Council,  £  thin|;  L  (houMi  be  waiting  in^  m^ 
di^t?f  to  his^Majefty,  if  I  did*  not  give  your  Grace  a 
(hort  infocmation^  c«  the-  cafe,  which  may  prevent 
any^hftfty  meafupes  being  taken  through  fuppriee. 

Two  Undarrgraduatesof  tli^O^ge^  one'oftheni^ 
Bi  icholar  of  the  houfe,  had  company  at  their  cham- 
bers till  about  an  hour  after  the  keys  of  the  College 

were 
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Were  carried,  according  to  cuftom,  to  the  Provoft  :  * 
when  their  company  was  wilHng  to  go,  upon  finding 
the  College  gates  fhut,  and  being  told  the  keys  were 
carried  to  the  Provoft,  the  Scholars  went  to  the  Pro- 
voft's  lodgings,  and  knocked  there  in  an  outrageous 
manner.     Upon  the  Provoft's  man  coming  to  the 
door  to  fee  what  was  the  matter,  they  told  him  they 
came  for  the  keys  to  let  out  their  friends,  and  would 
have  them,  or  they  would  break  open  the  ^tes :   he 
aflured  them  the  keys  were  carried  to  his  mafter^ 
And  that  he  durft  not  awake  him  to  get  them,  and 
then  the  man  withdrew :  upon  their  coming  again  to 
knock  with  great  violence  at  the  Provoft's  door  he 
was  forced  to  rife,  and  came  down  and  told  thein^ 
they  fhould  not  have  the  keys,  and  bid  his  man  and 
the  porter  take  notice  who  they  were :  The  next  day 
he  called  the  two  Deans  to  his  affiftance,  as  their  fta- 
tutes  require,  and  fent  for  the  lads  to  his  lodgings  ; 
the  fcholar  of  the  houfe  came,  but  not  the  other; 
to  him  they  propofed  his  making  a  fubmiflion  for  his 
fault  in  the  hall,  and  being  publickly  admoniftied 
there.     This  he  made  a  difficulty  of  doing,  and  upon 
their  proceeding  to  the  hall,  when  he  came  out  of 
the  lodgings,  he  put  on  his  hat  before  the  Provoft, 
and  walked  off.     The  Provoft  and  Deans  went  on  to 
the  hall ;   and,  after  waiting  there  fome  time,  to  fee 
whether  he  would  come  and  fubmit,  they  expelled 
them  both. 

It  feems  the  Scholar's  name  is  Annejly^  and  he  is  a 
remote  relation  of  my  Lord  Anglefefs^  the  depend- 
ing on  whofe  intereft  and  fupport  has,  I  believe, 
given  encouragement  to  the  great  ferment  and  buftle 
there  is  in  this  town,  about  this  affair ;  in  which  my 
Lord  Lieutenant  and  the  two  Vifitors  of  the  Q)llege 
have  been  applied  to,  to  get  the  Scholar  reftored, 
\rfio  have  all  by  tneff^es  or  letter,,  intimated  to  the 

Provoft, 

*  Dr.  BaUwJn. 
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Provoft,  their  defire  that  he  would  reftore  the  lad : 
nor  am  I  againft  it,  upon  the  interceflion  of  thofe 
great  men ;  if  the  lad  be  obliged  to  make  a  full  fub- 
miflion,  and  the  Prpvofl.  have  fome  fatisfadlion  made 
him  for  being  abufed  to  his  face,  in  a  fermon  at  the 
College  .chapel  by  one  of  the  fenior  fellows  *,  who  i$ 
at  the  head  of  all  our  prefent  ftir  in  this  place. 

What  is  faid  here,  to  be  endeavouring  on  the 
other  fide  of  the  water,  is  the  reducing  of  me  power 
given  the  Provoft  by  the  ftatutes,  and  (haring  it  with 
the  feniors.  As  this  is  a  Royal  foundation,  and  the 
Provoft  is  made  by  the  Crown,  I  fuppofe  it  will  fcarce 
be  thought  advifeable  to  ftrip  him  of  that  power 
which  his  Majefty's  predeccflbrs  have  thought  fit  to 
truft  him  with ;  and  befides,  if  I  may  believe  the 
univcrial  voice  of  all  here,  who  I  am  fure  are  well- 
afFefted  to  his  Majefty,  nothing  but  the  hearty  ftea- 
dinefs  of  the  Provoft,  fupportai  by  the  power  vefted 
in  him  by  the  ftatutes,  can  give  a  check  to  that  ill 
fpirit  in  the  College,  which  grew  up  there  in  the  lat- 
ter part  of  her  late  Majefty's  reign.  I  am  certain  of 
this,  if  the  Provoft  is  driven  to  admit  the  lad  with- 
out a  proper  fubmiffion,  there  is  an  end  of  his  pow- 
er, and  of  all  difcipline  in  the  College. 

If  your  Grace  defires  a  more  particular  account  of 
this  affair,  and  the  ftatutes  relating  to  it,  I  (hall  get 
it  from  the  proper  hands,  and  tranfmit  it :  but  in  the 
mean  time  I  thought  it  neceflary  to  fend  this  account 
ta  your  Grace,  as  I  fhall  always  efteem  myfelf  the 
common .  patron  of  all  the  King's  friends  here  in  the 
Church  and  Univerfity.

I  A  M  fenfible  that  I  have  been  guilty  of  a  very 
great  omiffion,  in  ndt  having  fooner  returned 
your  Lordftiip  my  moft  hearty  thanks,  for  recom- 
mending me  to  his  Majefty  for  fo  great  a  poft,  both 
for  dignity  and  profit ;  I  can  affure  your  Lordlhip  it 
has  not  been  owing  to  want  of  either  gratitude  or 
duty  to  your  Lordfhip :  But  whatever  my  poft  is 
here,  the  only  thing  that  can  make  it  agreeable  to 
me  (who  would  have  been  very  well  content  with  a 
lefs  ftation  in  my  own  country)  is,  if  I  may  be  ena- 
bled to  ferve  his  Majefty  and  my  country  here,  which 
it  will  be  impoffible  for  me  to  do  according  to  my 
wifties,  if  the  Englijb  intereft  be  not  thoroughly  fup- 
ported  from  the  other  fide.  When  I  left  England^  I 
did  not  doubt  but  your  Lordftiip  was  fufficiently  fen- 
fible how  much  this  had  been  neglected  for  many 
years,  and  of  the  necdTity  there  was  o£  taking  other 
mcafures  for  the  future  ;  but  thofe  of  us  ftom  En^ 
glandy  whofe  hearts  are  ftill  yith  our  country,  fear

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thing  is  paft  revoking,  I  fhall  trouble  your  Lordfhip 
BO  further  about  that  aflfair.  We  (hould  likcwife  be 
very  much  alarmed  (if  we  took  it  for  any  other 
than  an  idle  report)  that  our  Attorney-General 
is  to  be  made  Lord  Chancellor  here ;  againft  whom 
the  Englijb  here  have  nothing  to  objedt,  but  that 
they  think  the  only  way  to  keep  things  quiet  here 
and  make  them  ealy  to  the  miniftry,  is  by  filling  the 
great  places  with  natives  of  Englaftd-,  and  all  we 
would  beg  is,  where  there  is  any  doubt  with  your 
Lorddiip  about  the  confequence  of  a  place  here,  that 
you  would  have  the  goodnefs  to  write  hitlier  to  know 
its.  weighty  before  it  be  ditpofed  of.  None  of  us  de* 
ftrc  to  recongimend  to  any  fuch  places ;  but  we  would 
cnireat  that  in  filling  them  up,  a  ftrid  regard  may 
be  had  to  th^  Englijb  intereft  ;  which  if  it  be  neglec- 
ted m  fome  more  iiiftan<pes  of  confequence,  though 
I  am  effeftualiy  pinned  down  here,  yet  others  (who 
are  very  aWe  and  thoroughly  difpofed  to  ferve  their 
country)  will  think  of  returning  thither  again.  I  will 
only  add>  that  (as  all  account3  from  England  are  po- 
fijtiye  we  are  to  have  a  new  Chancellor)  I  heartily  wi(h 
we  had  one  fent  as  foon  as  may  be,  that  he  may  have 
titjae  to  look  a  little  about  him,  and  know  fome  what 
of  thiflgs  and  pertbas  here  before  the  next  feffion  of 
parliament  is  opened.

I  can  hardly  queftion 
but  the  Cufloms  in  England  muft  fufFer  more  this 
way  than  ours  do  in  Ireland :  And  the  only  remedy 
we  talk  of  here  for  this  evil,  is,  if  his  Majefty  were 
to  buy  the  ifland  of  the  Earl  of  Derby ^  and  after- 
wards he  may  command  the  proper  meafures  to  pre- 
vent goods  being  lodged  there  for  running*. >  I 
thought  it  my  duty  to  mention  this,  though  I  do  not 
queftion  but  your  Grace  knows  more  of  the  affair 
than  I  do.

Since  my  arrival  here  I  haVe  met  with  a  pradice 
in  the  Church,  that  to  me  feemed  very  odd,  having 
heard  of  nothing  like  it  in  England-^  which  is  of 
Prefbyters  holding  a  fecond  or  third  benefice  in  com- 
rhendam,  inftead  of  having  a  faculty  :    the  pradift

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I  believe  was  owing  to  my  predeceflbur  refuting  a 
faculty  where  it  might  be  thought  reafonable,  which 
made  them  look  out  for  fome  ftratagem  to  compafs 
the  fame  thing ;  and  what  they  have  pitched  upon 
and  pradifed  here,  has  been  by  granting  the  broad 
feal  to  hold  a  fecond  or  third,  without  inllitution  or 
induction.  That  your  Grace  may  the  better  under- 
ftand  the  nature  of  this  new  tenure,  I  have  here  fent 
you  the  copy  of  a  fiat  of  this  fort : 

This  fiat  containetb  bis  Majefty^s  grant  and  dona- 
tion of  the  Deanery  of  the  Cathedral  Church  of 
Kilmacduach,  £5?^.  new  void  and  in  his  Majef- 
tfs  difpofaly  by  the  death  of  Stephen  Handcock, 
late  Dean  thereof  unto  Charles  Northcote,  Qerk^ 
Mafter  of  Arts^  to  have  and  to  hold  the  /aid 
Deanery  in  commendatn  to  him  the  /aid  Charles  . 
Northcote,  together  with  the  Prebend  of  Kil- 
macdonough,  the  ReSlory  and  Vicarage  0/  Kil- 
maghan,  the  entire  Re£lory  of  Boughillane,  and 
the  Vicarage  of  Clonfert,  alias  Sanftae  Trinitatis 
Chrift  Church  Newmarket,  in  the  Diocefe  of 
Cloyne,  which  be  now  holds  and  enjoys  ;  and  at- 
Jo  to  enter  into  the  faid  Deanery  without  inftitu- 
tion^  injlallation,  or  other  folemnity  ;  and  is  done 
according  to  his  Grace's  warranty  bearing  date 
"the  igth  day  of  Nov.  1719. 

I  have  enquired  whether  there  is  any  aft  of  par- 
liament here,  that  gives  the  crown  any  fuch  power,, 
and  am  aflured  there  is  none,  fo  that  I  think  it 
ftands  on  the  fame  bottom  as  a  Bifliop  taking  a 
commendam  after  confecration.  I  have  difcourfed 
with  my  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the  illegality,  as  I  con- 
ceive it,  of  this  pradtife,  and  of  the  dangerous  con- 
fequences  of  it,  fmce  I  can  apprehend  it  to  be  no 
other  than  a  fequeftration  of  a  benefice,  granted  by 
lay-powers,  without  being  accountable  for  the  pro- 
fits 
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fits  received,  and  without  being  charged  with  the 
cure  of  fouls ;  and  I  do  not  fee  but  in  time  they 
may  proceed  to  make.fuch  grants  of  benefices  to 
laymen.  I  told  his  Excellency  if  he  pleafed  to  give 
the  feveral  perfons  concerned  in  thefe  extraordinary 
grants,  which  are,  as  far  as  I  can  learn,  about  half 
a  dozen,  legal  grants  of  the  fame  preferments  they 
now  poflefs,  I  will  readily  grant  them  faculties  for 
the  holding  them,  that  things  may  be  brought  into 
the  legal  way,  and  ferther  abufes  may  be  prevented. 
His  Excellency  feemed  very  much  furprized  at  this 
method  of  granting  commendams  to  Prefbyters, 
and  is  very  ready  to  put  this  affair  into  the  right 
channel.  But  before  I  proceed  any  further  in  this 
matter,  I  (hall  be  obliged  to  your  Grace  for  your 
opinion,  whether  what  has  been  done  already  is 
legal,  that  I  may  occafion  no  needlefs  difturbance 
here,  and  I  am  fure  your  Grace's  opinion  of  this 
matter  will  thoroughly  fatisfy  his  E^ccellency. 

I  thank  your  Grace  for  your  kind  hints  relating 
to  the  power  I  claim  to  grant  faculties,  and  other 
extra-epifcopal  powers,  and  I  find  it  (lands  upon  a 
grant  made  by  King  James  I.  to  the  then  Archbifhop 
of  Armagh^  and  his .  fucCf^lTors  for  ever,  in  virtue  of 
a  claufe  in  one  of  our  Irijh  ads  of  parliament, 
which  they  aflure  me  is  a  legal  grant,  and  fufficient- 
ly  confirmed  by  above  one  hundred  years  poflTef- 
fion.

(hip  for  him  fo  well,  that  they  are  far  from  beii^ 
againil  his  coming  amongfl  them.  I  hope  you  will 
coniider  calmly  whether  you  are  ufing  me  and  ray 
friend  as  you  would  be  willing  to  have  others  ufe  you, 
or  a  friend  of  yours.

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when  they  fee  my  fentiments  in  print,  I  have  thoughts 
of  fpeedily  putting  it  to  the  prefs.  I  am  fennbic 
how  much  I  am  obliged  to  your  Grace  for  fevourably 
reprefenting  to  his  Majefty  my  attention  to  his 
fervice. 

My  Lord  Chancellor  arrived  here  in  my  abfence, 
but  as  I  have  been  here  now  three  or  four  days,  we 
have  had  fome  conferences,  and  I  am  fure  we  (hall 
both  concur  to  the  utmoft  of  our  power  in  promoting 
his  Majefly's  fervice.

ral  hours.  What  was  defigned  to  be  carried  there 
was  an  addrefe  to  his  Majefty,  to  apply  (b  mudi  of 
the  money  given  this  feiTion  of  parliament  as  mi^ 
pay  two  years  intereft  at  feven  per  ceni.  of  the  ar- 
rears of  the  army  from  Midfummtr  1 724,  to  AdU- 
fmnmariTzS'^  andlikewifetwoyearsintereft  of  the  ar- 
rears due  to  die  half-pay  officers,  from  Cbriftmas  1 724, 
to  MidfuTmntr  1^25.  The  arrears  of  the  army  fat 
the  time  mentioned,  amount  to  about  5 1000  pounds; 
the  arrears  due  to  the  half-pay  officers  for  the  fix 
months,  amount  to  about  1 1,000  pounds,  and  diere 
would  then  have  been  left  due  near  nine  months  to 
both  of  them.  But  after"  great  ddsates,  it  was  found

IH  A  D  the  favour  of  your  Grace's  of  the  loth 
inftant,  and  am  very  much  obliged  to  you  for 
your  kind  congratulations  on  my  being  made  one  of 
the  Lords  Juftices :  I  can  affurc  your  Grace  I  (hall 
in  that  flation,  as  I  have  in  what  I  already  enjoy 
here  by  his  Majefty's  favour,  mod  faithfully  endea* 
vour  to  promote  his  Majefty's  fervice. 

I  am  very  fenfible  of  the  great  hurry  of  impor- 
tant bufmeis  there  has  been  in  England^  (b  as  to  hin- 
der your  regularly  correfponding  about  our  fmall  af- 
fairs. 

We  htve  indeed  at  laft  put  a  pretty  good  end 
to  a  troublefome  feiFion  of  parliament ;  but  without 
fomewhat  done  to  (hew  that  the  oppofmg  his  Ma- 
jefty's  fervice  here,  is  not  the  way  to  make  court  in 
England^  we  can  hardly  fail  of  having  as  uncafy  a 
fcllions  the  next. 

In  obedience  to  his  Majefty's  letter  upon  the  ad- 
drefs  of  the  Commons  here,  my  Lord  Lieutenant  is 
iifuing  the  debentures  of  the  army  for  one  year,  and 
of  the  half-pay  officers  for  fix  months,  fo  as  to  carry 
quarterly  payments  of  intcreft  for  two  years  from 
Chnjimas  lalt,  till  the  parliament  meets  again  to  pay 
off  the  principal ;  and  i  hope  thofe  arrears  will  by 
this  method  be  cirtulated  for  thofe  two  years,  whilft 
the  current  fervice  is  anfwered  by  the  revenue  com*- 
ing  in  in  the  mean  time. 

But  I  cannot  but  obferve  that  thofe  who  have 
made  the  great  difturbance  in  parliament,  are  as  bil- 
ly now  in  trightning  the  bankers  and  other  monied 
men  from  having  any  thing  to  do  with  thefe  war- 
rants, and  advancing  any  money  upon  them,  as 
they  were  in  hindering  the  payment  of  our  debts  in

the  houfe :  I  hope  it  will  be  Mrnhoiu  any  eflfeA,  but 
I  think  their  p>aft  and  present  behaviour  requires 
that  the  government  (hould  ihew  their  reientment  of 
fuch  proceedings ;  and  cbe  more  ib,  becaufe  one  of 
the  arts  by  which  they  have  drawn  too  many  well- 
mealiing  members  to  join  with  them  m  parliament, 
has  been  telling  them  that  by  their  oppofition  they 
were  making  court  on  the  other  fide  of  the  water. 
I  am  very  fenfible  that  by  the  language  fome  from 
hence,  who  talked  in  that  way,  have  met  with  at 
their  arrival  in  England  from  the  miniftry,  they 
know  the  contrary.

There  is  another  thing  I  muft  beg  leave  to  men- 
tion, and  on  which  ful^edl  I  fhall  fpeak  my  fenti- 
ments  very  freely  to  the  miniftry,  when  I  have  the 
honour  to  wait  upon  them  in  England  \  Snd  that  is 
the  granting  places  for  more  than  one  life,  or  ihe 
reverlion  of  places  now  full  I  fee  plainly  fo  far  as 
it  has  prevailied,  or  fhall  hereafter  prevail,  it  tends 
to  loofen  that  fmalf  hold  the  crown  ftill  retains  in

I  have  formerly  wrote  about  Mr.  Carier^  and  I 
hope  when  the  judges  return  from  their  circnifs»  to 
be  able  to  point  out  fuch  a  way  of  dealinj^  with  him^ 
as  will  make  his  oppofttion  in  future  fefltons  of  lit- 
tie  weight:  I  am  fu re  the  rudene&  with  which  he 
has,  in  his  fpeeches  in  parliament^  treated  the  Em^ 
glijh  minitlry,  not  to  fay  the  whole  nation^  as  well 
as  thofc  of  us  who  are  fettled  here,  de(erve  that  be 
ihould  be  made  an  example  of.

WE  have  from  time  to  time  tranfmitted  to  his 
Excellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant  an  account 
of  all  we  have  learnt  relating  to  the  fhip  Patience 
feized  at  KiJlybeg%  and  by  this  mail  have  fent  the 
copy  of  a  letter  to  one  Deaz^  a  Jew,  that  probably 
difcovers  the  truth  of  the  captain's  defign. 

I  find  the  papifts  are  in  feveral  parts  here  employ- 
ed in  falling  and  prayers,  by   an   order  from  the 
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pope,  as  they  (ay,  and  a  promife  of  indulgences 
but  on  what  occafion  they  do  not  own. 

There  feem  likewife  to  be  men  lifting  in  fevend 
parts,  but  whether  for  Frsnce  or  Spain  is  tucertaio, 
though  they  pretend  for  the  former :  but  by  the  laws 
here  it  is  capita)  to  lift  or  be  lifted  in  *  any  fore^ 
fervice,  without  leave  from  the  crown. 

We  have  had  ftrong  reports  that  Mr,  Nmleyyi 
going  to  be  made  a  judce  here,  but  as  he  has  had 
very  fevere  cenfures  paft  on  him  by  the  Houfe  of 
Commons,  at  the  beginning  of  his  Majefty*s  reigiH 
and  is  counted  one  moft  in  the  fecrets  of  the  tories, 
1  have  ventured  to  fay  that  I  was  fure  there  could  be 
nothing  in  it. 

Since  my  Lord  Lieutenant's  arrival  at  Londm  no- 
thing has  happened  that  has  required  my  writing  to 
your  Grace,  nor  fhould  I  give  you  any  trouble  at 
prefent,  only  to  aflfure  your  Grace  that  as  any  thing 
of  coniequence  happens,  I  (hall  be  fure  to  inform 
your  Grace  of  it.

My  Lord,  Dublin^  May  19,  1726. 

IN  my  laft  I  gave  your  Grace  a  hint  that  numbers 
were  lifting  here  for  foreign  fervice.  Wc  have 
daily  new  accounts  from  feveral  parts  that  the  Itifty 
young  fellows  are  quitting  the  country,  on  pretence 
that  they  are  going  to  England  for  work.  Such  as 
have  occafion  to  employ  many  hands,  begin  to  fed 
the  effects  of  this  defertion,  and  nobody  here  quef* 
tions  but  that  all  thefe  really  are  going  into  foreiga 
fervice. 
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We  (hall  not  be  wanting  in  our  endeavours  to 
keep  every  thing  quiet  here :  but  as  accounts  from 
all  hands  feeni  to  forebode  fome  mifchievous  defigns 
among  the  papifts,  I  am  very  apprchenfive  that  be- 
fore fome  months  are  pad,  there  will  be  a  necefBty 
of  putting  the  militia  here  in  good  order,  to  prevent 
any  furprize,  efpecially  fince  fix  raiments  have 
been  drawn  from  hence.  But  of  this  affair  I  have 
not  yet  had  an  opportunity  of  talking  with  the  other 
Lords  Juftices ;  nor  (hall  we  attempt  any  thing  erf* 
that  nature  till  the  defigns  of  the  papifts  here  clear 
up  farther,  and  we  are  able  to  make  a  proper  reprc- 
fentation  of  the  (late  of  this  nation,  and  receive  his 
Majefty's  commands  what  he  will  pleafe  to  have 
done. 

We  have  given  all  pofTiblc  difpatch  to  the  tran- 
fpor ration  of  the  forces,  and  in  whatever  elfe  occurs, 
fliall  ufe  our  beft  endeavours  to  fcrve  his  Majefty, 
and  fecure  the  peace  of  this  kingdom. 

1  am,  in  duty  to  his  Majefty,  obliged  to  acquaint 
your  Grace  that  the  new  lift  of  privy  counfellors  has 
very  much  offended  feveral  that  are  beft  affefled  to 
his  Majefty  here;  and  that  we  of  the  Er.gli/b  nation 
think  by  this  increafe  our  weight  will  grow  lefe  in 
the  council  than  it  was :  and  befides,  we  think  it 
very  much  leflTens  that  authority  we  imagine  it  is 
defigned  we  (hould  have  here,  to  have  a  thing  of 
this  moment  fettled  and  finifhed,  without  our  being 
in  the  leaft  confulted  •  whether  we  were  of  opi- 
nion it  would  be  for  his  Majefty's  fervice  to  admit 
fuch  a  number  and  fuch  perfcns. 

I  am  confident  we  Ihall  ferve  his  Majefty  here  to 
the  utmoft  of  our  power,  but  that  power  muft  every 
day  grow  lefs,  if  it  appears  that  things  of  the  great- 
eft

IT  H I N  K  it  my  duty  to  acquaint  your  Excet- 
)ency«  that  every  day  frefh  accounts  come  in  to 
vs  that  there  are  great  numbers  lifting  here  for  fo- 
reign fervice ;  the  word  given  out  in  thefe  parts  is, 
that  they  are  going  over  to  England  for  work.  Com- 
plaints come  in  daily  from  fuch  as  employ  numbers 
of  hands,  that  the  lufty  young  fellows  are  quitting 
them  upon  this  pretence.  There  are  likewife  ac- 
counts from  ieveral  parts  that  unufual  fadings  and 
devotk>ns  are  fet  on  foot  among  the  papifts,  and  ve« 
ly  feditious  (ermons  preached  amongft  them. 

We  have  given  the  nccellary  orders  to  all  cuftom- 
houfe  ofiicers  to  have  a  watchful  eye  on  all  who  at* 
tempt  to  leave  the  kingdom  :  and  (haH  as  new  io- 
formations  come  in,  go  on  giving  the  beft  orders 
we  can. 

But  by  the  beft  judgment  I  can  make,  in  ibme 
tin^  we  ftiall  be  under  a  neceffity  of  puning  the  mi* 
litia  here  in  order,  to  prevent  any  furprize.  But  of 
this  we  have  not  yet  had  time  to  contider  maturely  i 
and  as  whenever  it  is  done,  it  may  caufe  fome  a- 
larm,  we  ihall  do  nothing  of  that  nature,  without 
firft  laying  the  ftate  of  affairs  here  before  his  Ma- 
jefty,  and  receiving  his  commands. 

I  am  very  forry,  my  Lord,  to  be  forced  to  ac- 
quaint your  Ix>rdfhip,  that  the  new  increafe  of  our 
privy  council  has  given  very  great  uneafmefs  to  fe- 
veral  well-afFefted  to  his  Majefty  here,  on  account 
of  the  charafters  of  feverai  of  the  perfons.  And  I 
cannot  but  fay  that  the  Engli/b  think  it  is  a  great 
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weakeoihg  to  that  weight  we  had  in  the  privy  coun- 
cil before. 

When  General  Mdcariney  arrives  in  EngUnd,  I  am 
confident  he  will  report  that  we  have  ufed  all  poiS- 
ble  diligence  in  expediting  the  tranfport  of  the  forces^ 
which  we  hope,  if  the  wind  perntits,  will  fail  from 
Cork  the  middle  of  next  week. 

When  we  are  mafters  of  any  regular  examinati- 
ons relating  to  what  is  tranra<5ling  among  the  papifis 
here,  we  (hall  tranfmit  them  to  your  Excellency^  to 
be  laid  before  his  Majefty.  In  the  mean  time  f 
thought  it  proper  to  let  your  Lordfliip  know  in  ge- 
neral what  is  doing  here.

My  Lord,  Dublin^  May  21,  1726, 

TH  E  encouragement  your  Grace  has  been 
p)ea(ed  to  give  me,  to  aik  your  advice  in  any 
difficulty  I  meet  with  here,  occafions  my  giving  you 
this  trouble.  I  find  myfelf  very  much  aggrieved 
by  the  Archbiftiop  of  Dublin  in  (omt  pointSf  tbe 
which  are  of  fuch  a  nature,  that  I  cannot  (without 
pr^udice  to  my  fucceflbrs)  fuffer  them  to  go  on, 
without  looking  out  for  fome  remedy.  But  I  am 
unwilling  to  take  any  ftep,  before  I  have  the  favour 
of  your  opink>n  and  advice,  as  to  what  meafures  are 
moll  proper  to  be  taken  by  me,  or  rather  by  the 
crown,  whkh  is,  I  think,  at  leafl:  as  much  con- 
cerned as  I  am,  in  the  cafe  I  (hall  now  lay  before 
you. 

The  power  the  Archbiftiop  of  Armagh  claims  of 
granting  licenfes  for  marriages,  at  uncanonical  hours 
and  places^  is  as  follows : 

In  the  z8th  of  Hen.  VIIL  there  was  a  (latute  paft 
here,  entitled,  the  A£l  of  Faculties  ^  which  for  the 
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bulk  of  it,  is  only  a  recital  of  the  EtigUfb  ftatute  of 
the  25th  of  Hen.  VIII.  concerning  peier^pence  awl 
difpenfations  $  with  an  application  at  the  end  to  the 
kingdom  of  Ireland.  There  is  iikewife  another  fta- 
tute pad  here  2****.  £//2.  entitled,  an  aEt  for  reft$rini 
to  the  ctown  the  anrieni  juriJdiltioH  over  the  eflaie  ec- 
deftajlical  andfpiritual^  and  abolijbing  all  foreign  aih 
tbority  repugnant  to  the  fame  \  which  adl  is  almoft 
verbatim  the  fame  with  the  Englift)  ftacucc  itf~. 
Eliz.  of  the  fame  title,  as  to  tlie  general  part ;  and 
as  to  the  repealing  and  reviving  part,  repeals  or  r^ 
vives  fuch  ftatutes  of  Phil,  and  Mary^  or  H^n.  Vlll 
as  were  thought  proper  to  be  repealed  or  revived 
And  in  both  thcfe  ads,  there  is  a  power  lodged  in 
the  crown,  to  authorize  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  as 
the  crown  (hall  think  proper  to  exercife  the  (everal 
powers  therein  mentioned  in  this  kingdom. 

In  virtue  of  thefe  two  ftatutes  (which  in  the  be- 
ginning of  the  grant  are  mentioned  as  the  foundati- 
on of  the  feveral  powers  therein  granted)  King  Jamei^ 
the  firft,  by  letters  patent  to  Cbrift.  Hampton^  Arcb- 
bilhop  of  /Irwagbj  Tdated  April  10.  anno  rfgmi  of 
England  20.  and  of  Scotland  55.)  did  among  other 
things,  grant  full  power,  authority,  and  jurildidtion 
to  him  the  faid  Cbnfl.  Hampton  and  his  fucceflbrs 
Archbi(hops  of  Armagb  for  ever,  from  time  to  tinK 
and  at  all  times  requifite,  to  give,  grant,  and  dif- 
pofe  of  all  manner  of  fuch  licenfes,  difpenfations, 
compofitions,  faculties,  grants,  refcriptF,  delegacies, 
inftruments,  and  all  other  writings  (of  what  kind, 
nature,  or  quality  focver  they  be;  as  by  force  of  the 
faid  Ad  of  Parliament  may  be  given  and  granted, 
in  the  moft  large  and  ample  manner  :  and  did  like- 
wife  by  the  fame  letters  patent,  enable  Cbriji.  Hamp^ 
ton  and  his  fucceflbrs,  &c.  to  appoint  a  commiflary 
or  commiflaries,  under  them.  In  virtue  of  tbete 
letters  patent,  my  predecefl()rs  have  from  time  to 
time  appointed  commiffaries,  who  as  occafion   has^ 
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offered,  have  granted  faculties  for  marriages  at  trn- 
canonical  hours  and  places,  which  are  here  ufually 
termed  prerogative  ticenfes^ 

The  authority  of  thefe  licenfes  never  has  (that  I 
can  learn)  been  difputed,  nor  is  it  now;  but  his 
Grace  of  Dublin  is  pleafed  to  fet  up  his  licen(es  as  of 
equal  force  with  the  prerogative  licenfes ;  which  li- 
cenfes of  Ins  differ  no  farther  from  the  common 
epifcopal  Kcenfes  in  England^  than  what  necefl^rily 
follows  from  tiieir  being  directed  here,  to  the  clergy- 
man who  is  to  marry  the  parties ;  whereas  in  Eftg- 
iafid^  ihty  are  diredcd  to  the  parties  to  be  married. 
The  canons  injdeed  here  are  very  fcvere  againft  any 
clergyman  marrying  in  uncanonical  piaces  or  hours: 
the  52d.  carton  here  punifliing  the  fo  doing  in  a  be- 
neficed clergyman,  with  deprivation ;  in  a  npn-bc- 
neficed  clergyman,  by  degradation :  whereas  by  the 
Englijb  canon,  the  puhifhment  is  only  fuipenfioxi 
per  (rienmum. 

^  But  to  give  a  currency  to  the  common  cpifcopal 
licenfes  (which  are  alf  his  Grace  of  DubKn  even  pre- 
tends to  grant)  he  has  been  pleafed  (both  in  private 
converfation,  and  at  his  publick  vifitations)  to  en- 
courage his  clergy  to  marry  at  any  hour,  and  in  pri- 
vate houfes,  purely  in  virtue  of  one  of  his  licenfes ; 
aiTuring  them  they  need  not  be  afraid  of  the  canon, 
fmce  he  is  the  only  perfbn,  who  can  call  them  to  ac- 
count for  breach  of  the  canon,  and  that  (they  may 
depend  upon  it)  he  never  will  call  them  to  fuch  ac- 
count. ^ 

The  ufe  the  Archbifliop  of  Dublin  makes  of  hts 
licenfes  in  this  way  ^by  making  them  ferve  for  mar- 
rying at  uncanonical  hours  and  places)  is  ufurping  a 
power,  which  no  ways  belongs  to  him  by  any  law  or 
cuftom.  And  as  the  power  I  claim  entirely  depends 
on  the  fupremacy  given  to  the  crown  in  fpiritual 
matters  by  thefe  adt^  of  parliament,  and  ,is  derived 
CO  me  (and  rtiy  fucceflTors)  from  the  crdwn ;  t  take 
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this  proceeding  of  his  Grace  to  be  a  direct  tnvalioB 
of  the  authority  of  the  crown,  as  well  as  an  injur] 
to  me.  And  therefore  1  think  the  crown  as  muck 
concerned  to  flop  thefe  irregular  proceedings  as  I 
am. 

Now  what  I  defire  of  your  Grace  is,  to  inform 
me,  which  is  the  moil  proper  nieth<Kl  for  either  the 
crown  or  myfelf,  or  both,  to  put  a  (lop  to  this  ili^ 
gal  practice :  and  likewife  which  is  the  beft  and  ea- 
fieft  way  of  convicting  and  punilhing  any  clergyman 
in  thediocefeof  Dublin^  who  breaks  the  canon  ifl 
this  manner,  though  his  proper  ordinary  will  not 
meddle  with  him. 

And  as  the  ignorance  I  have  obferved  in  the  moft 
eminent  common  lawyers  of  England  in  ecclefiafti- 
cai  matters,  perfuades  me  that  I  can  have  very  lit- 
tle help  from  confulting  the  lawyers  of  this  country, 
who  are  much  inferior  to  thofe  of  England,  for  (kill 
and  experience,  1  am  the  more  defirous  to  have  your 
Grace*s  advice  in  this  matter :  and  the  grievance  I 
labour  under  on  this  head,  is  the  greater  here,  be- 
caufe  the  people  are  more  vain  than  in  Emgiud\ 
and  thofe  or  moderate  fortunes  in  this  country, 
think  it  beneath  them  to  be  married  at  the  x^ular 
time  and  place.  And  in  the  way  his  Grace  of  Duh* 
tin  has  put  this  affair,  the  breaches  of  the  canon  re- 
lating to  marriages,  and  the  invafions  of  that  power 
granted  by  the  crown  to  the  Archbithopa  of  Ar- 
magb^  are  more  numerous  here  than  they  would 
be,  if  any  bifliop  made  the  like  attempt  in  £ajp. 
land. 

I  (hall  in  a  poft  or  two  fend  a  copy  of  this  Gft(e  to 
the  Bi(hop  of  London^  to  defue  his  opink>n  likewi(e : 
for  I  have  a  troublefome  and  perverfe  opponent  to 
deal  with ;  and  cannot  have  too  much  affiilance.  I 
hope  his  lordlhip  will  wait  upon  your  Grace  to  dif- 
courfe  over  the  fubje<^  with  you,  that  upon  any  dif- 
ficulties which  either  may  offer,  I  may  have  *  your 
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joint  fenfe,  or  if  opportunity  flioiild  not  offer  of  your 
confulting  together,  I  (hall  be  very  thankful  for  your 
Grace's  advice  fingly*

AS  we  had  (bme  difiqrbance  in  this  town  la(t 
night,  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  give  your  Grace 
a  (hort  account  of  it,  to  prevent  its  being  taken,  for 
an  affair  of  greater  eonfequence  than  it  proved/ 

As  there  had  been  various  reports  fpread  about 
the  town,  that  the  papifts  intended  to  make  a  rifing 
about  the  loth  of  June^  though  we  had  no  reafpn  tp 
apprehend  any  fuch  thii^.; would  be  attempted,  yet 
we  thought  ourfelves  obliged  in  prudence  to  give  the 
proper  diredtions  to  the  forces  here  to  be  in  readi- 
ncfs,  if  any  thing  Ihould  happen  either  on  Thurfday 
night,  yefterday,  or  laft  night.  All  things  were 
quiet  till  yefterday  in  the  evening,  when  a  very  nu- 
merous rabble  affembled  in  Stephen's  Green^  as  they 
ufually  have  done  on  the  loth  of  June^  and  between 
eight  and  nine  (upon  a  meilage  to  the  Lord  Mayor 
from  fome  of  the  inhabitantj?  of  the  Green,  com- 
plaining of  fuch  a  riotous  affembly)  the  Lord  Mayor, 
Sheriffs,  and  fonne  aldermen,  attended  with  a  num- 
ber of  conftables,  came  on  the  Green  to  difperfe  the 
rabblej  but .  meeting  with  oppofition,  and  being  a(^ 
faulted  with  ftones,  bri9ks,  and  dirt,  the  .Lord 
Mayor  fent  for  aflfiftance  to  the  forces,  and  had  firft 
a  detachment  of  about  40  foot,  and  afterwards 
*dbout  the  like  number  of  ,horfe  •,  at  firfl  the  .rabble 
would  not  difperfe,  but  upon  fome  of  the  foot  firing 
with  ball,  and  vWounding  three  or  four  of  them,  and 
the  horfe  appearing  foon  after,  they  difperf<;d,  and 
about  30  of  them  are  taken  and  imprifoned.    They 
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^ill  very  fpeedily  be  examined ;  and  wc  are  not 
without  ho()es  of  finding  out  Ibme  gentlemen,  who 
by  fome  circumftances  are  thought  to  have  had  a 
hand  in  o€calionin^  this  difturbance.  if  we  are  able 
to  come  at  any  delign  of  importance,  we  fhall  fend 
advice  of  it  5  but  at  prefent  I  do  not  find  that  there 
was  much  more  in  it  than  the  popifh  rabble  coming 
down  to  fight  the  whig  mob,  as  they  ufed  to  do  on 
that  day,  only  that  upon  the  prof^-jcdt  of  a  war,  the 
papifls  are  better  in  heart,  and  ib  might  come  in 
greater  numbers. 

We  have  given  the  neceflary  orders  without  any 
noife  or  (hew,  to  have  every  thing  ready  to  prevent 
the  prtfoners  being  refcued,  if  any  fuch  attempt 
fhould  be  made.  1  am,  with  great  uncerity  and  re-

I  HAVE  received  your  Grace's  anfwer  to  mine 
about  marriage  licenfes,  but  I  find  I  have  expreffed 
myfelf  fo  obfcurely  in  the  cafe  as  to  be  mifunderftood. 
The  Archbifhop  of  Dublin  does  not  pretend  to  have 
power  to  grant  any  other  than  epifcopal  licenfes,  nor 
does  he  giant  any  other ;  but  what  I  complain  of  is, 
that  he  encourages  his  clergy  to  marry  at  uncanonic^ 
hours  and  in  uncanonical  places,  though  their  licenfe 
contains  no  fuch  power.  I  (hall  follow  your  Grace's 
kind  advice  in  not  being  too  hafty  to  engage  with  (b 
litigious  and  obftinate  a  perfon^  whatever  ray  grie- 
vance may  be. 

On  occafion  of  what  your  Lord(bip  writes  to  mc 
about  my  apparitor-general's  p^t^nt,  J  have  enquired 
(rf  ^ly  commi(raiy  bow  that  a|fair  ftjjnds,  who  telli

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me  that  my  apparitor-general  has  nothing  to  do  in, 
nor  fee  out  of,  th^  prerogative  court,  for  any  wills 
pcovecj  there.  That  the  officer  there  anfwering  to 
tke  apparitor,  is  called  die  naarfhal  of  the  court,  and 
bas  twelve- pence  fee  for  every  will  proved  there,  as 
the  apparitor-general  has  for  every  will  proved  in  the 
confiftory  court :  but  that  the  two  jurifdiftions  arc 
kept  as  diftind  as  they  could  be  if  they  refided  in  two 
different  perfons.  As  this  is  the  cafe  of  my  apparitor-

•  The  reader  hath  already  obferved  with  plcafiire,  what  a 
fteady  friend  his  Grace  (hewed  himfelf  to  be  to  Mr.  Stephens  ;  to 
Dr.  IVeljied  he  was  ftill  more  fo,  for  that  worthy  gentleman  having 
fallen  into  decay  in  the  latter  part  of  his  life,  my  Lord  Primate, 
though  he  was  no  relation,  gave  him  two  hundred  pounds  a  year 
at  the  leaft,  during  his  life ;  nor  was  his  friendfhip  wanting  to  the 
Do£tor*s  family  aUer  his  deceaie ;  the  Primate  then  maintained  a 
fon  of  the  Doctor's  as  a  commoner  at  Hart  hall  in  Oxford^  with 
an  intent  of  eifedlually  providing  for  him,  but  the  poor  young 
gentleman  died  before  he  had  taken  a  degree.

I  HAD  not  the  honour  of  your  Excellency's  of 
the  26th  paft,  till  I  was  upon  my  vifitation, 
which  has  been  the  occafion  I  have  anfwered  it  no 
looner.

WE  have  at  lafl  gone  through  the  affair  of  the 
coin,  and  fent  our  defire  to  his  Majefly, 
which  we  hope  will  fpmewhat  alleviate  our  prefent 
calamity. 

The  fubflance  is,  putting  gold  coins  and  Englijb 
filver  on  the  current  bottom  they  pafs  for  in  England^ 
fo  as  to*  leave  no  temptation  to  any  trader  to  carry 
G\it  Englijh  filver  from  hence,  or  import  gold  hither 
preferably  to  filver.  As  to  the  advance  made  on 
foreign  filver,  it  is  but  one  half-penny  in  a  piece  of 
eight,  above  its  current  value  in  Englijb  money,  and 
can  be  of  no  confequence  to  any  in  England^  but  to 
fuch  as  want  to  buy  it  up  as  bullion  for  exportation, 
and  to  them  it  will  be  no  great  matter.  It  has  been 
with  fome  difficulty  that  we  have  been  able  to  ma- 
nag^  things  fo  well,  and  to  keep  off  meddling  widi 
Englijb  filver,  and  trying  to  get  the  advantage  of 
England ;    as  likewife  to  prevent  the  addreffing  for  a

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mint  tb  W  eftabliflied  here.  We  have  avoided  any 
calciilatiohs,  both  to  prevent  our  requeft  being  fent 
to  theofficers  of  the  mint^  and  running  a  length  of 
time  there ;'  and  becaufe  we  were  fetisfied  no  calcu- 
lation of  purs  could  give  any  light  or  be  of  any 
werght  on  your  fide  of  the  water.

IH  A  V  E  had  the  honour  of  your  Excellency's  of 
the  21ft,  and  as  far  as  I  can  hear,  the  late  promo- 
tions on  the  Bifhop's  bench  are  very  agreeable  to  the 
generality ;  I  have  not  heard  of  any  who  has  found 
fault  with  them  but  the  Archbifhop  of  Dublin.  As 
his  Grace  is  at  prefent  very  ill,  it  is  poffible  there 
may  be  occafion  for  fpeedily  thinking  of  a  fucceffor 
for  ilim.  If  it  pleafe  God  to  remove  him,  your  Ex- 
cellency (hall  have  my  thoughts  by  the  firft  opportu- 
nity.    I  (hall  take  the  firft  time  that  offers  to  tell  the

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new  Bifhop  of  Meath  what  your  Excellency  fays : 
I  believe  he  is  very  fenfible  how  very  much  he  is 
obliged  to  your  Lordfhip  for  his  tranflation,  and  that 
if  the  recommendations  or  wifhes  of  fome  in  power 
here  could  have  prevailed,  that  bifhoprick  had  gone 
another  way. 

I  can  guefs  at  the  folicitations  your  Lordfhip  muft 
have  about  Etean  Howard!^  preferments,  by  the  (hare 
Ihave  had  here  to  get  me  to  write  to  your  Excel- 
lency about  them. 

I  have  enquired  about  St.  lVerhurg\  and  am  tpld 
the  value  of  it  is  about  250  /.  per  ann.  and  St. 
Audoen%  which  Mr  Synge  now  has,  is  near  200/. 
per  ann.  But  though  the  removing  to  St.  JVerhurg'% 
without  Finglafs^  will  be  no  great  advancement  in 
point  of  profit,  yet  as  it  is  a  more  creditable  poft, 
and  has  been  ufually  ^  ftep  to  a  biflioprick,  and  as 
Mr.  Synge  is  engaged  in  a  great  quarrel  with  his. 
prefent  parifhioners,  I  believe  he  will  hardly  refufe 
to  remove  to  St.  JVerburg's  alone  ;  arid  as  your  Ex- 
cellency obferves,  he  may  have  it  made  up  another 
time :  as  to  his  living  of  St.  Aiidoen^  by  his  promoti- 
on it  will  come  to  the  difpofal  of  the  Archbifhop  of 
Dublin^  and  whether  he  will  give  it  to  Mr.  PFard  I 
cannot  tell ;  indeed  if  his  Grace  ftiould  drop,  and 
Mr.  Synge  be  removeji  during  the  vacancy,  St. 
Judoen's  will  come  to  your  Excellency's  difpofal. 

I  have  not  had  an  opportunity  of  enquiring  of  the 
Bifhop^of  Femes  about  Mr.  Saurin^  whom  1  do  not 
know,  but  have  heard  much  of  Iiis  brother  at  the 
Hague, 

1  know  Mr.  Mitchel  very  v/ell,  and  take  him  to  be 
a  worthy  gentleman,  and  think  as  he  does,  that  fome 
other  truftee  would  be  more  proper  than  Mr. 
tVilliams, 

I  am  forry  Mr.  lVe(i'^  circumftances  corne  out  fo 
bad,  that  his  widow  and  children  do  certainly  want 
fome  help ;  but  as  we  reckon  he  muft  have  received 

above 
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above  6000/.  by  his  being  Lord  Chancellor,  it  is 
hardly  believed  here  that  he  could  worft  his  circum- 
ftanccs  by  coming  hither. 

Befide  the  parilh  of  Drogbeda^  Dr.  ffye  who  is 
lately  dead,  was  pofleffed  of  the  parifli  of  Dunktr 
in  that  neighbourhood,  and  of  two  or  three  little  pa- 
rifties  that  were  fuppofed  to  be  united  to  Dunleer^ 
which  is  in  the  gift  of  one  Mr.  Tent/on^  who  derivea 
his  title  from  the  Lord  Dartmouth :  upon  Dr.  ff^e^s 
death  it  comes  out  that  my  Lord  Dartmouth  had  only 
a  grant  of  the  patronage  of  Dunker  from  the  crown, 
and  that  the  patronage  of  fome  or  all  the  other  pa- 
rifties  does  not  appear  to  have  been  granted  away  by 
the  crown,  in  whom  it  was  by  the  forfeiture  of  the 
old  patrons ;  that  Dr.  IVye  was  prefented  to  Dunker 
by  my  Lord  Dartmouth^  before  he  parted  with  the 
eftate  there,  that  the  Dr.  having  no  competitor,  took 
the  other  pariflies,  which  had  been  enjoyed  by  his 
predeceflbr,  and  held  them  till  death  :  but  as  it  does 
not  appear  that  thofe  parifhes  have  ever  been  united 
as  the  law  direfts,  or  that  the  right  of  the  crown,  if 
any  union  was,  has  been  confidered  and  fettled  by 
having  a  proper  (hare  of  turns,  a  caveat  is  entered 
with  me,  to  inftitute  nobody  either  to  Dunker  or  the 
fuppofed  union,  till  enquiry  is  made  what  is  the  true 
ftate  of  this  affair  :  and  I  would  beg  of  your  Excelr 
lency  not  to  make  any  promife  of  the  King's  turn  to 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  that  fuppofed  union,  till  the 
affair  is  better  underftood.  As  this  difcovery  14 
made  by  Dr.  Wye's  family,  who  has  left  eight  or 
nine  children  unp/ovided  for,  and  one  of  them  9 
clergyman  of  ibber  life  and  good  charadter,  (who 
was  his  father's  curate  at  Dunker)  your  Excellency 
will  be  pleafed  to  confider  how  far  it  may  be  proper 
to  do  fomewhat  for  him,  if  thofe  livings  or  fome  pf 
them  ftiould  appear  to  be  in  the  gift  of  the  crown.

IT  is  a  great  pleafure  to  all  his  Majefty's  friends 
here  to  hear  what  vigour  and  refolution  both 
houfes  of  parliament  (hew  in  defence  of  his  Majefty, 
and  the  fupport  of  thofe  wife  meafures  he  has  taken 
in  the  perplexed  ftate  of  affairs  into  which  the  union 
betwixt  the  Emperor  and  Spain  has  brought  all  Eu- 
rope.

I  have  advices  from  feveral  hands,  that  feme  are 
forming  fchemes  to  put  Mr.  Stephens  by  the  next  ca- 
nonry  of  Chriji  Church  which  may  become  vacant, 
under  the  fpecious  pretence  of  an  equivalent. 

As  the  firft  promife  was  made  me  for  him  near 
three  years  ago,  upon  my  giving  way  to  Dr.  Foulkes 
having  the  next  turn  there,  which  he  has  fince  had, 
and  was  again  renewed  to  me  before  I  left  England^ 
I  mud  put  myfelf  under  your  Lordfhip's  care  ,for 
having  a  fpecifick  performance  of  the  canonry  pro- 
mifed  Mr.  Stephens.

I  Received  your  Excellency's  kind  letter  of  the  2d 
inftant,  and  am  very  much  obliged  to  your 
Lordfhip  for  your  friendlhip  in  relation  to  the  filling 
up  of  the  archbiftioprick  of  Dublin  whenever  it  hap- 
pens to  be  vacant  >  your  Lordlhip  was  very  good  in 
the  difcourfe  you  had  with  one  of  the  miniilers,  and 

I  hope 
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I  hope  they  will  confider  what  you  reprefented,  that 
it  will  be  for  his  Majefty's  fervice  to  appoint  fuch  an 
Archbifhop  as  I  can  depend  upon  for  ading  in  con- 
cert with  rhe.  I  am  entirely  of  opinion  that  the  new 
Archbifhop  ought  to  be  an  Englijhman^  either  already 
on  the  bench  here,  or  in  England  :  as  for  a  native  of 
this  country,  I  can  hardly  doubt  but  whatever  his 
behaviour  has  been  or  his  promifes  may  be,  when  he 
is  once  in  that  ftation,  he  will  put  himfelf  at  the 
head  of  the  Irijb  intereft  in  the  church  at  leaft ;  and 
he  will  naturally  carry  with  him  the  college  and  moft 
of  the  clergy  here.

lay  down  two  fchcmes,  either  for  one  of  the  bracb 
here  or  one  in  England  to  have  Dublin^  as  Coon  as  I 
could  have  fettled  upon  receiving  their  anfwers,  mi 
to  leave  it  to  the  miniftry  to  judge  which  they  thou^ 
moft  proper :  as  loon  as  I  hear  rrom  thenj^  I  (hall  be 
able  to  write  more  explicitly  to  your  Excellency,  and 
do  in  the  mean  time  deure  your  fricndlhip,  that 
nobody  may  be  pitched  upon  who  may  make  me 
uneafy,  fince  that  cannot  be  done  without  diflerving 
his  Majefty.

My  Lord,  Dublin^  Feb.  i8,   1726. 

WE  had  yeftcrday  the  melancholy  news,  that  the 
Archbifhop  of  Cajbel  died  of  an  apoplexy  on 
Tuefday  morning  laft  at  Londonderry.  I  am  afraid 
his  family  will  lofe  about  500  /.  by  his  late  tranf- 
ktion. 

Upon  this  vaca-ncy  of  the  Archbilhoprick,  the 
Bifliop  of  Kildare  has  been  with  me  and  the  other 
Lords  Juftices,  and  defires  to  be  confidered  as  being 
the  oldeft  bifliop  on  the  bench  except  his  Grace  (» 
Dublin :  he  is  upon  all  occafions  a  moil  hearty  AVy- 
lijbman^  and  I  believe  an  enemy  to  the  pretender ; 
butyour  Excellency  knows  he  is  rather  a  tory. 

Tne  Bifliop  of  Kilmore  is  the  next  Englifbman^ 
that  may  be  thought  of,  and  I  fcarce  doubt  but  he 
would  take  Cajbel^  though  he  is  not  here  to  be  aiked 
the  queftion. 

The  Bifliop  of  Femes  would  either  take  CaJbeJ^  if 
the  Bifliop  of  Kiimore  fliould  be  unwilling  to  remove, 
or  take  Kilmore  if  he  accepts  Cajbel. 

The  Bilhop  of  Cknferi  would  be  very  glad  to  fuc- 
ceed  the  Bifliop  of  Frrnesy  though  he  will  hardly  gun 
any  thing  by  the  remove ;  but  as  he  has  the  xdEtory 
of  Louibm  commendam^  which  whenever  he  leaves 
it,  will  fall  into  the  vicarage^  and  not  come  to  the 
government  to  difpofe  of,  he  would  dcfire  to  keep 
that,  without  having  the  commendam  the  prefent 
Bifliop  of  Femes  &qoyt :  and  in  this  cafe  there  will  be 
a  benefice  of  290  /.  per  ann.  to  be  given  either  as  a 
commendam  to  the  new  Bifliop  of  Cknferty  or  as 
your  Excellency  fliall  judge  proper. 

For  the  biflioprick  of  Clonfert  there  aiefeveral  vAto 
would  gladly  fucceed  to  it  Dean  Ihni^^  Dean 
Dobbins^  Dean  Crofs^  but  as  Sir  Ralph  tSore  has  bcea 

with 
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with  the  Lords  Juftices  to  recommend  his  brother 
the  Dean  of  Dtnvn  to  the  biftioprick  that  (hall  be  left 
vacant  upon  other  tranflations,  and  anfwers  for  his 
brother's  behaviour :  I  think  it  will  be  mod  advifea- 
ble  to  gratify  Sir  Ralpb  Gore. 

'  But  if  the  Bifhop  of  Kildare  fhould  be  tranflated 
to  Cajbel^  I  could  wifli  fome  Englijhman  were  to  fuc- 
ceed  him  ;  and  if  it  were  one  that  would  be  a  proper 
perfon  to  fucceed  to  Dublin  upon  a  vacancy  it  would 
be  the  lefe  invidious,  but  in  that  view  it  ought  to  be 
one  from  the  bench  in  England^  which  it  may  very 
well  be,  fince  Kildare  and  Cbrijl  Church  are  a  good 
1 600  /.  per  annum. 

Though  the  Bifhop  of  Elphin  is  mentioned  in  our 
common  letter,  and  probably  Mr.  Conolly  may  write 
in  his  behalf,  yet  I  believe  your  Excellency  will  be  of 
my  opinion,  that  it  will  be  too  dangerous  a  ftep  to 
truft  him  in  that  poft. 

My  Lord  Chancellor  and  I  have  been  computing, 
that  if  fome  perfon  be  not  now  brought  over  from 
England  to  the  bench,  there  will  be  thirteen  *  Irijb 
to  nine  Englifh  Bifliops  here,  which  we  think  will  be 
a  dangerous  fituation. 

Upon  the  encouragement  your  Extellency  has 
given  me,  I  take  the  liberty  to  acquaint  you,  that  the 
oldeft  friend  I  have  on  the  bench  in  England^  is  Dr.

dajinage  to  this  kingdom  by  landlords  tying  up  their 
tenants  from  ploughing,  the  throwing  fo  many  fami- 
lies out  of  work  that  might  be  employed  by  tillage, 
and  the  terrible  fcarcity  next  to  a  famine  that  a  great 
part  of  the  kingdom  now  labours  under  by  the  com 
not  yielding  well  laft  year,  and  to  which  we  are  liable 
upon  any  the  leaft  accident  in  our  harveft,  make  us 
all  very  defirous  of  having  it  paft  ;  and  as  it  is  only 
five  acres  out  of  an  hundred  that  are  to  be  tilled, 
and  that  every  farmer  has  till  Michaelmas  come  two 
years  to  lay  out  his  fchemes  of  ploughing,  we  hope  it 
will  not  be  counted  any  hardfhip  to  force  them  tp 
plough  fo  fmall  a  proportion  of  dieir  land. 

The  want  of  fuch  a  provifion  as  is  made  in  the  bill 
about  mending  bridges,  has  often  occafioned  50  or 
100/.  expence  to  the  county,  where  5  or  iq/.  would 
have  done  at  firft.

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The  indemnifying  bill  fpeaks  for  itfelf. 

As  to  the  bill  requiring  fome  years  converfion  in 
papifts  before  they  praftife  the  law,  your  Lordfliip 
knows  the  bad  cafe  we  are  in  here  with  new  converts 
pradrfing,  and  the  dangerous  confequence  it  may 
have  in  length  of  time ;  your  Lordfliip  has  iikcwife 
ieen,  diat  nothing  can  be  nnoved  about  papifts  or 
converts  in  either  houfe  but  what  is  at  laft  fb  closed 
as  to  come  to  nothings  which  made  us  willing  to 
fend  over  a  bill  to  this  one  point ;  if  there  are  politi- 
jcal  reafons  on  the  other  fide  of  the  water  for  dropping 
it,  the  crown  is  under  no  difficulty,  becaufe  we  hav« 
fcnt  bills  enough  without  it  ^  but  I  believe  if  it  is  ro- 
turned,  it  will  certainly  pafs  here.

Ann^ez,  lO.  the  m.oney  re- 
maining in  the  treafury  of  England  from  the  (ale  of 
forfeited  eftates  here.  Lord  Bophin^^  25000/.  and 
other  rents,  arrears,  &c.  were  to  go  towards  paying 
%  year's  intereft  on  the  debentures.  Since  which,  no 
omer  difpofal  has  been  made  by  the  parliament  of 
England  of  thefe  forfeitures,  except  in  the  late  Bi- 
(hop  of  Cloyne's  bill :  the  ftate  of  which  is  this : 

The  late  Bifhop  of  Cloyne  underftanding  that  the 
lands  and  manor  of  Donaghmore  had  once  belonged 
to  the  fee  of  Cloyne^  had  probably  by  fome  agent  bid 
4020  /.  for  the  (aid  lands,  and  paid  down  1 340  /.  as 
one  third  of  the  purchafe  money.  After  which  he 
applied  to  the  parliament  of  England^  and  obtained 
an  adt  of  parliament  there,  by  which  the  other  two 
thirds  of  the  purchafe  money  were  remitted.  The 
lands  and  the  manor  of  Donaghmore  were  for  ever 
united  ta  the  fee  of  Cloyne. 

But  in  order  to  reimburfe  him  the  1 340  /.  he  had 
advanced,  he  was  to  be  repaid  that  fum  out  of  the 
undifpofed  forfeitures  here.  And  becaiife  that  fund 
njight  prove  deficient,  his  executors,  &c.  were  to 
keep  the  eftate  of  Donagbtnore  upon  his  death,  &c. 
till  the  whole  1340/.  or  what  part  of  it  remained 
unpaid,  with  intereft  from  the  time  of  his  death, 
was  anfwered  out  of  the  rents  of  the  lands  of  Do- 
nagbmore.

Now  it  feemsfome  of  thefe  undifpofed  eftates,  and 
fome  money  from  arrears,  &c.  are  ftill  in  the  hands 
of.  the  commiflioners  of  the  revenue  here. 

Whether  the  late  Biftiop  of  Cloyne  applied  to  the 
commiflioners  to  be  paid  the  1 340  /.  I  cannot  learn ; 
but  die  whole  fum  riemains  unpaid,  and  in  Virtue  of

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the  ad  lad  mentiOTed^  the  late  Klbop'?  execiRois 
keep  the  lands  of  Donaghmore  ix€fx\  the  prefent  K- 
fhop. 

And  his  application  to  the  government  is^  that  ^r- 
fuantto  the  aft  of  parliament,  the  1340/-  may  be 
paid  out  of  the  undifpofed  forfeited  eftates. 

By  what  I  have  heard  the  commiiTioners  here  %, 
thofe  eftates  are  indebted  to  the  revenue  here  ios  tte 
recovery  of  them  near  900/,  and  fome  body  has 
been  made  receiver  of  thofe  rents  at  a  (alary  of  near 
half  or  a  third  part  of  the  rents.  But  s  thorougfi 
knowledge  of  the  ftate  of  thofe  forfeited  eftatiis  can 
icarce  be  had  till  your  Excellency  in  perfon  makes 
tliofe  enquiries^  which  we  cannot  Co  well  pafh  00.

I  A  M  fenfible  it  is  a  great  while  fince  I  laft  wrote 
to  your  Lordlhip,  but  it  has  not  been  owing  to 
my  having  a  iefs  defire  of  the  continuance  of  your 
Lord(hip*s  friend(hip,  but  for  want  of  matter  to 
write  about ;  your  Lordfhip  is  in  the  bufy  fcene  of 
life,  and  I  in  a  kingdom  where  little  happens  worth

IT  is  a  great  while  fince  I  had  the  honour  of  a 
letter  from  your  Grace,  which  I  have  not  anfwer- 
ed  fooner,  becaufe  I  had  nothing  new  to  write  from 
hence;  what  little  this  country  now  affords  is,  that 
our  fcflion  goes  on  very  quietly,  and  the  ufual  fup- 
plies  are  voted,  and  a  bill  going  on  accordingly. 

I  find  by  my  Lord  Lieutenant  the  miniftry  arc  not 
defirous  that  a  convocation  (hould  fit  here ;  nor  do 
1  defire  it,  except  they  had  fome  ufeful  bufinefs  to 
do,  and  1  was  thoroughly  certain  they  would  confine 
themfelves  to  that. 

I  have  had  no  great  occafion  or  leifure  to  enquire 
into  the  nature  of  our  convocation  here, .  but  as  it  is 
made  up  of  the  clergy  of  four  provinces,  I  find  fome 
of  our  bench  queftion  whether  they  have  ever  been 
fettled  in  fuch  a  regular  method  of  being  called,  as 
to  make  a  truly  legal  aflembly. 

I  am  glad  to  find  things  have  gone  fo  very  well  in 
England  fince  bis  Majefifs  acceffion^  and  that  the  late 
King^s  friends  {'mho  moft  certainly  arefo  to  his  fre/ent 
Mdjefiy)  have  no  caufe  of  complaint^ 

My 
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My  Lord  Lieutenant  has  made  no  change  in  any 
plage  here. 

We  were  fbme  time  ago  more  certain  of  a  fpeedy 
peace  here  by  all  accounts  than  we  feem  to  be  at 
prefent,  but  I  hope  all  will  end.  well. 

I  moft  heartily  wifti  your  Grace  many  happy  new 
years,  and  am  very  much  obliged  to  your  Lordlhip 
for  your  readinefe  to  aflift  me  on  occafion  with  your 
intereft :  I  am  fure  the  fteady  attachment  of  your 
Grace  to  his  Majefty's  family  and  perfon  will  always 
make  you  have  a  weight  at  court. 

I  believe  the  Bifhop  of  Cloyne  will  have  occafion 
to  apply  for  a  bill  In  England^  relating  to  an  incum- 
brance on  his  bilhoprick ;  when  it  is  certain  that  he 
muft  apply  I  (hall  trouble  your  Grace  with  the  par- 
ticulars of  his  cafe.

IT  is  now  a  great  while  fince  I  did  myfelf  the 
honour  to  write  to  your  Grace ;  the  great  hurry 
of  bufinefs  your  LordHiip  muft  have  been  engaged 
in,  and  the  peaceable  ftate  we  have  been  in  here, 
without  any  particular  accidents  that  required 
writing  about,  have  been  the  occafion  of  fo  K)ng  a 
filence. 

The  difficulties  that  were  in  part  apprehended  in 
the  feffions  of  parliament  are  now  pretty  well  over  : 
the  publick  accounts  have  been  ftated  to  the  fatisfac- 
tion  of  the  Commons,  and  the  ufual  money  bill  will 
be  ready  for  the  council  next  Monday.  As  the  ac- 
counts have  been  now  audited  by  the  Commilfioners 
of  Accounts  to  Lady-day  laft,  and  will  whiift  the 
Englifb  have  any  power  here,  be  regularly  audited 
every  year,  it  will  not  be  fo  eafy  to  embroil  a  feffion 

as 
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as  it  was  the  laft  time  the  parliament  (at,-  when 
/Vtf/'s  accounts  were  in  fuch  confufion,  for  want  of 
being  regularly  audited  for  fome  years, 

/  hope  it  has  not  contributed  a  little  towards  things 
P^ffi^S  ^^/y  ^^''^»  ^^^^  M^^  ^^^  government  has  been 
pretty  much  in  Englifh  hands^  things  have  gone  with 
greater  impartiality^  and  eve$y  body  of  confequence  has 
been  treated  with  more  regard  than  they  have  beiU 
formerly. 

My  Lord  Chancellor  and  Lord  Chief  Baron  have 
been  very  diligent  in  the  affair  of  the  accounts ;  and 
it  has  hot  been  without  great  preffing  that  we  could 

fet  the  feveral  officers  to  have  the  accounts  ready  to 
e  audited  before  the  parliament  met ;  and  I  mufl 
do  them  both  the  juftice  to  fay,  that  they  give  great 
content  in  their  refpedtive  courts. 

Out  new  Lord  Chief  Juftice  *  landed  on  Saturday^ 
was  fworn  into  his  place  yefterday,  and  was  this  day 
fworn  of  the  privy  council  5  I  hear  that  good  cha* 
rafter  of  him,  that  I  do  not  queftion  but  by  his  abi- 
lities and  integrity  he  will  be  a  great  ftrengthening 
of  the  EnglJ/b  intereft. 

Your  Grace  will  be  fo  good  as  to  excufe  my  again 
recommending  Mr,  Stephens  to  your  protection  for 
the  promife  formerly  made  me,  that  he  fhould  have 
the  next  canonry  of  Cbrifi  Church  that  happened  to 
be  void,     I  am.

AS  we  are  fending  over  fbmc  bills  to  England^ 
which  are  of  great  confequence  to  religion 
m  this  country,  and  in  the  fupporting  of  which  at 

council 
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council  I  mull  beg  your  Lordlhip's  affiftance,  I  give 
you  this  trouble  to  let  you  know  what  is  our  cafe, 
and  what  are  our  views  in  them. 

There  arc  probably  in  this  kingdom  five  papifts  at 
leaft  to  one  proteftant :  we  have  incumbents  and  cu- 
rates to  the  number  of  about  800,  whilft  there  are 
near  3000  popilh  priefts  of  all  forts  here.  A  great 
part  of  our  clergy  have  no  parfonage  houfes,  nor 
glebes  to  build  them  on :  we  have  many  parifhes 
eight  and  ten,  twelve  and  fourteen  miles  long,  with 
it  may  be  only  one  Church  in  them,  and  that  often 
at  one  end  of  the  parifh  :  we  have  few  market  towns 
that  fupply  convenient  food  for  the  neighbourhood, 
nor  farmers  that  can  fupply  the  common  neceflaries 
of  life,  which  may  be  ha4  at  moft  farmers  in  En^ 
gland ;  fo  that  all  agree  no  clergyman  in  the  country 
can  live  without  a  moderate  glebe  in  his  hands  :  and 
as  there  can  be  no  hopes  of  getting  ground  of  the 
papifts  without  more  Churches  or  Chapels,  and  more 
relident  clergymen,  we  have  been  framing  two  bills, 
one  for  explaining  and  amending  an  adt  for  the  bet- 
ter maintenance  of  curates  in  the  Church  of  Ireland^ 
6  •  Georgii,  By  that  aft  a  Bilhop  was  enabled  to 
caufe  one  or  two  Chapels  of  Eafe  to  be  ereded  in 
any  parifti  where  a  number  of  Proteftants  lived  fix 
miles  from  the  Church,  and  that  was  underftood  to 
mean  fix  country  miles,  which  are  at  leaft  nine  mea- 
fured  miles,  and  in  many  places  twelve :  we  have 
reduced  that  diftance  to  five  meafured  miles,  the 
incumbents  and  patrons  confent  we  have  omitted,  as 
what  we  fear  will  render  the  bill  ufelefs :  the  con- 
fcnts  we  have  made  neceflary  are  fuch  proteftant  in- 
habitants as  may  want  a  Chapel  exclufive  of  thofe 
of  the  Mother-church,  or  on  the  other  fide  of  it,  as 
they  muft  contribute  towards  building  it :  at  the  in- 
ftance  of  the  clergy  we  have  likewife  excluded  fuch 
gs  live  within  two  miles  of  a  neighbouring  Church  : 

the 
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the  Bifhop  has  the  fame  power  of  appointing  a  fala- 
ry  for  thefe  new  curates  as  that  adt  allowed. 

We  have  likewife  there  provided  for  the  build- 
ing of  Chapels  of  Eafe  in  cities  and  towns  corpo- 
rate. 

The  other  is  an  a6l  to  explain  an  aft  for  the  bet- 
ter enabling  of  the  clergy -having  the  cure  of  fouls 
to  refide  on  their  refpedtive  benefices,  &c.  8°  Georg. 
c.  12.  There  is  by  the  old  aft  a  power  of  giving 
land  under  40  acres  for  a  glebe,  at  half  the  impro- 
ved rent  or  more  ;  but  as  moft  of  the  eftates  here 
are  under  fettlements,  it  has  little  effeft  :  and  there 
are  now  three  or  four  gentlemen  that  would  grant  15 
or  20  acres  for  glebes  if  they  were  at  liberty.  This 
aft  therefore  is  to  empower  thofe  under  fettlements 
to  give  a  glebe  at  the  full  improved  rent,  to  be  fet- 
tled by  a  jury,  on  condition  of  building  and  im- 
proving. 

Befide  the  benefit  of  diflrefs  for  arrears  of  rent, 
the  biihop  is  impowered  to  fequefter  the  whole  li- 
ving upon  complaint  to  pay  fuch  arrears.  And  that 
the  fucceflbr  may  not  have  an  unreafonable  arrear 
come  upon  him,  the  Bildiop  is  obliged  to  enquire  at 
every  annual  vifitation  which  we  hold  here,  whether 
the  rent  is  paid,  and  to  fequefter  and  fee  it  paid. 
The  fame  power  of  giving  a  glebe  is  extended  to 
perpetual  curacies  in  livings  appropriate  or  impro- 
priate. 

Having  endeavoured  to  provide  glebes,  we  oblige 
all  future  incumbents  having  convenient  glebes  to 
build.  All  are  allowed  three-fourths  of  what  they 
lay  out,  but  we  fee  nothing  but  force  will  make  them 
build. 

As  there  are  feveral  fchools  of  whofe  endowments 
I  am  truftee,  that  have  fome  no  houfe,  others  in- 
convenient little  ones,  without  land  near  them,  the 
iiime  encouragement  is  given  to  them  to  build  as  to 
the  clergy,  and  they  are  impowered  to  exchange 

fome 
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fome  land  for  a  convenient  demefne,  under  proper  in- 
fpedtion. 

We  have  Hkewife  fcnt  over  a  bill  about  the  reco- 
vering of  tythes  and  other  ecclefiaftical  dues,  under 
40  s.  We  had  the  Englijb  a6V  before  us,  but  have 
altered  (bme  things  to  pleafe  the  Commons,  who 
have  twice  thtown  out  a  bill  of  the  fame  nature ; 
oblafiofu  and  obventions  are  omitted  to  pleafe  them. 
We  have  Hkewife  excluded  clergymen  from  being 
the  Juftices  before  whom  fuch  caufes  may  be  tried, 
that  they  might  not  play  the  game  into  one  another's 
hands  5  for  in  many  places  here  one  fourth  ot  fifth 
of  the  refident  juftices  are  clergymen,  for  want  of 
refident  gentlemen. 

The  bill  is  exceedingly  neceflary  here,  fince  the 
recovery  of  little  dues  cofts  more  than  they  are 
worth,  and  the  juftices  will  not  help.  People  ftand 
contempt  a-nd  excommunication,  and  the  taking  up 
cofts  too  much,  and  befide  moft  of  them  muft  be 
abfolutely  ruined  if  taken  up. 

There  is  likewife  another  bill  coming  which  has 
been  in  force  feven  years  already,  by  which  the  in- 
cumbent that  has  been  a  wrong  clerk  is  accountable 
for  the  profits  received,  after  fuch  allowances  made 
for  ferving  the  cure.  The  laity  in  both  houfes  are 
very  eager  for  it,  and  the  Englijh  Bifhops  are  for 
it,  there  having  been  formerly  very  extraordinary 
things  done  here  byBi(hops,  in  putting  clerks  in 
poflddion  that  fcarce  had  the  fliadow  of  a  title  *.

My  Lord,  Dublin^  Feb.  17,  1747. 

I  Lately  troubled  your  Grace  with  an  account  of 
three  bills  we  are  fending  from  hence ;  I  (haH 
now  trouble  you  with  an  account  of  two  or  three 
more,  in  the  pafling  of  which  in  England  I  muft  de- 
fire  your  Grace's  afliftance. 

The  firft  relates  to  the  more  eafy  recovery  of 
tythes  and  other  ecclefiaftical  dues  of  finall  value. 
The  value  fettled  in  the  bill  is  not  exceeding  40  s. 
We  had  the  Englijb  adt  before  us,  but  have  altered 
fome  things  in  it,  partly  becaufe  of  the  diflferent  cafe 
we  are  in  from  thole  in  Englandj  and  partly  to  pkafe 
the  Commons,  who  have  twice  thrown  out  a  biU  of 
the  fame  nature.  In  the- firft  place,  inftead  of  fm^ 
tythes  in  the  Englijb  aft,  we  have  fubftituted  tythes 
under  40  s.  per  ann.  The  occafion  of  this  change  is, 
that  in  a  great  part  of  this  kingdom  the  bulk  or  tte 
farmers  have  but  four,  fix,  eight  or  ten  acres,  and  a 
farmer  of  twenty  acres  is  a  great  farmer,  which 
makes  it  very  troublefome  and  expenfive  to  recover 
tythes  either  in  a  fpiritual  court  or  in  the  exdie- 
quer. 

The  ufual  way  of  fuing  for  tythes  here  is  in  the 
fpiritual  courts ;  and  for  the  finall  portion  moft  peo- 
ple are  to  pay  here,  it  will  not  often  be  wordi  while 
to  go  into  the  exchequer.  Now  when  one  of  thcfe 
forry  wretches  is  put  into  the  fpiritual  court,  be 
ufually  incurs  contempt  for  non-appearance,  and  af* 
terwards  falls  under  the  fenfence  or  excommunicati- 
on, which  he  does  not  r^ard ;  if  a  clergyman 
(hould  then  be  at  the  expence  of  taking  out  a  writ 
(ie  excommunicato  capiendo^  and  take  the  defendant 
up,  the  cofts  of  the  fuit  and  tythes  recovered, 
would  abfolutely  beggar  the  poor  wretch ;   fo  that 

tfaefe 
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thefe  caufes  are  feldom  carried  through  :  but  when 
the  fellow  is  found  not  to  be  fright^  with  excom- 
munication, (which  confidering  the  number  of  pa- 
pifls  and  diflenters  here,  is  moft  generally  the  cafe) 
it  is  dropped. 

There  is  indeed  an  Englijb  ftatute  27  •  Hen.  8.  c. 
to.  an  adt  for  tythes  to  be  paid  throughout  this 
realm,  which  was  plainly  intended  to  affedt  Ireland 
as  much  as  England^  by  which  two  juftices  of  the 
peace,  upon  non-appearance  in  the  Spiritual  court, 
mi^t  oblige  the  defendant  to  appear  and  to  give  fe- 
curity  to  abide  the  fentence  of  the  court ;  but  as 
Ireland  though  at  firft  mentioned,  is  not  afterwards 
repeated,  the  judges  and  juftices  here  feem  to  be  of 
opinion  that  the  juftices  cannot  aft  here  in  virtue  of 
that  ftatute ;  and  the  juftices  will  not  affift  the  fpiri- 
tual  courts,  and  theConmions  will  not  hear  of  an  adk 
for  the  juftices  to  help  the  ecclefiaftical  judge,  fo  that 
this  adt  about  recovering  tythes,  &c.  would  be  of 
great  fervice  to  the  clergy  here. 

The  words  oblations  and  obventions  have  been 
omitted  as  having  been  formerly  objedted  againft  by 
the  Conunons.  And  to  remove  any  jealoufy  that  the 
clergy  might  try  all  thefe  caufes  before  one  another, 
we  Mve  excluded  the  clergy  from  adting  as  juftices  in 
the  execution  of  this  adt ;  which  is  the  more.reafon- 
ablc  here,  becaufe  in  many  counties  one  fourth  or 
fifth  part  of  the  refiding  juftices  are  of  the  clergy ; 
fince  otherwife  many  tradts  of  lands  of  ten  or  fifteen 
miles  every  way  would  have  no  refident  juftice. 

We  (hall  likewife  fend  over  an  adt  to  mipower 
Archbilhops,  &c.  to  part  with  the  advowfon  of  be- 
nefices under  30/.  per  ann.  or  more.  My  brethren 
die  bifliops  confented  to  this  bill  before  it  was  ofiered. 
And  that  your  Grace  may  the  better  underftand  the 
expediency  of  this  bill,  it  will  be  proper  to  inform 
you,  that  in  many  parts  of  this  kingdom,  by  means 
<£  impropriations,  there  are  vicarages  or  curacies 

worth 
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worth  but  5,  lo  /.  &c.  per  ann.  that  in  feveral  places 
the  BifhopS  let  the  fame  perfbn  enjoy  three  or  four  on 
to  feven  or  eight  of  thefe,  which  poffibly  all  togetl^ 
make  but  60,  80  or  100/:  per  ann.  or  little  more: 
and  there  is  it  may  be  but  one  or  two  Churches  on  all 
the  denominations,  which  is  the  name  we  give  thefe 
pari'fhes  :  that  the  patronj^e  of  the  greateft  part  of 
thele  h  either  in  the  Crown  or  the  Bifliops ;  that 
there  might  be  difficulties  raifed  as  to  the  Crown  part- 
ing with  its  right,  but  we  think  there  can  be  no  ob- 
jeftion  to  fufFer  Bifliops  to  part  with  their  right  for 
the  good  of  the  Church,  and  procuring  additional 
clergymen;  and  we  have  the  more  reafon  to  tiy 
what  effeft  this  temptation  of  the  fole  patronage  to  a 
lay  benefadtor  may  have,  fmce  the  aft  of  King 
Charles  I.  by  which  any  one  who  reftored  tythes  to 
the  Church  was  to  have  a  turn  with  the  old  patron  in 
proportion  to  the  value  of  tythfe  given,  in  refpeft  of 
the  old  income  of  the  Church,  has  had  very  litde 
efFeft.  We  have  in  the  fame  bill  encouraged  people 
to  build  and  endow  Chapels  of  Eafe  by  giving  them 
and  their  heirs  the  nomination  to  fuch  Chapels. 

Your  Grace  will  fee  that  in  this  aft  we  had  before 
us  the  aft  pafled  in  England  i  **  Georg.  I.  only  that 
we  have  no  fund  to  help  fuch  benefaftors  as  there  is 
in  England ;  and  as  there  are  truftees  of  the  firft 
fruits  here  for  buying  glebes  or  tythes  for  fmall  liv- 
ings^  we  have  in  this  aft  made  them  the  repofitorics 
of  the  auttentick  value  of  fmall  livings,  and  of  all 
augmentations  in  virtue  of  this  aft,  that  there  may 
be  fome  to  fee  that  the  grants  are  fuch  as  they  oug^t 
to  be  for  value  and  validity. 

In  this  kingdom  the  clergy  paid  the  20th,  not  the 
loth  to  the  Crown,  as  in  England^  and  firft  fruits; 
but  the  20ths  were  given  off  by  Queen  jinnCj  and  the 
firft  fruits  are  the  only  fund  the  truftees  have,  whidi 
comnrnnibm  annisj  rifes  no  higher  than  from  3  to  400/. 
per  ^».  dediifting  charges,  without  a  power  to  re- 
ceive 
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ceive  any  benefaftions.  I  hope  it  may  pleafe  God  in 
time  to  difpofe  the  parliament,  to  permit  thefe  truftees 
to  receive  benefaftions  for  fo  good  purpofes ;  fince 
what  we  are  now  doing  in  our  Church  bills  feems  to 
be  very  well  liked  ;  though  when  I  firft  came  hither, 
the  laity  would  not  have  heard  with  patience  the  leaft 
propo&l  of  what  we  are  now, attempting. 

The  claufe  in  this  bill  by  which  the  patron  of  a 
Chapel  of  Eafe  may  nominate^,  if  the  Chapel  be  not 
adhially  filled  then,  diough  the  nomination  be  then 
lapfed  to  the  Bifliop  or  Crown,  is  taken,  from  the 
Englijb  bill.  There  was  this  day  added  to  the  faid 
billa claufe  to  impower  Bifhops,  &c.  to  encourage 
thdr  tenants  by  a  proper  leafe  to  enclofe  and  pre- 
ferve  copfe  wood,  which  will  be  of  fervice  to  all 
parties. 

I  muft  beg  your  Grace's  afliftance  in  the  council, 
that  our  good  defigns  may  not  be  there  funk  and 
prevented.

IH  A  V  E  troubled  your  Grace  with  two  long  let- 
ters already,  and  muft  beg  leave  to  trouble  you 
with  a  third,  about  fome  other  bills  we  are  fending 
over,  in  getting  which  returned  hither  I  muft  beg 
your  Grace's  alfilance  at  the  council. 

As  many  of  the  parifhes  here  are  very  large  and 
intermixed  with  other  parifhes,  and  others  of  too 
Kttle  income  to  fubfift  by  themfelves,  and  little 
enough  for  extent  to  be  united  to  fome  other  pariih 
or  part  of  a  pariih,  there  was  an  a£t  paffed  in  the 
14*  and  15^  of  King  Charles  the  fecond,  by  which 
parifhes  might  be  divided  or  united  for  con veniency's 
fake,  with  proper  confents  and  the  approbation  of 

the 
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the  chief  gdvcmor  and  the  council.  As  that  a6t  wa« 
expired,  a  new  aft  was  pafled  2®  Georgiij  for  the 
real  union  and  divjfion  of  parifhes,  in  which  was  a 
provifo,  that  no  union  made  in  virtue  of  the  former 
adt  of  King  Charles  the  fecond  fhould  be  capable  of 
being  diflblved,  nor  any  part  of  fuch  union  be  uni- 
ted to  any  other  parilh,.  unlefs  the  parifh  Church  of 
fuch  united  parifh  does  lye  three  country  miles  from 
fome  part  of  fuch  parifh,  &c. 

Now  as  three  country  miles  are  often  five  or  fix 
meafured  miles ;  and  as  feveral  of  thofe  unions  were 
made  without  regard  to  the  convepiency  of  the  peo- 
ple, but  purely  to  make  a  rich  benefice ;  as  we 
are  now  endeavouring  to  make  it  poflible  to  have  the 
worihip  of  God  celebrated  in  all  parts  of  this  king- 
dom, we  find  it  neceflary  to  repeal  this  claufe,  and 
to  lay  fuch  parifhes  open  to  a  divifion  as  well  as  other 
old  parifties. 

There  is  another  claufe  added  to  that  bill,  which 
relates  to  the  removing  of  the  fite  of  Churches.  By 
the  adt  2^  Georgii\  for  the  real  union  and  divifion  of 
parifties,  it  is  enabled  that  the  fite  of  an  inconveni- 
ent Church  may  be  changed  for  one  more  convenient 
with  the  confent  of  the  patron,  &c. 

Now  with  us  many  Churches  fland  at  the  end  of 
a  long  parifh,  or  on  the  wrong  fide  of  a  bog  or  river, 
in  refpeft  of  the  greateft  part  of  the  paridiioncrs, 
or  at  leaft  proteftants ;  fo  that  it  would  be  very  con- 
venient to  change  fuch  fituation  of  the  Church  ;  but 
where  the  King  is  patron,  as  his  confent  is  to  be  had, 
the  expence  of  having  a  letter  from  England  to  give 
his  Majefty's  confent  under  the  broad  feal  here  to 
liidi  a  change,  and  pafTing  a  patent  for  it,  is  fo  great, 
as  to  difcourage  thefe  removals :  and  I  can  aflure 
your  Grace  10/.  is  harder  to. be  raifed  here  upon  a 
"country  parifli  than  100/.  is  in  England  upon  a  pariih 
of  the  fame  extent,  and  our  gentry  part  with  money 
on  fuch  occafions  as  unwillingly  as  the  peafantiy. 

.It 
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'  It  18  therefore  provided  in  the  fame  bill,  that 
the  chief  governor,  &c.  may  confent  for  the  King 
where  the  King  is  patron  ;  and  as  the  King's  patro- 
nage cannot  be  hurt  by  fuch  a  change  of  the  fite  of 
a  Church,  but  the  parifh  will  probably  prove  of  bet- 
ter value ;  and  as  the  taking  off  of  this  expence 
ijiay  occafion  the  building  feveraT'more  convenient 
Churches,  we  hope  the  bill  will  be  returned  to  us : 
And  I  can  aflure  your  Grace  there  are  inftances  in 
two  or  three  adts  already  where  the  chief  governor, 
&c.  is  in^powered  to  confent  for  the  King. 

Th^fe  two  claufes  make  up  an  adt,  entitled,  an 
a£l,  for  repealing  a  claufe  in  an  adl  for  the  real  union 
wd  divifion  of  parifhes;  and  to  enable  the  chief 
gjovemor^  &c.  to  confent  for  the  crown,  &c. 

There  is.  part  of  another  bill  which  will  go  over, 
that  i9  of  great  confeqnence  to  this  kingdom ;  the 
tide  of  the  a£t  is,  I  think,  an  ad  to  prevent  frauds, 
tec.  in  buying  corn,  &cc.  and  to  encourage  tillage. 
^  It  is  the  latt?er  pairt  of  this  bill  about  tillage  that  id 
qf,  ^esLt  moment  here.  The  bill  does  not  encourage 
tiUage  by  allowing  any  premium  to  the  exporters  of 
GOTDr  but  barely  obliges  every  perfon  occupying  1 00 
afises  or  more  (meadows,  parks,  bogs,  &c.  excep- 
^>to  till  five  acres  out  of  every  8G0;  and  fo  in 
l»iopQFti(Hi  for  eyery  greater  quantity  of  land  they 
ocpupy;  And  ta  make  the  law  have  feme  force,  it 
i^  tho  te^nt  at  liberty  to  do  this,  notwithftanding 
any  claufe  in  hi&  leaife  to  the  contrary.  We  have 
t^k^B/sk  Okre  to  provide  in  the  bill,  that  the  tenant 
Ifcall  not  be  able  to  burn-beat  any  ground  in  virtue  of 
this^aft ;  aiid  fmce  he  is  tiqd  up  from  that,  and  from 
plowbing  meadows,  &c.  the  people  ikilted  in  huf-* 
fcft^ry  ^y^  he  cannot  hurt  the  land  though  he 
(beal4  &f  roUfidthe  100  acres  in  20  years. 
.  Ifind  nsiy  iJot4:?V^^^  objected  to  a  bill  we  fent 
Stfsm  couadl,  that  ttus  was  a  breaking  of  private 
QQCitradiisi  and  k^vading  p»Dperty :  but  I  think  that

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nothing,  fince  the  leflbr  receives  no  damage  by  it,' 
and  the  publick  is  ver^^  much  benefitted ;  and  this  is 
no  more  than  what  is  done  every  feffion  in  England^ 
where  rivers  are  made  navigable  or  commons  inclo- 
fcd ;  and  in  many  road  bills. 

I  fhall  now  acq^uaint  your  Grace  with  the  great 
want  we  are  in  of*  this  bill :  our  prefent  tillage  fells 
very  fhort  of  anfwering  the  demands  of  this  nation, 
which  occafions  our  importing  corn  from  England 
and  6thcr  places ;  and  whilft  our  poor  have  bread  to 
eat,  we  do  not  complain  of  this ;  but  by  tilling  fo 
little,  if  our  crop  fails,  or  yields  indifferently,  our 
poor  have  not  money  to  buy  bread.  This  was  the 
cafe  in  1725,  and  lafl  year,  and  without  a  prodigious 
crop,  will  be  more  fo  this  year.  When  I  went  my 
vifitation  laft  year,  barley  in  fome  inland  places,  fold 
for  6  J.  a  bufhel,  to  make  the  bread  of ;  and  oat- 
meal (which  is  the  bread  of  the  north)  fold  for  twice 
or  thrice  the  ufual  price  :  and  we  met  all  the  roads 
full  of  whole  families  that  had  left  their  homes  to 
beg  abi*oad,  fince  their  neighbours  had  nothing  to 
relieve  them  with.  And  as  the  winter  fubfiflance  of 
the  poor  is  chiefly  potatoes,  this  fcarcity  drove  thfe 
poor  to  begin  with  thelir  potatoes  before  they  were 
full  grown,  fo  that  theiy  have  lofl  half  the  benefit  of 
them,  and  have  fpent  their  flock  about  two  mdnthsj 
fooner  than  ufual';' and  oatmeal  is  at  this  diftancc' 
from,  harvefl,  in  many  parts  of  this  kingdom  thrcc^ 
times  the  cuftomary  price ;  fo  that  this  furhmer  muft 
be  more  fatal  to  us  than  the'  lafl ;  wKen  I  fear  many 
hundreds  perifhed  by  famine.  -'-        - 

Now  the  occafion  of  this  evil  is,  that  itiany  per- 
fons  have  hired  large  tfafts  of  land,'  oil' -to  3  of  4000 
acres,  and  have  flocked  them  with  <:attle,  and.  have 
no  other  inhabitants  on  their  land.tHaii  fo  many  <rotti-=^ 
ers  as  are  neceffary  to  look  after  theirfheep>iahdl>Iack 
cattle ;.  fo  that  in  feme  of  the  fiftefl'<56unties,  in  -ntf- 
ny  placdS  there  is*  neither,  houfe  libf  'c6rh  field  to  be 

'    fcen 
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feen  in  10  or  15  miles  travelling  :  and  daily  in  fome 
counties,  many  gentlemen  (as  their  leafes  fall  into 
their  hands)  tye  up  their  tenants  from  tillage :  and 
this  is  one  of  the  main  caufes  why  fo  many  venture 
to  go  into  foreign  fervice  at  the  hazard  of  their  lives, 
if  taken,  becaufe  they  can  get  no  land  to  till  at 
home.  And  if  fome  flop  be  not  put  to  this  evil, 
we  muft  daily  decreafe  in  the  numbers  of  our 
people. 

But  we  hope  if  this  tillage  bill  takes  place,  to 
keep  our  youth  at  home,  to  employ  our  poor,  and 
not  be  in  danger  of  a  famine  among  the  poor  upon 
any  little  mifcarriage  in  our  harveft.  And  I  hope 
thefe  are  things  of  greater  confequence  than  the 
breaking  through  a  leafe,  fo  far  as  concerns  ploughing 
five  acres  in  an  hundred. 

I  fliall  trouble  your  Grace  no  more  at  prefent, 
but  am.

AS  we  are  now  very  nigh  got  through  ourYevc- 
ral  bills  at  the  council,  I  (hall  beg  leave  to  give 
your  Grace  an  account  of  fome  few  of  them,  in  the 
returning  of  which  from  the  council  of  England^  I 
would  beg  your  Grace's  afliftance. 

We  have  in  this  kingdom  but  about  6co  incum- 
bents, and  I  fear  3000  popiih  priefts,  and  the  bulk 
of  our  clergy  have  neither  parfonage-houfes  nor 
glebes :  and  yet  till  we  can  get  more  Churches  or 
Chapels  and  more  refident  clergymen,  inftead  of 
getting  ground  of  the  papifts,  we  muft  lofe  to  them, 
as  in  &t  we  do  in  many  places,  the  defcendants  of 
many  of  CromwelPs  officers  and  foldiers  here  being 
jpne  off  to  popery. 

M  2  To 
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To  remedy  tbis  cviU  we  have  fent  aver  a  bill  fop 
the  better  maintenance  of  curates^  by  which  Bifhop« 
are  enabled  with  the  confent  of  the  proteftant  parilbio- 
ners,  to  have  one  or  more  Chapels  built  in  large  pa- 
riiCbea,  and  to  oblige  the  incumbent  to  pay  few  ferving 
them. 

By  another  bill  to  enable  the  clergy  to  rcfide,  we 
have  empowered  perfons  under  fettlemeots,  and  all 
Bifhops  and  other  ecclefiaftical  perfons,  to  grant  a 
glebe  where  wanted^  not  exceeding  40  acres  at  the 
full  improved  rent ;  and  oblige  all  future  incumbents 
that  have  a  convenient  gkbe^  and  a  living  not  Icfe 
than  I  sot.  per  ann.  to  build  a  parfonage-houfe ;  of 
which  expence  they  are  to  te  reimburfed  three 
fourths  by  their  fucceflbr,  the  next  to  be  reimburfed 
two,  and  the  following  incumbent  one  fourth. 

There  is  a  third  bill  to  encourage  benefa<£tors  to 
increafe  our  poor  livings,  (many  of  which  have  U^ 
fmall  an  income,^  that  in  fome  parts  of  the  kingdom, 
the  fame  perfon  enjoys  four,  five,  and  fometimes  on 
to  eight  or  nine  of  them^  and  yet  has  not  100 1,  per 
annj  by  enabling  Archbilhops^  Bifliops,  and  other 
ecclefiaftical  perfons  to  part  with  the  advowfon  of 
livings  under  30  /.  per  ann.  to  fuch  benefadtoc  as  will 
endow  fuch  Imall  living  with  3Q  /.  pjsr  ann.  or  more ; 
and  by  giving  the  patronage  of  a  Chapel  to  any  oae 
who  mall  bwiM  a  Chapel  and  endow  it  with  3,0-/.  per 
ann,  or  more.  In  this  a<ft  we  had  before  us,  one  to 
the  fame  purpofe  paft  in  England  m  the  firft  yoai  of 
his.  late  Majefty. 

In  a  bill  to  repeal  aclaufe  in  a  former  bill,,  about 
the  real  union  and  divifioa  of  pariflies,  there  is  a  claufc 
that  the  chief  governor  may,  where  tte  King  13  pa- 
tron^ confent  for  the  King,  to  the  removing  the  iUe 
of  a  Church  to  a  more  coKvenient  place  in  me  p9]^i^l^ 
Our  pariihea  here  arc  exceeding  poor^  and  the  addi- 
tion of  16  or  2o7.  in  the  fe«s,  prevents  building  a 
Church  in  a  convenient  part  of  the  pad(b^  wfeex^  the 
Church  ftands  it  may  h^  at  one  end  of  a  verf 

large 
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lu^  pariih ;  and  we  hope  as  the  ^King's  patrona^ 
cannot  be  hurt,  but  rather  improved  by  fuch  a 
change,  that  this  daufe  will  be  granted  ua 

As  thefe  arc  in  fame  fort  Church  bills,  I  have  not 
troubled  your  Grace  widi  a  very  particular  account  of 
them,  but*have  fent  a  more  large  account  of  them 
ID  the  Bifiiop  of  London,  who  will  be  able  to  inform 
youf  Grace  more  fuUy  of  their  nature  and  defign,  as 
wcU  as  of  the  foUowing  bills,  if  your  Grace  defires 
it. 

There  is  another  bill  gc»ie  over,  part  of  which  is 
for  the  encouragement  of  tillage  ^  it  is  to  the  fame 
porpcfe  as  one  that  went  from  the  council  to  England 
at  his  Majefty's  happy  acceffion.  It  gives  no  premi- 
um to  the  exporter  of  com,  but  obliges  every  perfon 
occupying  joo  acres  or  more,  to  plough  five  for  eve- 
ry loo  acres  he  poiiefles,  excepting  m^^dows  and 
other  pafture  lands ;  and  as  the  landlords  in  ibme 
parts  here  tye  up  their  tcimnts  from  ploughing,  it  re- 
leafes  the  tenant  from  fuch  articles  as  far  as  five 
acres  in  lOO-,  but  that  the  landlord  may  be  no  (laf- 
fcrer,  the  tenant  is  not  at  liberty  to  bum-beat  the 
land.  For  want  of  tillage  our  young  fellows  have 
no  cmployrtient  at  home,  and  go  into  foreign  fervice ; 
and  upon  any  accident  in  our  harveft,  we  are  in  dan- 
ger of  t  famine. 

Sinc^  I  came  terc  in  the  year  1725,  there  was 
almoft  a  famine  among  the  poor ;  kft  year  the  dear- 
ncfs  of  corn  was  fuch  that  thoufands  of  families 
quitted  their  liabitations  to  feek  bread  elfewhere,  and 
many  hundreds  pcriihed;  this  year  the  poor  liad 
confwraol  their  potatoes,  which  is  their  winter  fub- 
fiftance,  near  two  moirths  fooner  than  ordinary,  and 
arc  already  through  the  dearnefs  of  corn,  in  that 
want,  that  in  feme  places  they  b^in  already  to  quit 
tJiwr  habitations.  I  hope  we  fhall  meet  with  fo  much 
cuiiipaflioa  at  the  council,  as  to  let  us  have  this  bill 
returned,  that  the  inccmveniencies  we  arc  at  prefent 

fo 
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fo  frequently  expofed  to,   may  be  gradually  re- 
moved. 

There  is  another  bill  gone  over,  to  regulate  the 
admiflion  of  barrifters,  attornies,  fix-clerks,  follici- 
tors,  fub-lherifFs,  deputy  officers,  &c.  which  is  of 
the  laft  confequence  to  this  kingdom. 

The  practice  of  the  law,  from  the  top  to  the  bot- 
tom, is  at  prefent  moftly  in  the  hands  of  new  con^ 
verts,  who  give  no  farther  fecurity  on  this  account, 
than  producing  a  certificate  of  their  having  received 
the  facrament  in  the  Church  of  England  or  Ireland^ 
which  feveral  of  them  who  were  papifts  at  London^ 
obtain  on  the  road  hither,  and  demand  to  be  admits 
ted  barrifter  in  virtue  of  it,  at  their  arrival ;  and  fer 
veral  of  them  have  popifh  wives  and  mafe  faid  in 
their  houfes,  and  breed  up  their  children  papifts. 
Things  are  at  prefent  fo  bad  with  us,  that  if  about 
fix  Ihould  be  removed  from  the  bar  to  the  bench 
here,  jhere  will  not  be  ^  barrifl:er  of  note  left  that  is 
not  a  convert. 

To  put  fome  fl:op  to  this  evil,  this  bill  endeavours  to 
obtain  fome  farther  fecurity  of  the  fincerity  of  thefc 
converts:  i,  by  obliging  all  that  come  to  the  bar 
hereafter,  or  praftife  as  attornies  or  foUicitors,  &c. 
or  aft  as  fubsrlherifFs,  (herifFs  clerks,,  or  deputy  offir 
cers  in  the  courts,  to  make  a  declaration  againft  po- 
pery, and  take  the  oath  of  abjuration  before  they  are 
admitted  or  pradlice  :  2.  that  every  convert  (hall  have 
been  fo  five  years  before  his  admiflion,  or  fo  pradiifing 
or  ading ;  3.  that  he  breed  up  all  his  children  under 
14.  as  well  thofe  born  before  his  converfion,  as  thofe 
after,  in  the  protefl:ant  religion  :  and  4.  that  who- 
ever fails  in  any  of  thefe  points,  (hall  incur  the  pe- 
nalties and  difabilities  to  which  thofe  relapfing  from 
the  proteftant  religion  to  popery  are  liable. 

Every  body  here  is  fenfible  of  the.  terrible  efTedts 
of  this  growing  evil,  and  both  liOrds  and  Con^mon^ 
re  moft  eagerly  defirous  of  this  bill. 

Wc 
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We  have  likewife  by  this  bill  inflidcd  the  fam^ 
penalties  on  every  convert  or  proteftant  who  (hall 
breed  up  any  child  a  papift.  But  if  the  latter  part 
be  thought  too  fevere,  or  have  too  ftrong  a  party 
i^inft  it,  I  hope,  however  that  what  relates  to  law- 
yers, attomies,  follicitors,  fub-nierifFs,  &c.  will  be 
granted  us,  or  the  proteftant  intereft  muft  fuffer  ex- 
tremely here. 

I  fliould  flatter  myfelf,  that  as  in  this  bill  we  have 
not  meddled  with  the  papifts,  but  only  with  perfons 
profeffing  themfelves  proteftants,  the  foreign  miinf- 
ters  cannot  with  any  reafon  or  decency  make  any  ap- 
plication to  his  Majefty.  againft  this  bill. 

We  have  this  week  had  before  us  a  bill,  in  which 
the  value  of  feveral  goods  that  pay  cuftom,  that 
were  before  unfettled,  is  fixed.  By  a  letter  that  we 
(hall  fend  with  it  from  the  council,  1  hope  it  will  ap- 
pear that  we  have  adled  with  a  due  fenfe  of  onr  duty 
X)  his  Majelty  ;  and  I  can  affure  your  Grace  that  the 
iltering  a  rate  fent  up  by  the  Commons,  was  done 
vith  tliat  gentlenefs  and  tendernefs,  that  feme  very 
varm  men  of  that  houie,  have  thanked  my  Lord 
Chancellor  and  myfelf  for  the  tendernefs  we  fliewed 
ci  that  occafion  to  the  fubjed,  and  have  aflured  us 
hey  do  notqueftion  the  Commons  readily  acquiefcing 
it  what  is  done. 

As  I  muft  have  tired  your  Grace  by  this  time,  I

A  F  T  ER  the  great  trouble  I  have  already  given 
l\.  your  Lordfliip  about  our  bills,  I  muft  defirc 
pur  farther  aflUlance  at  the  council  about  one  bill 

oore. 
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It  is  an  aft  for  r^ukting  the  admiiHom  of  borif- 
ters,  attornies,  fix-cleiks,  &c.  As  the  laws  ftmd 
already  thefe  feveral  pcrfons  ought  to  b6  protcftanti, 
but  they  give  no  further  fecurity  of  their  being  fo, 
than  that,  if  they  are  born  of  popifh  parents,  they 
muft  produce  a  certificate  of  tl^ir  having  receivci 
the  facrament  in  the  Church  of  England  or  Ireland -^ 
and  muft  educate  their  children  under  14  years  of 
age  at  their  converfion  in  the  protcftant  religbn. 
But  as  the  law  ftands  at  prefent,  a  man  may  the  day 
after  his  real  or  pretended  converfion,  be  admitted  a 
barrifter,  attorney,  &c.  and  praftife  as  a  foUicitor,  or 
be  a  deputy  officer  or  ftib-ftieriff,  &c.  a«id  we  haw 
had  feveral  who  were  papifts,  and  on  the  road  ftom 
London  hither  have  taken  the  facrament  and  obtained 
a  certificate,  and  at  their  arrival  \\ttt  have  been  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar.  They  iikewife  pretend  that  the 
children  bom  after  their  converfion  are  not  included 
in  that  claufe  about  educating  their  chiUirai  protef- 
tants,  becaufe  they  were  not  under  14  at  the  timed 
their  converfion  ;  fo  that  many  of  thefe  converts  have 
a  popifh  wife  who  has  mafs  faid  in  the  famiiy,  anc 
the  children  are  brought  up  papifts. 

Now  this  grievance  is  the  greater  here,  becauC 
the  bufinefs  of  the  law  from  top  to  bottom  is  almof 
in  the  hands  of  thefe  converts ;  whqn  eight  or  tei 
proteftants  are  iet  afide,  the  reft  of  the  bar  are  a 
converts ;  much  the  greateft  part  of  attomies,  foUio 
tors,  deputy  officers,  fub-ftierifFs,  IherifFs  clerks,  ac 
new  converts ;  and  the  old  proteftants  are  every  day 
more  and  more  working  out  of  the  bufinefs  of  the 
law,  which  muft  end  in  our  ruin. 

This  makes  us  atternpt  to  remedy  this  evil  by  this 
bill,  for  the  fuccefs  of  which  both  Lords  and  Com- 
mons are  equally  fbllicitous.  In  this  bill  the  ferthei 
fecuritics  we  require  of  all  thefe  people  arc :  1 .  thai 
for  the  future,  all  tafcii^  to  the  law  Ihall  liiafce  the 
declarations,  and  take  and  fubfcribe  to  the  oath  » 

quirec 
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q«iirad  in  the  aft  to  prevent  the  farther  growth  of 
popery^  i^  Anfut  reg.  the  declaration  is  againft  fcvc- 
ral  of  ^  errors  of  p(^)ery ;  die  oath  is  that  of  ab- 
juration :  2.  that  nobody  (hall  be  admitted  a  barrif- 
ter,  &c.  till  five  years  after  his  con\'effion,  and  con- 
tinuing in  the  Church  of  Ireland:  5.  that  they 
breed  up  the  pcfi  nsti  as  well  as  the  ante  nati  under 
14,  proteftants :  4.  that  he  who  oflfends  in  any  of 
thefe  points  (hall  faU  under  the  difabilities,  &c  to 
which  one  relapfing  from  the  proteftant  to  the  popiih 
re^<m  is  fubjedL 

This  IS  what  we  tried  originally  to  pulh  at,  but 
D9cte  forc^  to  take  in  all  converts  educating  their 
diildten  papifts,  and  fubjedt  them  to  the  like  incapa- 
dtiiBS,  and  likewife  protdtants  To  offending:  the  oc- 
oaJidn  of  tlus  latter  claufe  is,  that  the  fons  of  feme 
converts  breed  dieir  children  papifts,  and  reckon 
they  do  not  incur  the  penalties  appointed  for  con- 
verts educating  their  children  papifts,  becaufe  (ay 
rficy,  our  fathers  were  indeed  converts,  but  we  arc 
original  proteftants. 

I  find  there  are  great  hopes  here  among  the  papifts, 
that  the  bringing  in  all  converts  makes  fuch  a 
ftt^igth  againft  the  bill,  that  it  will  be  funk  in  Eng- 
land,  tf  there  be  any  danger  of  that,  or  what  re- 
lates to  all  converts  be  thought  too  fevere,  I  would 
b^  we  may  have  fo  much  returned  to  us  of  the  bill 
as  relates  to  all  in  any  branch  of  the  law ;  for  we 
fnuft  be  undone  here  if  that  profeffion  gets  into  the 
hands  of  converts,  where  it  is  almoft  already  got, 
and  where  it  every  day  gets  more  and  more. 

1  have  referred  his  Grace  of  Newcaftk^  to  whom  I 
have  wrote  about  fomc  of  our  bills,  to  your  Lord(hip^ 
to  be  more  fully  informed  than  I  could  inform  his 
Lordfhip  in  the  compafs  of  a  letter :  the  bills  he  is 
moft  likely  to  enquire  after  are,  the  claufe  about  tbi 
diief  governor  confeoting  for  the  King  to  the  change 
of  the  fite  of  a  Church,  the  tillage  bill,  and  the  bill

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about  lawyers,  but  your  Lordfhip  will  be  fo  good  as 
befide  talking  to  him  on  thofe,  to  inform  nim  of 
*ny  of  the  others  he  wants  to  underftand  more  dif- 
tinAly.

My  Lord,  Dublin^  Apr,  2,  1728. 

IH  A  V  E  received  the  honour  of  your  Grace's  of 
the  19th  paft,  and  am  very  glad  to  have  it  under 
your  Lordfhip's  hand  that  you  are  out  of  danger^ 
and  daily  recovering  ftrength,  and  pray  God  to  raifc 
you  up  again  for  the  good  of  the  Church. 

I  am  very  much  obliged  to  you  for  the  care  you 
took  of  our  Church  bills,  under  fo  great  weaknefs,. 
by  recommending  the  care  of  them  to  fo  able-a  per- 
fon  and  fo  good  a  friend  of  the  Church  ^s  my  Lord 
Privy  Seal  *.  I  find  mod  of  them  are  gone  through 
the  committee  of  council,  and  hope  as  my  Lord 
was  fully  inllrudted  in  our  wants,  that  he  has  ftruck 
out  an  alteration  made  by  the  Attorney-general  in 
ottr  bill  for  the  refidence  of  clergymen,  which  if 
it  has  ftood,  will  defeat  the  chief  intention  of  the 
bill. 

Our  bench  have  been  very  bufy  with  their  friends 
in  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  to  pafs  our  bills  when 
returned,  which  if  they  do,  we  may  hope  by  de- 
grees to  fee  fomewhat  of  the  face  of  religion  in  this 
country. 

I  have  been  enquiring  about  the  value  of  Mr. 
Horner'B  living,  and  believe  it  to  be  about  160/. 
per  ann.  I  believe  he  has  been  under  great  difficulties, 

as 
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as  he  was  very  bare  of  money  when  he  firft  took  it, 
and  was  kept  out  of  part  of  the  tythes  of  the  firft 
year,  and  has  had  but  flow  payments  of  the  tythes 
of  the  fecond  harveft,  fince  it  is  generally  counted 
good  j>ayment  if  a  clerg^^man  gets  half  his  tythes 
paid  him  tfce  Candlemas  after  they  were  due.  His 
uneafinefs  is  not  owing  to  his  temper,  but  to  very 
great  nidenefles  he  has  met  with  from  a  popifli  gen- 
tleman of  a  good  eftate  in  his  parifti,  whofe  tenants 
moft  of  the  parifliioners  are,  as  they  are  likewife 
papifts.  And  I  do  not  find  he  has  given  any  other 
offence  than  preaching  againfl  popery,  and  talking 
with  fbme  of  his  parifliioners  to  bring  them  over  to 
our  Church.  As  Mr.  Horner  is  one  who  has  a  fenfe 
of  his  duty,  I  hope  he  may  be  of  fervice  here,  and 
after  fbme  time  he  may  be  removed  to  fbmewhat 
better. 

I  am  glad  the  affair  of  a  prolocutor,  and  the  meet- 
ing of  a  convocation  are  gone  off  fo  eafily,  and  hope 
^things  will  daily  come  to  a  better  temper  in  £«f- 
land. 

Colonel  Falofiy  who  came  hither  with  the  Marquifs 
of  •  Montandre^  has  been  with  me,  and  brought 
me  an  account  of  the  kind  care  you  had  taken  of 
our  Church  bills,  and  of  the  fair  way  of  recovery 
your  Grace  was  in,  before  I  had  the  honour  of  your 
laft.

IN  mine  of  the  25th  paft,  I  acquainted  your 
Grace  that  I  hoped  in  a  little  time  to  fend  you  a 
ihemorial  relating  to  the  want  we  are  in  of  filver, 
tirith  the  true  caufe  of  our  diftrefs,  and  the  proper 
remedies  to  be  applied  to  this  evil,  which  I  defired 
to  be  communicated  to  Sir  Robert  JValpole. 

I  have  here  fent  it  with  an  account  of  the  prefent 
value  of  our  coins  ;  and  the  favour  I  have  to  defire 
of  Sir  Robert  Walpole  is  to  look  it  over,  and  fee 
whether  the  fcheme  there  propofed  is  rational,  and 
what  he  will  intercede  with  his  Majefty  to  grant  us, 
if  We  apply  fot  it  from  the  council  here. 

We  had  this  affair  before  the  council,  upon  a  let- 
it\  from  my  Lord  Lieutenant  in  the  year  1726,  and 
had  inade  all  our  calculations  of  the  value  intended 
.for  gbld  and  filver  coins  in  a  new  proclamation  upon 
the  fchetne  here  propofed ;  and  had  almoft  finiflied 
the  affair,  but  the  apprehenfions  of  a  war  and  the  in- 
tereft  of  tlie  bankers  here  with  fome  of  the  council, 
hung  up  the  affair  then,  and  it  has  flept  ever  fince.

I  HAVE  had  the  honour  of  your  Lordfliip's  of 
the  2d  inftant,  which  I  communicated  to  my 
brethren  ;  and  we  are  all  very  fenfible  hqw  much  we 
are  obliged  to  his  Majefty  for  his  kind  difpofition  in 
regard  to  this  kingdom,  and  to  your  Excellency  for 
your  care  of  us  on  this  and  all  other  occafions.  And 
we  agree  entirely  in  our  fentiments  on  this  affair, 
that  two  proper  remedies  for  our  prefent  want  of  fil- 
ver, are  the  lowering  the  value  of  gold,  and  raifing 
the  price  of  foreign  filver.  As  to  the  having  any  fil- 
ver coined  here,  on  the  account  of  this  nation,  at 
the  mint  in  the  tower,  we  think  it  is  an  af&ir  that 
requires  and  will  admit  of  farther  deliberation.  As 
to  the  coining  of  copper  half-pence,  we  are  all  of 
opinion  that  it  is  a  thing  not  to  be  meddled  with  but 
by  the  parliament,  and  that  if  his  Majefty  will  fa- 
vour 
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favour  the  nation  with  fuch  a  coinage  on  account  of 
the  publick,  it  will  be  a  thing  proper  for  your  Excel- 
lency, if  we  have  the  happinefs  of  feeing  your 
Lordlhip  here  another  parliament,  as  I  hope  we  (hall, 
to  make  an  offer  of  it  to  the  parliament  from  his 
M^efly. 

Before  I  had  the  honour  of  your  Excellency's,  I 
difcourfed  with  my  Lord  Anglefea  on  the  fcheme  we 
had  prc^edted  two  years  ago  to  help  our  want  of 
filver,  who  approves  entirely  of  both  parts  of  it, 
aiid  has  fince  acquainted  me  that  he  opened  it  to  my 
Lord  Forbes  *,  who  he  fays  is  a  man  of  numbers  and 
calculations,  who  likewife  entirely  approves  it ; 
and  my  Lord  has  promifed  me  that  upon  notice, 
he  will  come  up  out  of  the  country  to  pufh  it  on  in 
council. 

Upon  the  encouragement  your  Lordfhip  gives  in 
your  letter  that  we  may  venture  to  raife  the  foreign 
filvcr,  fo  as  not  to  exceed  the  middle  price  of  fil\  er 
bulHon  in  England^  which  i^  ^s.  5^.  per  ounce,  I  have 
had  a  calculation  made  upon  the  bottom  of  ^s.  A^\tJ. 
which  my  Lord  Chancellor  very  much  approves  of, 
and  which  being  one  halfpenny  under  the  middle 
market  price  in  England^  will  I  hope  meet  with  no 
obftruftion  there,  and  as  it  is  one  half-penny  per 
ounce  higher  than  the  foot  formerly  calculated  upon, 
will  more  ceitainly  help  us  to  fome  foreign  filver. 

I  am  at  prefent  employed  in  going  round  and 
difcourfing  the  privy  counfellors  feparately,  to  pre- 
pare them  for  their  concurrence,  and  if  1  find  them  fa- 
vourably difpofed,  we  will  endeavour  to  palh  the 
thing  before  the  judges  go  their  circuits.  We  keep 
the  affair  as  fecret  as  we  can,  and  I  am  fatisfied  it  will 
be  of  fervice  if  it  can  be  pufhed  through  before  it  is 
much  talked  of

IN  itiy  Ifift  I  fcfnt  to  your  Grace  a  memorial  re- 
kfing  to  our  want  of  filver  in  this  nation,  which 
1  defired  might  be  communicated  to  Sir  Robert 
ff^alpdle.  Soon  after  the  Englijh  prints  informed  us 
that  Slir  Robert  was  gone  for  a  fortnight  into  the 
country.  As  his  abfence  wlien  tny  letter  arrived 
muft  have  occafioned  n^y  paper  being  kid  afide  for  a 
while,  I  trouble  your  Grace  with  this  to  defire  it  may 
not  be  forgotten  at  his  return. 

Our  want  of  filver  here  is  fuch,  that  it  is  common 
to  give  fix-pence  for  the  change  of  a  moidore,  and 

to

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to  take  a  guinea  or  piftole  for  part  of  the  change 
And  I  know  fome  in  Dublin^  who  have  occafion  to 
pay  workmen  every  Saturday  night,  that  are  obliged 
to  pay  four -pence  ifor  every  twenty  (hillings  in  filver 
they  procure. 

We  have  hundreds  of  families  (all  proteftants)^ 
removing  out  of  the  north  to  America ;  and  the  Ieai| 
obftrudion  in  the  linen-manufafture,  by  which  the 
north  fubfifts,  muft  occafion  greater  nunabers  followr. 
ing,  and  the  want  of  filver  increafing,  will,  prove  a 
terrible  blow  to  that  manufadture,  as  there  will  not 
be  money  to  pay  the  poor  for  their  fmall  parcels  of 
yarn. 

Since  I  drew  iip  that  memorial  I  have  a  certain  ac- 
count that  the  middle  price  of  filver  bullion  in  Eng- 
land  *  for  ten  years  lafl  pad,  has  been  5/.  ^d.  Eng- 
lijb  per  ounce,  which  makes  me  defirous  (for  me 
more  certain  procuring  of  fome  foreign  filver  here) 
to  put  our  filver  at  the  rate  of  5/.  j^id.  Englijb  per 
ounce,  which  is  indeed  one  lialfpenny  higl^  than 
the  price  propofed  in  that  paper,  but  is  ftill  one  half- 
penny under  the  middle  price  of  filver  bullion  in 
England^ 

If  filver  grows  more  fcarce  with  us,  our  rents  muft 
certainly  fall,  not  only  to  our  prejudice  who  live 
here,  but  to  the  damage  of  the  noblemen  andgentto^ 
men. of  England^  who  have  eft ates  here,  andoF  thofe 
others  who  fpend  their  rents  in  England. 

I  fhould  be  glad  to  know  Sir  Robert  ff^alpolc's  opt- 
nion  as  foon  as  he  has  leifure  :  and  hope  we  fliall  be 
gratified  in  an  affair  of  fo  much  confequence  to  us, 
and  of  no  damage  to  England.

I  SO  ME  time  ago  troubled  his  Grace  of  Nm- 
ctjftk  with  a  memorial  relating  to  oUr  Want  6f  fil* 
ver  in  this  kingdom,  with  the  caufesi  and  cures  of 
this  want,  which  I  defired  might  be  communicated 
to  you  for  your  confidcration  :  that  if  you  approved 
of  the  fcheme  as  reafonable  and  not  prejudicial  to 
JSnglnndy  we  might  fet  the  affair  going  in  council 
in  order  to  make  a  regular  application  to  his  Majefty^ 
for  leave  to  publifh  a  proclamation  here.

I  A  M  very  (brry  I  am  obliged  to  give  your  Grace 
io  melancholy  an  account  of  the  flate  of  this 
kingdom,  as  I  (hall  in  this  letter,  but  I  thought  it 
my  duty  to  let  his  Majefty  knoW  our  prefent  condi- 
tioo  id  the  north.  For  we  have  had  three  bad  har- 
veils  tc^ether  there,  which  has  made  oatmeal^ 
which  is  their  great  fubfiftance,  much  dearer  than 
ordinary,  and  as  our  farmers  here  are  very  poor,  and 
obliged  as  (bon  as  they  have  their  corn^  to  fell  it  for 
ready  money  to  pay  their  rents,  it  is  more  in  the 
power  of  tho(e  who  have  a  little  money  to  engrofs 
corn  here,  and  make  advantage  of  its  fcarceneis^ 
than  in  England. 

We  have  had  for  feveral  years  fome  agents  from 
the  colonies  in  America^  and  feveral  raafters  of  (hips 
that  have  gone  about  the  country,  and  deluded  the 
people  with  ftories  of  great  plenty  and  eftates  to  be 
had  for  going  for  in  thofe  parts  of  the  world  :  and 
they  have  been  the  better  able  to  feduce  people,  by 
reafon  of  the  neceffities  of  the  poor  of  late. 

The  people  that  go  from  hence  make  great  com- 
plaints of  the  oppreffions  they  fufFer  here,  not  from 
the  government,  but  from  their  fellow  fubjedts  of 
one  kind  or  another,  as  well  as  of  the  dearnefs  of 
provifipn,  and  fay  thefe  opprelTions  are  one  reafon  of 
their  going. 

Vol.  I.  O  But 
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But  whatever  occafions  their  going,  it  is  certain 
that  above  4200  men,  women,  and  children  have 
been  (hipped  off' from  hence  for  the  fVell  Indies  with- 
in three  years,  and  of  thefe  above  3100  this  laft 
fammer.  Of  thefe  poflibly  one  in  ten  may  be  a 
rnan  of  fiibftance,  and  may  do  well  enough  abroad, 
but  the  cafe  of  the  reft  is  deplorable,  the  reft  either 
hire  themfelves  to  thofe  of  fubftance  for  their  paf- 
fage,  or  contradl  with  the  mafters  of  fhips  for  four 
years  fervitude  when  they  come  thither,  or  if  they 
make  a  (hift  to  pay  for  their  paflage,  will  be  under 
a  neceflity  of  felling  themfelves  for  fervants  for  four 
years  for  their  lubfillance  when  they  come  there. 

The  whole  north  is  in  a  ferment  at  prelent,  and 
people  every  day  engaging  one  another  to  go  next 
year  to  the  fVeJi  Indies.  The  humour  has  fpread 
like  a  contagious  diftemper,  and  the  people  will 
hardly  hear  any  body  that  tries  to  cure  thenti  of  their 
madnefs.  The  worft  is  that  it  afFeds  only  proteft- 
ants,  and  reigns  chiefly  in  the  north,  which  is  the 
feat  of  our  linen  manufacture. 

This  unfettled  (late  puts  ahnoft  a  ftop  to  trade, 
and  the  more  fo  as  feveral  who  were  in  good  credit 
before  have  taken  up  parcels  of  goods  on  truft  and 
difpofed  of  them,  and  are  gone  off*  with  the  money, 
fo  that  there  is  no  trade  there  but  for  ready  mo- 
ney. 

We  have  had  it  under  our  confideration  how  to 
put  fome  ftop  to  this  growing  evil:  we  think  by 
fbme  old  laws  we  can  hinder  money  being  carried 
abroad,  and  ftop  all  but  merchants,  that  have  not  a 
licenle,  from  going  cfut  of  the  kingdom. 

By  this  poft  we  have  fent  my  Lord  Lieutenant  the 
reprefentation  of  the  gentlemen  of  the  north,  and 
the  opinion  of  our  lawyers  what  can  be  done  by 
law  to  hinder  people  going  abroad ;  but  thefe  arc 
matters  we  fhall  do  nothing  in  without  directions 
fVum  his  Maje(ly.     But  whatever  can  be  done  by 

law, 
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law,  I  fear  it  may  be  dangerous  forcibly  to  hinder  a 
number  of  needy  people  from  quitting  us. 

There  is  one  method  that  can  do  no  hurt,  and 
we  hope  may  do  good,  which  is  keeping  corn  at  a 
reafonable  price  till  next  harveft,  that  fo  dearneft  of 
bread  may  drive  none  from  us.  And  to  compafs 
this  we  are  fubfcribing  for  a  fum  of  money  to  buy 
corn  where  it  can  be  had  the  cheapeft,  and  to  fell 
it  to  lofs  in  the  north,  to  keep  the  markets  down 
there ;  and  I  believe  we  (ha|l  have  good  fuccefs  in 
our  fubfcription.    • 

But  I  fear  except  leave  be  given  to  prohibit  by 
proclamation  the  exportation  of  corn  from  hence, 
we  (hall  fail  even  in  this  prqjedt. 
-  I  was  juft  willing  to  give  your  Grace  an  account  of 
our  prefent  difficulties,  and  fear  I  (hall  have  occafion 
to  trouble  you  more  on  this  fubjed.

IT  H  AN  K  your  Excellency  for  your  kind  order 
to  prefent  Mr.  Ricbar^fon  to  the  union  of  Burn- 
church ;  bxit  before  we  could  aftually  pafs  his  pateftt 
for  it,  I  procured  a  copy  of  the  aft  of  union  from 
thfe  Regiftcr  of  OJfory^  that  in  the  council-office 
being  burnt ;  upon  perufal  of  which  the  Attorney- 
general  ilays,  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  Crown 
«nd  BiftK^  of  •  Offa^ry  are  to  prefcnt  alternately  to 
that  union,  and  that  as  the  Crown  prefented  the  laft 
turn,  the  Bifhop  is  to  prefent  this  turn ;  fo  that  it  is 
to  no  purpofe  to  take  any  farther  ftep  in  that  affair.

idating  to  die  grievancesufaout  tythes,  which  is  very 
fer  from  being  true.  J  do  not  doubt  but  fome  per- 
fons  in  the  north  may  have  been  oppreffed  by  the 
farmers  of  tythes.  Biit  I  have  at  every  vifi  ration  I 
have  held  had  as  great  complaints  from  the  clergy  of 
the  hardOiips  put  upon  them  by  the  people,  in  co- 
ming at  their  juft  dues,  as  the  people  can  make  of 
being  any  ways  oppreffed  by  the  clergy  or  their 
•tydie  farmers^  and  I  believe  with  as  much  reafon. 
As  to  the  expenfivenefs  of  the  fpiritual  courts  which 
they  complain  of,  that  will  be  very  much  avoided  by 
:du5  adl  paffed  laft  feffions  for  the  more  eafy  recovery 
of  tythes  of  fmall  value.  And  indeed  the  ^ntlemen 
have  ever  fince  I  came  hither,  been  putting  it  into 
.the-  heads  of  their  tenants,  that  it  was  not  their 
^ents,  but  the  paying  of  the  tythes  that  made  them 
jfind  it  hard  to  live  on  their  farms.  And  it  is  eafy  to 
fee  that  this  was  a  notion  that  would  readily  take 
with  Scotch  prefbyterians.

I     My  Lord,  Dublin,  Mar.  13,  1728, 

S  we  are  in  a  very  bad  way  here,  I  think  my- 

felf  obliged  to  give  your  Grace  fome  account 

of  it. 

The  fcarcity  and  dearnefs  of  provifion  ftill   in- 

^^feafes  in  the  north ;   many  have  eaten  the  oats  they 

fiif^  l^ve.fowed  their  land  widi ;  ^nd  except  the 

»«c.  .  !  .  Uind- 
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andlords  will  have  the  good  fenfe  to  furnifh  them 
with  feed,  a  great  deal  of  land  will  lye  waftc  this 
year. 

There  has  been  fet  on  foot  a  fubfcription  here  in 
Dublin^  to  buy  corn  from  Mutifter,  where  it  has 
been  very  cheap,  to  fend  it  to  the  north,  in  order  to 
keep  the  markets  down;  .but  though  we  have 
bought  about  3000  /.  worth  of  oats,  oatmealy  and 
potatoes  there,  yet  firft  by  the  continuance  of  eafter- 
ly  winds  for  three  weeks,  and  fince  by  the  infurrcc- 
tions  of  the  mob  in  thofe  parts,  not  one  boat  load  is 
yet  arrived  in  the  north  ;  which  is  a  great  increafe  to 
their  diftrefs. 

There  have  been  tumults  at  Limerick^  Cork^  Wa- 
ierford^  Chnmel^  and  other  places,  to  prevent  the 
corn  we  have  bought  from  going  to  the  north. 
■Thofe  at  Limerick  and  Cork  have  b.een  the  worft, 
where  they  have  broken  open  ware-houfes  and  cel- 
lars, and  fet  what  price  they  pleafed  on  prqvifions ; 
but  I  hope  we  (hall  hardly  hear  of  any  mor6  riots, 
having  given  the  necefl'ary  orders  both  to  the  civil 
and  military  officers  in  thofe  parts  to  take  care  to 
prevent  or  fupprefs  all  riots.  There  is  no  doubt  but 
the  buying  of  corn  there  has  raifed  their  markets; 
but  ftill  as  we  are  affured  from  thence,  there  is  great 
plenty  in  the  country ;  and  provifions  are  in  fome 
places  ^s  cheap  again  as  in  the  north ;  but  where 
deareft,  at  leaft  one  third  part  cheaper.  There  is 
one  refleftion  thefe  poor  wretches  ha^ve  not  made, 
that  by  their  riots  the  country  are  deterred  from 
bringing  them  in  proyifions,  which  will  make  things 
dearer  in  thofe  places  than  the  exportation  they  are 
fo  angry  at. 

:  We  have  given  orders  to  the  feveral  magiftrates 
and  the  judges  of  aflize  to  have  the  rioters  profecuted 
and  feverely  punifhed. 

The  humour  of  going  to  America  ftill  continues, 
and  the  fcargity  of 'proVifion3  certainly  make§  piany 

quit 
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q\ut  us :  there  are  now  ieven  ihips  at  £fi/iJ  thz: 
are  carrying  off*  about  looo  pdlbigers  thidier  ;  azkl 
if  we  knew  how  to  ftop  them,  as  moil  of  rhem  cin 
neither  get  victuals  nor  work  ^i  home,  it  would  b^ 
cruel  to  do  it. 

.  We  have  fent  for  2400  quarters  of  r\e  from  C:- 
mngjbery  ;  when  they  arrive  which  vi  LI  probably  be 
about  the  middle  of  Jlliv,  we  hcpe  the  price  of 
things  will  fall  conliderably  in  the  ncnh,  a::d  we 
fuppofe  they  will  mend  prerry  much  when  our  fup- 
plies  arrive  from  Munfter. 

The  diflenting  minifters  here  have  lately  delivered 
in  a  memorial  reprefenting  the  grievances  their  brc- 
thrtP.  have  aifigned  as  the  caufes  in  their  apprehen- 
fipn  iS  the  great  deiertioa  in  the  north  :  as  one  of 
thofe  caufes  relates  to  the  ecc:er;;illical  courts  here, 
^d  asit  is  generally  reported  here  that  the  Irijh  geii- 
tjiemenat  London  are  for  throwing  the  v/hole  occailoa 
of  this  jlefertion  on  the  feverit^'  ot  tythes,  I  have  by 
this  poft  written  to  the  Biihop  of  London  a  ver)-  long 
letter  ni  that  fubjecl,  and  have  defired  him  to  wait 
on  the  miniftry  and  difcourfe  widi  diem  on  that 
head.

The  gentlemen  of  this  country  have  ever  fmcse  I:

fhei^  ttn%  that  it  was  not  the  payirlK  too  much  lehtj 
but  too  much  tythe  that  impcjverimed  thetti : ,  Btid 
Ae  notion  foon  took  among  Scof(^b  prefbyteriais,  ai( 
$,  great  part  of  the  proteftants  hi  the  noftn  ar^  whd 
itM^y  eafily  be  fuppofei  do  not  pay  tyth^  widi 
great  chejarfulnefs.    And  indeed  I  make  na  dorbt  but  . 
the  landlords  in  England  might  with  great  e&  rajfe 
»  cry  amongft  their  tenantt  of  dre  great  opjreffibrt. 
fhey  lie  under  by  pying  tythesr. 

What  the  gentlemen  want  to  be  at  fs  tht  fhey 
may  go  on  raifing  their  rents,  and  that  th  ctei^ 
/liouldf  ft  ill  receive  their  old  payments  for  th^  tythe. 
Biit  as  things  have  haf^^ened  otherwife^  andthey  are 
very^Qgry  with  the  clergy,  without  confidring  that 
it  could  ndt  hft|rt)eh  otherwife  than  it  has,fince'if  a 
clergyman  few  a  farm  raifed  in  its  rent  e.j  Jfrom  lo 
to  20  A  f^  anp]  he  might  bfc  fure  his  tytl  was  cer-. 
tainfy  worth  dfouble'  What  he  formerly  tfok  fot  it. 
Not  that  I  belfcve  the  clergy  have  made  a^rqportion- 
able    adviancement  in  their   compofitid  for  their 
(ythes^  td  what  the  gentlemen  have  ii*ie  iji  tfceir.  ■, 
irents.    \And  yetit  is  upon  this  rife  oiM  vajufr  cff:. 
tythes  that  they  would  pcrftiad©  the  p«>le.to  thcrow .

te  a  c6nfere*ce  I.had  with  the.  diflfering,  tnmifii^iif' 
here  fome  weeks  ago,  they  meriticttttd  .le  rdi^g  the 

value 
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tidu^'of  {yiiitt  beyond  what  1^  f)een  foiTBerly  paid:^ 
tt  ^  fMfoof  Am  the  i^edple  were  opprf&d  m  tl»  tm^ 
cfe  of  tythes.  To  which  I  told  them,  fksc  the  tw- 
fing  the  ralite  of  tythes  did  not  prove  any  opprelTion^ 
eitttpt  it  were  pto^  that  the  Value  was  greater  thaa 
they  were  really  W6rth ;  and  that  feven  then  the  far* 
m*  had  hi jf  itmedy  by  letting  the  clergy  take  it  in 
kirid. 

And  there  16  the  lefs  in  this  argument,  becaufethc 
fadt  18,  that  about  the  years  1694  and  1695,  the 
lands  fiere  were  almoft  wafte  and  unfettled,  rod  the 
clergy  in  the  laft  diftrefs  for  tenants  for  their  tythes^ 
Whta  great  numbers  of  them  were  ^ad  to  Ictt  their 
tythea  ilt  a  very  low  value,  and  that  during  iucum* 
beiicy,  finr  few  would  take  them  on  other  terms  ^ 
and  as  the  country  has  fmce  fettled  and  improved^ 
as  tfiofe  incumbents  have  dropt  off,  the  tythe  of 
thofe  parities  has  been  confiderably  advanced  with- 
but  the  kaft  oppreflion,  but  I  believe  your  Lord(hip 
will  thbk  not  without  fome  grumbling.  The  fimie 
116  doubt  has  happened  where  there  have  been  care- 
left  or  needy  incumbents,  and  others  of  a  different 
charadter  that  have  fucceeded  them. 

I  uetd  not  mention  to  your  Lordfliip  what  I  have 
been  forced  to  talk  to  fcveral  here,  that  if  a  landlord 
takes  too  great  a  portion  of  the  profits  of  a  farm  for 
his  fhare  by  way  of  rent,  (as  the  tythe  will  light  on 
the  tenants  fhare)  the  tenant  will  be  impoverilhed : 
but  then  it  is  not  the  tythe  but  the  increafed  rent 
that  undoes  the  famier.  And  indeed  in  this  pountry, 
where  I  fear  the  tenant  hardly  ever  has  more  than 
one  thitd  of  the  profits  he  makes  of  his  farm  for  his 
ihare,  and  too  often  but  a  fourth  or  perhaps  a  fifth 
part,  as  the  tenant's  fhare  is  charged  with  the  tythe^ 
his  &L{th  tfo  doubt  hard,  but  it  is  plain  from  what 
fide  the  hardftiip  arifes. 

Nof  fteed  I  take  notice  to  your  Lordlhip  of  what 
Ihave  been  fwced  to  t^lk  very  fully  here,  that  if 

the 
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the  land  were  freed  from  payment  of  tythe,  the  te- 
nant would  not  be  the  better  for  it,  but  the  land- 
lord, who  would  in  that  cafe  raife  his  rent  accord-' 
ingly,  and  would  probably  receive  15  or  20  j.  for 
additional  rent,  where  the  clergyman  now  receives 
10  s.  for  tythe  -,  and  that  it  would  be  the  fame  in 
proportion  if  the  tythes  were  fixed  to  fome  modus 
below  their  real  value,  which  I  am  apprehenfivc  the 
gentlemen  may  attempt  to  do  by  a  bill  next  feif- 
fions. 

As  for  the  complaints  of  the  oppreffions  in  the  ec- 
clefiaftical  courts,  your  Lordftiip  knows  the  dilatori- 
nefs  and  expenfivenefs  of  fuits  there.  And  yet  till 
within  feven  or  eight  years  all  fuits  for  tythes,  &c. 
were  there;  fincc  that  time  by  degrees  the  clergy 
have  fued  in  cafes  of  confequence  in  the  Exchequer; 
but  for  dues  of  fmall  value,  they  ftill  are  fued  for 
there.  But  in  the  main  no  body  fues  in  thofe  courts 
that  can  by  fair  means  get  any  thing  near  his  due; 
fince,  when  the  clergy  have  put  peribns  into  thofe 
courts  the  defendants  either  give  them  all  the  delay 
and  trouble  they  can,  or  elfe  Hand  under  contempt 
for  never  appearing,  and  let  things  go  to  the  laft  ex- 
tremity, and  ftand  excommunicated,  and  poflibly 
when  a  writ  d(  excommunicato  capiendo  is  taken  out, 
and  they  find  they  have  7  or  8  /.  to  pay„  they  run 
away  :  for  the  greateft  part  of  the  occupiers  o£  the 
landi  here  are  fo  poor,  that  an  extraordinary  ftroke 
of  8  or  10/.  falling  on  them,  is  certain  ruin  to 
them.  , 

1  can  aflfure  your  Lordfhip  that  at  every  vifitatioa 
,  I  have  held  here,  which  is  annually,  the  clergy  have 
made  as  great  complaints  of  the  hardihips  put  upon 
them-  by  the  people  in  getting  in  their  tythes,  efpe- 
cially  their  fmall  dues,  as  the  people  can  of  any  op- 
predion  from  the  clergy.  And  to.^my  knowledge 
many  of  them  Jmve  chofe  rather  to"  lofe  their,  fiiiall 
duc«j  than  to  be  at  a  certain  great  exp^ceiu:  g^jtiDK 

them, 
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them,  and  at  an  uncertainty  whether  the  farmer 
would  not  at  laft  run  away  without  paying  any 
thing.  And  I  can  affirm  to  your  Lordihip  that  the 
Kicty  here  arc  as  troublefbme  and  vexatious  as  they 
can  be  in  England^  and  from  time  to  time  fight  a 
cauie  of  no  great  value  through  the  Bifhop*s  court, 
fl«n  through  the  Archbilhop's,  and  thence  to  the 
Del^ates,  where  the  cleigy  fue  for  what  is  moft  evi- 
dently their  due. 

I  would  not  be  underftood  by  this  to  deny  that 
any  clergyman  or  farmer  of  tythes  ever  did  a  hard 
thing  by  the  people,  but  that  there  is  not  frequent 
occafion  of  complaint  againft  them. 

However  laft  fellions  we  pafled  a  bill  here  for  the 
more  eafy  recovery  of  fmall  tythes,  &c.  which  I  be- 
lieve will  remove  this  caufe  of  complaint,  fince  I  be- 
Kieve  very  few  will  fpend  fome  pounds  to  recover  that 
ih  a  fpiritual  court,  which  may  be  recovered  for  fome 
ihillings  in  another  way. 

Upton  occafion  of  the  conference  I  had  (bme  weeks 
^o  with  the  diflenting  minifters  here,  I  have  en- 
quired of  feveral  of  the  clergy,  that  are  underftand- 
ing  and  fair  men,  who  have  affured  me,  that  as  far 
as  their  knov/ ledge  reaches,  they  believe  that  gene- 
rally the  farmers  do*  not  pay  more  than  two  thirds  of 
the  real  value  of  their  tythes. 

'  Another  thing  they  complain  of  in  their  memorial 
is,  the  trouble  that  has  been  given  them  about  their 
marriages  and  their  fchool-mafters.  As  to  this  I 
told  them,  that  for  fome  time  they  had  not  been 
molefted  about  their  marriages,  and  that  as  to  their 
fchool-mafters  I  was  fure  they  had  met  with  very  lit- 
tle trouble  on  that  head,  fince  I  had  never  heard  any 
fuch  grievance  fo  much  as  mentioned  till  I  faw  it  in 
their  memorial. 

Another  matter  complained  of.  is  the  lacramental 
teft,  in  relation  to  which  I  told  them,  the  laws  were 
the  feme  in  England,

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As  for  oihcr  grievances  they  mention,,  fuch  as 
raifing  the  rents  unreafonably,  the  ^pre^Son  of  Ji# 
tices  of  the  Peace,  fcnefchab,  and  other  bfficcnr  fa 
the  country,  as  they  are  no  ways  of  an  eecfdiaftka) 
nature,  I  mall  nottrpuble  your  tx>rdftiip  with  an  aC^ 
count  of  them;  but  muft  dcfire  your  Lordflrijpr  to 
talk  with  the  miniftry  on  the  fubjedk  T  have  nb# 
wrote  about,  and  endeavour  to  pre veint  their  beit^ 
prepoflefled  with  any  unjuft  opinion  of  the  clergy; 
pr  being  difpofed,  if  any  attempt  Ihould  be  made 
from  hence,  to  fuffer  us  to  be  ftript  of  our  jiift 
rights  *.

I  A  M  forry  I  can  give  your  Excellency  no  better 
an  account  of  the  fuccefs  of  our  endeavouring  to 
mend  the  (late  of  our  coin  here.  However  I  think 
myfelf  obliged  to  acquaint  you  with  what  has  paffed 
on  this  occafion. 

'  Upon  the  receipt  of  your  Excellency's  letter,  and 
the  papers  tranfmitted  with  it,  we  ordered  a  council 
to  meetj  and  communicated  your  Lordfhip's  letter 
and  the  papers  to  them.  As  the  affair  had  been  fully 
confidercd  in  the  year  1726,  and  there  was  no  altera-r 
tion  propofed  to  be  made  to  what  tliQ  committee  of 
council  had  then  agreed  upon,  except  raifing  the 
foreign  filver  from  ss.  4J.  to  5^.  4i^.  Englijb  per 
Ounce,  I  would  fain  have  had  a  committee  withdraw 
immediately  and  make  us  a  report,  that  we  might

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before  we  parted  have  done  the  bufinefe,  and  tranf- 
mitted  it  to  your  Excellency,  before  it  made  any 
noife  ;  but  this  was  oppofed  as  being  too  precipitate, 
and  what  might  perhaps  be  called  a  job-work  ;  fo  the 
matter  was  referred,  to  a  committee  in  the  common 
way,  who  on  Friday  was  fortnight  w«>t  through  the 
gold  coins,  and  the  next  day  the  filver ;  and  if  Mr. 
ConoUy  had  not  gone  out  of  town  then  we  could  have 
finifhed  the  affair  on  Monday  following ;  but  he  not 
returning  till  Tmfday  night,  we  could  not  have  a 
council  till  tVed^vefday^  againft  which  time,  the  mer- 
chants at  the  inftigation  of  the  bankers  and  other  re- 
mitters ai^d  their  dependants,  had  a  petition  ready 
againft  the  fchtme.  They  pretended  not  to  be  rea- 
dy to  fpeak  then,  and  w^  gave  them  till  Monday  to 
prepare,  I  muft  own  againft  my  advice. 

When  we  met  on  Monday  was  fe'nnight  to  hear 
them,  we  had  a  petition  from  the  Lord  Mayor  and 
common- council  of  Dublin^  the  grand-jury  of  the 
county  and  of  the  city  of  Dublin^  and  from  the 
city  ot  Cork^  againft  what  the  council  were  doing. 
The  merchants  who  appeared  were  perfons  all  con- 
cerned in  remittances,  and  one  *  Sindcn^  a  broken 
merchant  of  Limerick.  I  and  fome  of  the  council 
anfwered  what  they  faid,  but  in  the  end  they  pre- 
tended they  were  not  quite  ready  ;  and  fo  they  were 
indulged  to  be  heard  again  as  laft  Monday^  and  to 
offer  what  they  thought  proper. 

When  we  met  laft  Monday  we  had  a  petitioa  from 
the  merchants  of  Londonderry  to  the  fame  purpofe 
with  the  others ;  and  the  merchants  offered  a  fcheme, 
the  fubftance  of  which  was,  railing  the  Efiglift)  (hil- 
ling to  X  ^id,  and  finding  fome  fault  with  the  pro- 
portions

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portions  of  the  feveral  pieces  of.  gold  and  filvcr  in  our 
fchems ;  in  which  if  there  are  any  errors,  they  will 
bed  be  corrcdled  by  the  maftcr  of  the  mint  in 
England. 

On  this  occafion  as  there  was  a  great  aflembly  in  the 
council-chamber,  in  a  fpeech  I  made,  I  endeavoured  ' 
to  (hew  the  neceHity  of  doing  what  we  propofed; 
the  pcraicioufnefs  of  raifing  Knglijh  filver,  what  the 
nation  loft  by  our  prefent  inequality  of  gold  and  filver, 
who  were  the  gainers  by  it,  and  anfwered  their  ob- 
jcftiorts ;  artd  defired  all  to  remember  who  had  hin- 
dered the  removing  of  our  prefent  evil,  if  the  fer- 
ment that  had  been  raifed  among  the  people  (hould 
make  it  advifeable  not  to  proceed  any  farther  in  the 
affair. 

When  the  petitioners  retired,  the  prevailing  opinion 
in  the  council  >vas,  that  though  the  thing  propofed 
by  the  committee  was  moft  certainly  for  the  advan- 
tage of  the  kitigdom,  yet  confidcring  the  prefent 
clamour  and  uneafinefs  of  the  people  againft  it,  it 
was  moft  prudent  to  let  the  affair  reft. 

For  the  better  underftanding  of  this  I  muft  agquaiijt 
your  Lordftiip  that  they  have  univerfally  poffeffed  the 
people  that  the  fcheme  is  an  Englijb  projedt,  formed 
in  England^  and  carried  on  by  my  Lord  Chancellor, 
myfelf,  and  other  Englijb  here,  with  a  defign  tp 
drain  this  kingdom  of  their  gold,  a§  they  are  afrc^dj 
drained  of  their  filver.

I  am  (brry  his  Majefty's  gracious  intentions  ^and 
your  Excellency's  kind  endeavour  to  fave  this  nation 
from  a  certain,  though  flow  ruin,  ftiould  meet  with 
no  better  a  return  here  •,  but  I  hope  thofe  things  have 
been  faid  on  this  occafion,  that  with  an  increafe  of 
our  fufFerings  here,  will  by  degrees,  open  the  eyes 
of  men  of  fenfe,  and  that  a  time  may  come,  when 
petitions  will  be  offered  in  behalf  of  the  redudtba 
propofed.

T  HAVE  received  the  honour  of  your  Excellency's 
1  of  the  1.3th  inft.  and  I  hope  you  have  received 
tiine  of  the  fame  date,  giving  an  account  of  what 
\ks  paflied  in  couricilin  relation  to  the  coin. 

Your  Lordihip  might  juftlyfuppofe  after  the  ap- 
plcations  made  to  you  on  that  head,  that  the  regu- 
jaion  propofed  in  relation  to  the  gold  would  have 
.p3ed  to  the  univerfal  fatisfadtion  of  the  kingdom, 
if^it  is  undoubtedly  for  its  benefit.  But  your  Ex- 
cdency  rightly  obferves,  that  you  are  acquainted 
wih  the  humour  of  the  people  here,  and  fo  are  lefs 
fuDrifed  at  the  oppofition  given   to  it :  and  indeed 

except 
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except  what  oppofition  was  owing  to  the  bankers,  all 
the  reft  turned  uport  their  being  unwilling  to  be 
ferved  by  Engli{bmen^  end  it  was  not  any  arguaient 
againft  the  thing  that  weighed  with  thofe  who  made 
loud  clamours  againft  it,  but  its  being  propofed  and 
(upporied  by  Engi'fhmen  \  and  this  was  the  popular 
argument  to  prove  there  was  fomewhat  amife  in  it. 

We  have  proceeded  with  as  much  prudence  and 
caution  in  this  aftair  as  we  could.  And  we  chafe  K) 
hear  the  merchants  fpeak  to  the  fubjedt,  rather  thin 
barely  receive  their  memorial,  that  we  might  have 
an  opportunity  of  undeceiving  the  people  by  wlit 
we  could  fay  againft  them  in  publick,  whereas  th: 
people  could  have  known  nothing  of  what  pa^fed  h 
a  debate  in  the  council. 

As  the  memorial  w«s  fent  to  your  Excellency  1 
thought  it  would  be  wrong  to  print  it  wifthoot  year 
leave  -,  but  I  have  no  thoughts  of  printing  that  or  aiiy 
thing  elie  on  tlit  ^fubjeft,  till  the  people  are  grovn 
cool,  and  my  Lord-  Chancellor  thinks  it  advilable  \ 
and  then  it  fhall  be  fuch  a  one  as  he  approves  of,  but 
we  will  carefully  avoid  doing  any  thing  in  this  matter 
that  may  enflame  the  n^ation. 

What  has  been  hinted  to  me,  as  a  thing  that  wouk 
oblige  the  bankers  io  keep  more  cafh  l^  them  tha' 
they  do,  and  would  probably  by  degrees  bring  tb 
merchants  to  keep  their  own  cafli  is,  if  the  officer 
of  the  revenue  were  ftriclly  enjoined  to  take  oiy 
calh,  and  not  bankel-s  notes  for  payments  in  the  r- 
venue,  thegreateft  part  of  which  are  at  prefent  mat 
in  bankers  notes:  befides  it  would  liave  anotbr 
great  advantage,  which  is,  that  as  tlvtigs  now  ftad, 
if  any  run  fhould  happen  upon  the  bankers,  the  ^ 
Vernment  has  not  one  penny  of  money  to  go  >h 
with;  but  in  the  other  cafe,  they  Would  haVe  fdib 
money  at  command.  But  I  do  not  (J)eafc  of  this  i  a 
thing  ai;y  ways  proper  to  be  done  at  p'refent  ;  ficc 
I  fear  in    our  prefent  diftrefs,    if  the  governnjirt 

\cre 
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vftrt  to  ref^fe  t^ing  the  notes  of  bankers,  it  would 
caufe  an  immediate  run  upon  them  ;  which  as  our 
circumflances  now  (land,  would  put  a  (lop .  to  "atl 
trade  and  payments  amongil  us  :  but  i  mention  it  as 
a  thing  worth  your  Excellency's  ooniideratioa,  when 
wc  have  the  jiappinefs  of  your  prcfence  with  us. 

As  every  thing  is  very  quiet  here,  and  we  hope 
likely  to  continue  fo,  I  cannot  apprehend  that  there 
is  any  neceffityof  your  Lordfliip's  coming  hither  be- 
fore September ;  whenever  I  can  learn  that  there  is  oc- 
cafitm  for  it,  I  will  not  fail  giving  your  Excellency 
advice  of  it. 

Since  we  fent  to  your  Lordftiip  Mr.  E/pin's  2ind 
Mr*  VaugbatC^  memorials,  I  have  learned  that  Mr. 
E/pin  has  already  about  200/.  per  ann.  in  the 
church,  and  as  much  temporal  eftate  ^  whereas  Mr. 
Faugban  has  nothing  but  a  curacy,  fo  that  the  vica- 
rage given  to  him,  will  be  bellowed  on  one  who  very 
much  wants  it.

I  am  glad  that  thofe  who  make  an  unjuft  clamoar 
vhoni  tythcs  here,  have  bad  more  modefty  thaato 
think  they  could  perfuade  people  on  your  fide  of  tlic 
water  to  believe  that  to  be  one  of  the  caufes  of  pro- 
tcflants  going  hence  to  America, 

I  thank  your  Lordfliip  for  defigning  to  attend  whea 
the  caufe  Mr.  Horan  is  concerned  in  comes  before 
the  Lords ;  it  is  a  caufe  of  fome  confequence  to  this 
country. 

Xhere  had  been  formerly  fome  objeAion  made  to 
Mr,. .  Stephens  being  Canon  ot  Cbriji  Churchy  on  ac- 
count  of  there  being  a  want  of  perfons  to  bear  office 
there  :  but  I  hoped  it  had  been  removed  by  his  of- 
fering to  be  treafurer,  and  finding  one  to  ad  under

I 
hope,  after  what  1  have  written  in  many  letters  before, 
I  need  not  again  urge  the  neceffity  of  the  fee  not  be- 
ing filled  with  a  native  of  this  country.

We  at- 
tempted laft  feffion  to  have  a  bill  to  impower  a  tenant 
in  tail,  to  make  a  grant  of  40  acres,  at  the  full  im* 
proved  value  for  a  glebe,  which  was  difapproved  in 
England,  We  would  now  attempt  to  impower  fuch 
tenant  to  grant  a  glebe  of  20*  or  rather  than  fail, 
of  lO  acres,  on  the  fame  conditions  as  before.  But

But  at  the  fame  time  there  is  a  very  bad 
fpirit,  I  fear,  artfully  fpread  among  all  d^rees  of 
men  amongft  us,  and  the  utmoft  grumbling  againft 
Ei^land^  as  getting  all  our  money  from  us  either  by 
trade  or  otherwife. 

And  this  fpirit  has  been  heightened  by  a  *  book 
lately  publifhed  here  about  the  abfentees,  who  ac- 
cording to  the  calculation  of  that  author,  draw 
from  us  about  i"  62,000 /.  per.  ann.  It  is  certain 
the  fum  of  his  calculations  are  wrong,  fince  ac- 
cording to  them,  about  440,000/.  per.  ann.  would 
be  paid  by  us  as  as  our  ballance  of  trade,  &c.  which 
if  true,  would  in  about  three  years  have  left  us  with- 
out money.

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And  I  believe  among  lefs  intelligent  perfons,  they 
are  for  taxing  the  abfentees  4  s.  in  the  pound  ;  but 
I  am  fatisfied  the  men  of  fenfe  in  cither  houfe  are 
too  wife  to  make  an  attempt  of  that  nature,  which 
they  know  could  only  exafperate  England,  without 
ever  having  fuch  a  bill  returned  to  us. 

We  are  no  doubt  in  a  miferable  condition,  by 
having  had  three  or  four  bad  harvefts  together,  and 
if  God  had  not  blefl'ed  us  with  a  plentiful  crop  this 
harveft,  we  had  been  ruined  for  fome  years,  but  I 
hope  we  (hall  pick  up  by  degrees. 

But  there  is  an  evil  fpirit  here,  that  inftead  of 
owning  whence  our  calamities  really  came,  would 
throw  all  upon  England. 

The  abfentees  fpending  their  money  there,  the 
reftrainta  upon  our  wool  and  woollen  manufaftures, 
the  encreafe  of  the  cftablifhment  penfions,  though 
we  tell  them  his  prefent  Majefty  has  granted  none, 
and  our  regiments  being  at  Gibrallar,  though  we 
tell  them  the  common  defence  of  England  and  jre- 
land  required  it,  are  the  great  topicks  of  complaint. 
On  Tuefday  they  went  into  a  committee  on  the  ftate 
of  the  nation,  where  thefe  heads  were  opened  with 
fome  others,  and  on  Monday  they  are  to  fit  again. 
Whether  they  will,  as  fome  propefe,  draw  up  a  me- 
morial to  be  prefented  to  his  Majefty,  fetting  forth 
their  mifery  to  no  purpofe ;  or  whether  they  will, 
as  the  wifeft  amon^  them  are  difpofed,  content 
themfelves  to  redrefs  fuch  evils  as  they  can,  is  hard 
to  judge.  I  rather  hope  things  will  end  the  latter 
way,  after  the  warm  men  have  been  permitted  to 
difcharge  their  fire. 

God  be  thanked  the  government  is  not  concerned,  in 
thefe  heats,  nor  the  adminijiration  fallen  on.  And  I 
may  venture  to  fay  there  has  not  been  any  fuch  im- 
partial adminiftration  here  fince  the  revolution,  as 
has  been  for  the  five  years  laft  paft,  that  the  go- 
Tcmment  has  h^n'mknglifb  hands. '  u: 

If 
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If  I  can  judge  any  thing  in  the  matter,  there  is  a 
neceffity  of  continuing  tp  fupport  the  Englijb  intereft 
here,  or  what  things  may  in  time  come  to,  I  ihall 
leave  to  others  to  think. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  Mr.  Conolly's  ilbefs  and 
impoflibility  of  ever  adting  again,  has  made  things 
worfe  than  ufual,  as  it  muft  be  fome  time  before 
the  feveral  clans  that  united  under  him,  can  fettle 
under  a  new  dircdor.  But  fteadinefs  in  England, 
w/7/,  I  doubt  not,  by  degrees  fettk  us  again  here, 

I  am  very  glad  to  find  my  endeavours  here  are  ac 
tepted  by  bis  Majefiy^  and  favourably  thought  of  by 
the  miniftry,  I  Ihall  continue  to  promote  his  Ma- 
jefty's  fervice  here  to  the  utmoft  of  my  power.  I 
cannot  tell  but  the  rights  of  the  clergy  may  be  at- 
tacked this  feflion  :  if  we  cannot  make  a  ftand  here, 
as  I  hope  we  (hall,  I  muft  in  the  behalf  of  all  my 
brethren,  implore  his  Majefty's  proteftion  on  the 
other  fide  of  the  water.

I  A  M  very  forry  I  mufl:  acquaint  your  Grace  that 
the  ill  fpirit  I  mentioned  in  my  lafl:  flill  increafes, 
or  at  leafl:  feems  to  intimidate  thofe  who  are  better 
difpofed  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons. 

The  privy  council  was  attacked  on  Saturday  laft  a- 
bout  the  overdrawing  of  the  concordatum  for  the  two 
lafl:  years ;  but  the  Committee  then  broke  up  without 
any  conclufion,  by  its  being  carried  that  the  chair- 
man fliould  leave  the  chair.  On  Monday  they  feemed 
to  have  dropped  the  farther  purfuit  of  that  affair ; 
but  on  Tuefday  it  was,  through  non-attendance  of 
fome,  and  ill-concerted  meafures  of  thofe  prefent, 
carried  without  withdrawing,  that  the  over-drawings 
of  the  concordatum  would  be  of  ill  confequence  to 
the  kingdom. 

To-morrow  it  is  expeded  that  there  will  be  a  re- 
port to  the  houfe  from  the  committee,  when  we  are 
promifed  that  the  houfe  will  difagree  with  the  com- 
mittee. If  gentlemen  will  attend  and  unite  in  their 
meafures  it  may  eafily  be  done ;  but  hitherto  there 
has  been  very  little  agreement,  nor  any  well  concert- 
ed management  in  that  houfe.    There  is  no  doubt 

but 
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but  Mr.  Conollf^  illncfs  has  been  one  occafion  of  this 
disjointednefs,  and  it  will  require  time  to  bring  the 
feveral  clans  which  united  in  him  to  center  in  ano- 
ther. 

;  After  his  death  being  expected  for  feveral  days, 
Mr.  Conolly  died  this  morning  about  one  o'clock. 
He  has  left  behind  him  a  very  great  fortune,  fome 
talk  of  17,000/.  per  ann. 

As  his  death  makes  a  vacancy  among  the  commit- 
fioners  of  the  revenue,  my  Lord  Chancellor  and  I 
have  been  talking  with  my  Ix)rd  Lieutenant  on  that 
fubjedt,  and  we  all  agree  it  will  be  for  his  Majefty's 
fervice  that  a  native  fucceed  him  :  and  as  Sir  Ralph 
Gore^  the  new  fpeaker,  does  not  care  to  quit  the  poll 
of  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  which  he  is  already 
pofleifed  of,  and  'which  by  an  addition  made  to  the 
place  by  his  late  Majcfly  is  worth  better  than  800  L 
per  ann.  and  is  for  life,  to  be  made  one  of  the  com- 
miflioners,  we  join  in  our  opinion  that  the  moft  pro- 
per perfon  here  to  fucceed  Mr.  Conolly  is  Dr.  Cogbill  *, 
who  is  already  a  perfon  of  weight,  and  has  done 
fervice  in  the  parliament ;  and  we  think  by  this  ad- 
dition will  be  more  capable  of  ferving  his  Majefty 
both  in  and  out  of  the  houfe.

As  thefe  two  articles  are  the  only  branches  of 
payment  that  can  be  charged  with  any  unfbFefeen 
expence,  or  be  ufed  in  cafe  of  any  emergency^  up6fi 
talking  with  feveral  members  of  the  neceffity  of 
fome  fuch  fund  to  have  recourfe  to  on  occafion,  they 
were  brought  to  drop  their  lirft  heat. 

Almoft  every  day  this  week  has  been  fpent  in  the 
committee  of  ways  and  means ;  about  granting  the 
ufual  additional  duties  there  has  been  no  di^te; 
but  about  providing  for  the  interefl  of  200,000  £ 
debt  owing  by  the  publick,  whether  it  (hould  be  in 
the  grand  bill  of  fupply,  or  in  a  bill  by  itfelf ;  and 
the  laft  being  agreed  on,  whether  only  for  two  ycars^ 
or  till  the  debts  are  paid,  it  is  Carried  only  for  two 
years.  The  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  intcreft  is 
an  additional  duty  upon  wines  and  brandies,  and  4  s.

in  the  latter,  all  under  field  officers  arc  excepted, 
and  fuch  of  both  are  excufed  as  Iball  obtain  his  Mh 
jelly's  fign  manual. 

The  two  bills  are  now  drawing  up,  and  I  hope  in 
a  few  days  will  be  before  the  council  here. 

The  houfe  has  not  yet  been  in  another  committee 
on  the  Hate  of  the  nation ;  and  there  is  no  gueffing 
what  meafures  they  will  take  there^  As  the  warm 
men  have  had  fuccefs  in  fame  divifions  in  the  hoOle, 
I  do  not  expcft  any  thing  of  temper  when  they  aft

smn.  to  fink  part  of  the  principal  It  was  attempted  to 
give  this  fund  till  the  ddbt  was  funk,  but  that  was  re-.

Injb^  which  is 
9  d,  the  bankers  and  remitters  have  had  the  benefit 
of  carrying  out  all  our  filver,  and  bringing  bick 
gold  for  it ;  and  now  they  want  by  raifmg  the  En^ 
glijb  (hiHing  an  half- penny,  to  have  the  benefit  of 
carrying  out  all  our  gold,  and  bringing  back  Engl^ 
filver.  My  Lord  Chancellor,  myfelf^  and  ievecid 
others,  are  doing  what  we  can  to  prevent  this  mift 
chief,  but  are  uncertain  of  the  fuccefs.

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late  Majefty.  The  former  ad  propofed  drainii^ 
bogs;  &c.  by  voluntary  undertakers,  but  as  no  fuch 
have  fince  offered  thamfelves,  this  aft  provides  a 
fund  for  doing  it,  which  is  computed  at  about  4000/. 
per  ann.  and  is  likewife  defigned  for  the  encourage- 
ment of  tillage  here. 

Laft  year  we  found  the  terrible  effefts  of  the  want 
of  tillage,  by  a  want  of  com  little  (hort  of  a  famine ; 
and  when  we  endeavoured  to  cure  this  want  by  buy- 
ing com  by  fubfcription,  and  fending  it  to  the  feve- 
rial  parts  of  the  north  to  be  fold  there  at  a  reafonable 
price,  we  found  the  land  carriage  of  the  corn,  for 
want  of  fome  rivers  being  made  navigable,  (that  it 
was  hoped  would  have  been  fo  by  the  aft  of  the  fe- 
cond  of  his  late  Majefty)  to  come  to  a  much  greater 
fum  than  there  was  occafion  to  abate  in  the  price  gi- 
ven for  our  com.  So  that  the  intention  of  this  aft 
is  to  prevent  our  falling  into  the  like  calamity  again, 
by  a  mifcarriage  of  one  or  two  harvefts  here.  And 
this  aft  is  what  the  whole  nation  .with  reafon  ap- 
prehend to  be  fo  much  for  their  common  intereft, 
that  I  moft  humbly  intreat  it  may  be  fent  us 
back.

1BEG  your  patience  whilft  I  lay  before  you  the 
cafe  of  a  particular  friend  of  mine  in  England^ 
Mr.  Stephens^  Vicar  of  Maiden  in  Surrey^  and  defire 
your  kind  interpofition  in  his  favour. 

He  was  form<?rly  Fellow  of  Merton  College  in 
Oxford^  and  was  for  fome  years  Chaplain  to  the  Eng-* 
//^  fadtoryat  Oporto^  where  he  fuflfered  very  much 
in  his  eyes.  He  was  always  reckoned  a  good  fcholar, 
and  a  very  ingenious  man  in  the  Univerfity  ;  particu- 
larly he  was  valued  for  his  (kill  in  the  clafficks,  and 
polite  learning  r  he  has  always  been  a  perfon  of  good 
morals,  and  to  my  knowledge  one  well  afFedted  to  the 
revolution,  and  to  the  fucceflion  in  his  Majefty*s  fa- 
ipily  in  the  worft.  times. 

When  I  was  Dean  of  Cbrift  Cbiircb^  I  made  appli- 
cation to  my  Lord  Townjbend  and  the  Duke  of  New^ 
caftk^  to  have  hini  preferred  to  a  canonry  of  Cbrift- 
Churchy  where  he  might  be  of  fervice  notwithftand- 
ing  his  bad  eyes,  by  encouraging  polite  learning 
among  the  youth  of  me  College  \  and  I  obtained  a 
promife  in  his  favour  on  the  next  vacancy  by  death.

ON  Monday  laft  the  Lords  fent  down  to  the 
Conunons,  the  bill  for  preventing  riots  in  the 
dty  of  Dublin  and  liberties  adjoining,  where  after  a 
firft  reading,  the  queftion  was  put  for  a  fecond  read- 
ing ;  when  after  moft  furious  fpeeches,  it  was  carried 
by  93  againfl  54,  that  it  (hould  not  be  read  a  fecond 
time.  Though  the  bill  in  our  prefent  circumftances, 
as  we  have  fuffered  very  much  from  riots  and  tu- 
mults laft  fummer,  and  even  during  the  prefent 
fitting  of  the  parliament,  would  be  of  great  fervice, 
if  it  be  not  abfolutely  neceflary  to  the  keeping  of  the 
peace  of  this  city,  yet  I  fhould  hardly  have  troubled 
your  Grace  with  an  account  of  the  mifcarriage  of 
this  bill,  if  the  chief  argument  made  ufe  of  to  in- 
flame the  Houfe  againft  the  bill  had  not  been  fuch  as 
I  think  myfelf  obliged  to  acquaint  the  miniftry  with, 
which  is  its  ariOng  originally  in  the  privy  council 
here :  a  thing  common  to  many  bills  from  time  to 
time,  and  to  which  the  council  have  an  unqueftiona- 
ble  right. 

It  is  very  common  in  debates  in  the  Commons  to 
abufe  the  privy  council,  but  this  is  the  firft  time  fince 
my  coming  hither,  that  a  bill  has  been  in  plain  defi- 
ance of  our  conftitution,  thrown  out  for  rifing  in  the 
privy  council. 

I  (hall,  as  foon  as  the  parliament  rifes,  give  your 
Grace  an  account  of  the  right  and  power  of  the  privy 
council  here,  and  of  the  confequence  it  is  of  to  his 
Majefty's  fervice  here,  to  have  their  authority  fup- 
ported ;  as  likewife  of  the  prefent  difpofition  of  the 
Houfe  of  Commons,  that  the  miniftry  may  take  it 
into  their  confideration  what  will  be  the  moft  proper 
method  effectually  to  fupport  the  privy  council.

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We  had  yefterday  a  motion  made  in  the  Houfe  of 
Lords  by  the  Earl  of  Barrimore^  for  a  bill  'to  enable

IHave  formerly  troubled  your  Grace  with  fome  ac- 
counts of  the  diftrefs  we  are  in  here  for  want  of 
filver,  and  the  proper  remedy  of  this  evil,  by  a  re- 
du6tion  of  our  gold  to  the  value  it  obtains  in  England^ 
and  raifing  the  foreign  filver  to  near  the  rniddle  price 
it  bears  in  England. 

The  privy  council  here  have  more  than  once  had 
this  affair  under  confideration,  and  a  committee  of 
council  laft  fummer  had  fettled  the  value  they  pro- 
pofed  gold  and  filver  fliould  paft  for  here,  if  apprcv^

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ed  by  bis  Majefty :  but  as  our  baokaifS:  ^  o^n  re- 
mitters find  their  ^dvaiiitage  in  tljue  pxefent  di^opor^ 
tionate  value  of  our  goW  aod  filver,  they  raiJfed  a 
great  oppofition  to  any  redudtioa  of  gold  her^,  and 
fet  on  foot  petitions  againft  it.  As  wo  were  at  that 
time  in  a  ft^te  of  fanaiue^  and  nobody  could  tell 
how  our  harveft  might  prove,  it  wagi  thought  proper 
%o  defer  proceeding  in  that  affair,  kft  any  misfor- 
tune of  any  other  kind  might  be  itpputed  to  fuch  ror 
duftioi).  But  much  the  greateft  part  of  the  council 
were  tjien  of  opinion,  that  the  alterations  dra.v(n  up 
by  the  committee,  were  the  proper  remedy  for  our 
evil. 

This  affair  has  fince  been  taken  up  by  the  com- 
mons,  but  the  weight  of  the  bankers  in  that  hoi^fe 
is  liijqh,  that  very  early  in  the  feffions  they  carried  a 
vo^  th^t  the  *  moidore  (hould  not  be  reduced  :  the 
carrying  of  that  vote  hindered  their  doing  any  thing 
farther  for  a  great  while,  becaufe  the  houfe  were 
fenfible  they  had  been  wrong  in  that  ftep, 

About  a  day  before  the  parliament  rofe,  the  Lords 
pafled  a  refolution,  that  our  want  of  filver  was  oc- 
pafioned  by  our  gold  and  filver  not  bearing  a  propor-r 
tionable  value  to  what  they  bear  in  England-,  and  to 
defir-e  the  Lord  Lieutenant  to  get  this  evil  cured  in 
the  proper  method.  What  was  the  opinion  of  the 
Lords,  Was,  that  the  gold  was  ovcTrrajted ;  but  tjicy 
avoided  faying  fo  muph,  bec2^ufe  the  cominons  bad*

The 
warmth  of  the  houfe  was  fuch,  that  though  moft 
of  the  members  who  know  any  thing,  of  the  fubjedt 
ofi .coins,;  thought  the  houfe  were  voting  Wrong;  yet 
they  found'  it  to  no  purpofe  to  make  any  oppofi- 
tion. 

Things  being,  in  this  cafe,  my  Lord  Lieutenant  ac- 
quainted the  council  with  the  refolutions  of  the  Lords 
and  Commons,  and  defired  their  advice  in  the  mat- 
ter ;  which,  I  think,  I  may  fay  they  promifed  to  give : 
I  am  fure  it  is  their  duty  to  give  it :  but  upon  our 
hdWing  a  council  after  my  Lord's  departure,  on  this 
fubjeft,  too  many  of  the  council  expreflcd  a  fear  of 
offending:  the  commons^  though  one  great  bulinefs  of 
the  council  is  to  be  a  check  upon  both  Lords  and 
Commons,  and  did  not  care  to  give  their  opinion; 
All  they  could  be  brought  to  was,  to  fend  over  to 
my  Lord  Lieutenant  an  account  of  what  has  pafied 
in  the  council  fince  the  year  171 1,  relating  to  the 
coin,  and  the  refolutions  of  the  committee  of  council 
in  1729,  about  fettling:  their  value.  But  both  i!i 
that  account,  and  in  their  letter  to  my  Lord  Lieu- 
tenant, they  (hew  they  lean  to  the  opinion  of  redu- 
cing the  gold,  though  they  had  not  courage  to  fpeab 
out. 

As  this  is  our  prefent  cafe,  through  the  influence  of 
the  bankers  and  remitters  on  the  Houfe  of  Commons, 
and  the  timidity  of  the  council,  the  only  remedy  re- 
maining for  our  evil  is,  if  his  Majefty  will  be  pleat- 
ed to  refer  the  refolutions  of  the  committee  of  council 
1729,  tranfinitted  to  my  Lord  Lieutenant,  to  his  offi-» 
cers  of  the  mint,  and  if  upon  their  report  thefe  refoa 
lutions  are  thought  reafonable,  to  fend  his  orders 
hither  for  a  proclamation  to  iflue  accordingly. 

I  have  had  feveral  worthy  men  both  Lords  and 
Commoners  with  me,  begging  that  I  would  go  on       t 
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with  this  afl&ir,  notwithftanding  the  heats  about  it, 
fince  our  manufaftures  and  retail  trade  are  under  the 
laft  diftrefs  for  vi^ant  of  filver.  The  loweft  price  of 
changing  a  moidore  in  mod  parts  being  %d.  and 
often  ij.  or  more. 

.  The  refolutions  of  that  cenimittee  1729,  are  to  be 
feen  in  a  printed  vindication  of  the  alterations  intend- 
ed to  be  made  by  the  council  in  the  value  of  the 
coins  current  in  this  kingdom,  which  I  underftand 
was  fent  your  Grace. 

Whether  foreign  filvcr  be  raifed  or  not,  as  in  that 
fcheme,  is  not  of  that  great  confequcnce,  though  the 
raifing  of  it  will  be  of  fonie  fervice  to  us,  but  the 
lowering  of  the  gold,  as  is  there  propofed,  is  of  the 
laft  confequence  to  us. 

If  his  Majefly  would  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  order 
fuch  a  proclamation,  the  bankers  who  have  made  all 
the  difturbances  and  oppofition  to  this  reduction,  arc 
the  very  people  that  would  labour  to  keep  every 
thing  quiet,  becaufe  any  difturbance  on  fuch  a  pro- 
clamation, will  end  in  a  run  on  themfelves. 

And  the  certainty  of  our  having  filver,  and  the  be- 
iTefit  to  our  trade  by  it  will  fo  foon  appear,  that  I  am 
lure  before  another  fcflion  of  parliament,  the  face  of 
affairs  will  be  fo  altered,  that  every  honeft  man  in  oc 
out  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  will  be  thankful  for 
the  change. 

If  I  did  not  think  thiis  an  affair  of  the  laft  impor- 
tance to  the  welfare  of  this  kingdom,  and  confe- 
quently  to  his  Majefty's  fervice  here,  I  (hould  be  for 
holding  my  peace  (as  is  the  behaviour  of  fome  other 
of  his  Majefty*s  fervants  here)  and  let  the  nation  la- 
bour under  its  prefent  diftrefs,  till  they  come  to  a 
better  mind*.

IN  purfuance  of  the  laft  letter  I  was  favoured  with 
by  your  Lordftiip,  I  defired  my  brethren  on  the 
bench  not  to  fend  over  any  more  miflionaries  for  the 
fVeft  Indies  from  hence,  till  we  heard  from  your  Lord- 
ftiip that  a  fiipply  was  wanting.  Some  time  before 
die  receipt  of  that  letter,  one  or  two  had  been  very 
well  recommended  to  me  for  that  fervice,  but  I  ftiali 
not  now  trouble  your  Lordfliip  about  them,  till  far- 
ther advice.

TH  E  number  of  papifts  in  this  kingdom,  is  (6 
greaH^  that  it  is-.ofi  the  utmoft  conlequence  to 
the  protcftant  intereft  here  to  bring  them  over  by  all 
Chriftian  methods  to  the  Church  of  Ireland.  In  order 
to  do  this,  we  are  labouring  to- increafe  the  number 
.  of  Churches  and  of  parfonage  houfes,  for  the  benefit 
of  Fcfidisnt  injciwiheiUta ;.  and  have  pafled:  fome  afts 
the  three  laft  fcflions,  to  come  at  gjebes  for  the  clergy 
to  Jive  on,  the.greateft  part  of  the  livings  here  having 
neither  houfe  nor  land  belonging  to.  them. 

But  the  igjnorance  and  obftinacy  of  the  adult  pa-

AS  probably  an  affair  that  has  lately  happened 
here  may  make  a  greater  figure  in  the  Englljb 
.papers  than  it  juftly  deferves,  I  think  it  my  duty  to 
give  your  Grace  an  account  of  it. 

On  Tuefday  lafl:  juft  before  midnight  Sir  Robert 
Ecblin  called  upon  me,  to  tell  me  that  there  was  a 
fellow  came  to  the  horfe  guards  here,  giving  an  ac- 
count that  a  French  officer  had  fent  him  over  with  a . 
horfe  to  Bullock^  a  place  about  five  miles  from  hence, 
where  he  endeavoured  to  perfuade  him  to  go  over  to 
France  with  him,  offering  him  money,  which  he  re- 
fufed,  that  there  were  four  or  five  French  officers 
there,  and  about  60  men  lifted  in  the  pretender's  fer- 
VoL.  n.  D  vice. 
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vice,  who  lay  there  to  go  on  board  a  floop  for  Prance. 
I  was  very  much  fnrprized  at  Sir  Robert's  chufing  to 
cdme  tome  about  fuch  an  affair  at  fuch  a  time  of 
night  But  as  I  have  been  but  ill  ufed  both  in  tho 
iprints  here  and  in  Etigland  about  the  Frtneb  tecruits, 
I  thought  I  could  not  refufe  taking  notice  of  his  infor- 
mation^ ^uid  the  rather  becaufe  Colonel  Hennecy  had 
affured  me  that  none  of  the  oflScers  who  came  with 
him  had  raifed  any  recruits  here. 

Accordingly  I  diredted  Sir  Robert  to  have  the  fel- 
low carried  before  the  Lord  Mayor  to  be  ewmined 
upon  oath,  and  I  fent  by  him  a  letter  to  die  Lord 
Mayor,  acquainting  him  what  Sir  Robeft  had  lol.d  me^ 
and  defiring  him  to  examine  the  informant  on  oath, 
and  according  as  the  examinations  came  out,  fo  fend 
to  thfe  Town  Major  and  acquaint  him  with  the  cafe. 
Upoa  examinaticMi,  the  fubftance  of  what  Sir  Robert 
had  told  me  came  out,  only  that  there  was  nothiqg 
fworn  about,  the  Pretender,  and  that  there  were  biit 
about  40  men.  Upon  taking  thofe  examinations  the 
Lord  Mayor  fent  them  to  the  Town  Major,  who  im- 
mediately waited  upon  the  *  General,  who  ordered 
5a  foot  and  four  dragoons  to  march  to  BuUocky  and 
cither  feize  or  difperfc*  thofe  people.  When  they  came 
there  on  JVedntfday^  they  found  there  hsld  been  about 
forty  men  lifted  for  abroad,  and  four  or  five  Frtmb 
officers  with  them,  but  that  they  went  on  bo&rd  a  floop 
about  eleven  o'clock  the  night  before.

IHave  jnft  now  received  the  honourof  your  Grace's 
of  the  7  th  inft.  We  expedt  Sir  Rdjh  Gore  in 
town  on  Saturday^  and  (hall  I  believe  the  firft  oppor- 
tunity afterwards,  fign  the  warrants  for  Lawman  and 
Hoburg,  fince  as  we  have  a  favourable  opinion  from 
the  lawyers,  Sir  Ralph  cannot  well  make  any  diffi- 
culty abDut  it ;  and  my  Lord  Qiancellor  now  makes 
none.  » 

I  mentioned  the  affair  of  the  taxes  before  Chriftmas 
1729,  at  the  dcfire  of  others,  fince  I  thought  your 
Grace  had  fpoken  very  plain  in  that  affair.

Horner^  a  native  of  Switzerland^  recommended  hither 
by  his  Grace  of  Canterbury^  to  whom  Lord  Carteret 
gave  the  reftory  of  Oane^  in  the  diocefe  of  Kildare  ^ 
he  has  been  very  ill  treated,  and  is  made  very  uncafy 
there  by  a  popi(h  gentleman,  to  whom  the  greatcft 
part  of  that  pari(h  belongs  ;  and  as  he  is  a  ftranger, 
is  but  ill  fupported  by  the  neighbouring  proteftants  : 
he  has  had  his  ftack  of  fuel  fired  in  the  night,  and  I 
think  part  of  his  houfe  burnt  down  by  it,  and  is  daily 
threatened  to  be  ferved  fo  again.  I  have  now  an  op- 
portunity of  removing  him  to  a  proteftant  neighbour- 
hood in  my  diocefe,  where  I  hope  he  will  be  very  ufe- 
fyA^  if  your  Grace  will  be  pleafed  to  beftow  the  redto- 
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ry  of  Qane  upon  his  refigning  it,  on  Mr.  HoJktHs^  tliat 
I  may  be  able  to  provide  for  a  clergyman  who  licj 
on  my  hands,  by  giving  him  Ihe  living  that  Mr. 
Hojhins  now  enjoys  ^  which  I  (hail  acknowledge  a 
great  favour.

THE  affair  of  the  French  recruits,  is  blown  over 
withoiit  any  thing  farther  than  uncertain  ru- 
mours here  of  feme  letter  from  ibmebody  to  encou- 
rage the  officers  in  their  levies. 

But  as  there  are  two  or  three  perfons  likely  to  be'' 
tried  the  approaching  aflize  in  the  Coventry,  I  thoughjt 
proper  to  write  to  your  Grace,  to  know  what  his 
Majefty  will  pleafe  to  have  done,  if  they  fhould  hap- 
pen to  be  convifted.  I  rather  fancy  it  will  happen,  as 
it  has  happene4  on  moft  of  the  lik^  occafions,  that 
the  evidence  on  which  they  have  been  committed  will 
fall  fhort  at  th^  trial,  fo  that  they  may  be  acquitted.

THE  terrible  diftrefe  we  arc  under  in  this  nation^ 
upon  account  of  the  difproportipnate  value 
of  our  gold  and  filver  coins,  tp  whaf  they  bear  in 
Englqndy  and  the  want  of  filver  ponfequent  upon  it,  i$ 
what  your  Grace  has  probably  hearjd  of,  and  what  I 
(hall  take  the  liberty  to  write  jxiore  to  yojir  Lordfliip 
labout,  if  I  am  encouraged  by  youf  Grace  to  4p  it 

But  b^fide  the  want  of  filver,  the  ordinary  people 
Jiere  are  under  the  laft  diftrefs  for  wanf  of  copper 
money ;  of  this  I  met  with'  complaints  laft  year  at 
every  place  in  the  vifitatipn  of  my  prbvince ;  and  it 
is  what  IS  every  day  complained  pf  in  Ais  tpwn. 
^radefinen  that  retail,  ^nd  poor  people  are  forced  to 
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^ay  for  getting  their  little  fdver  changed  into  copper, 
^nd  are  forced  to  take  raps  or  counterfeit  half-pence, 
pf  little  more  tjian  a  quarter  of  die  value  of  an 
Englijh  half-penny,  which  has  encouraged  fevcral 
iuch  coiners,  and  muft  en,d  in  the  great  lofs  of  the 
poor,  whenever  they  pafe  no  longer  j  and  the  farther 
that  tinae  is  put  oflEi  the  greater  the  lofs  will  be. 

As  we  have  loi^  laboMr-ed  under  this  calamity,  the 
Houfe  of  Lords  to\yards  the  ^lofe  of  the  laft  feffions^ 
applied  to  the  then  Lord  Lieutenant,  to  defire  his 
Majefty  to  let  us  have  15,000/.  coined  in  farthings 
and  half-pence,  of  the  fame  finenefs  as  the  EngU/b 
copper  rnoney,  at  the  rate  of  26  1/.  the  pound  of 
jcopper,  JUS  we  then  thought  that  24  d.  were  coined  in 
England  out  of  a  pound  of  copper,  the  Englijh  had 
^4  d,  upon  the  bottom  of  two  (hillings  Englijb  going 
for  26  i.  here,  and  that  what  profit  arofe  from  this 
coinage  might  go  to  the  ufe  of  the  publick  here. 

I  was  the  perfon  that  moved  for  this  addrefe,  and 
added  the  latter  part,  upon  an  affurance  I  had  fron) 
my  Lord  Carteret  that  his  Majefty  had  promifed  to 
grant  us  as  much,  if  we  defired  it. 

There  was  likewife  a  refolution  pafled  in  the  Houfe 
pf  Commons,  probably  on  occafion  of  this  addrefs  of 
the  Houfe  of  Lords,  that  it  would  be  for  the  benefit 
pf  the  nation  to  have  a  mint  ereded  here,  without  any 
piention  of  any  copper,  filver,  or  gold  coinage. 

What  my  Lord  Carteret  did  at  his  return  to  England 
in  tibis  aflfair,  I  know  not,  as  he  never  iibnt  us  any 
letter  about  it. 

And  tfius  things  have  refted,  till  fome  time  ago, 
when  my  Lord  *  Forhes  made  application  to  me,  that 
.confidering  the  deplorable  condition  the  poor  were  in 
for  want  of  copper  money,  it  would  be  of  the  greateft 
fervice  to  get  fome ;  and  that  by  fome  difgourfe  he 
had  had  with  Mr.  Conduit^  Warden  of  the  Mint,  he 

t  §on  pf  the  £arl  of  Grapard. 
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fancied  wc  ttAf^t  buy  a  quantity  from  thjB  mint,  for 
this  nation,  and  that  he  and  niany  others  would  readily 
advance  a  fum  of  money^  if  I  thought  proper,  an4 
would  join  in  it  I  told  him  how  fenfible  I  was  of 
the  great  diftrefe  the  poor  were  in  here  for  want  of 
copper,  and  that  I  would  join  in  any.fuch  undertaking. 
He  then  promifed  to  write  to  Mr.  Conduit^  oo  this  fub- 
jcft,  to  Icnow  whether  we  might  be  private  purchafers, 
or  muft  apply  to  his  no^efty  for  leave  to  have  fome 
copper  coined,  fmcc  we  wanted  copper  in  another 
proportion  to  the  Engli/b  (billing  than  what  it  bears 
in  England.  He  fometimc  after  received  an  anfwer 
from  Mr.  Conduit^  that  nothing  could  be  done  for  u^ 
without  his  Majefty's  leave,  and  fent  an  eftiniate  of 
the  coinage  as  in  England^  and  as  would  be  proprr 
for  us,  *  a  copy  of  which  I  have  here  fent  your  Grace, 
with  what  he  apprehended  would  be  the  gain  upon  it 

Upon  Lord  Forbes"^  communicating  thi$  to  me 
1  talked  with  my  brethren  the  Lords  Juftices  on 
the  fubjcfk,  who  concurred  with  me  in  opinion,  that 
fuch  a  copper  coinage  was  both  exceedingly  ufeful 
and  necefl&ry,  and  that  it  would  be  of  fervice  to  have 
it  as  foon  as  poflible,  confidcring  our  prefent  diftrefs, 
fince  though  the  parliament  fbould  come  into  proper 
meafures  about  it,  it  could  not  be  brought  to  bear  in 
Icfs  than  nine  or  twelve  nK>nths,  but  in  thi§  way  ^ 
could  be  brought  to  bear  in  three  months.  . 

We  have  fince  founded  Ibnoc  of  the  ccHincil  about 
this  affair,  who  concur  with  our  fentiment^  ^nd  wc 
had  in  part  refolved  upon  having  a  council,  ip  order 
to  apply  to  yoiir  Grace  about  this  afiair,  but  we  have 
fince  confidered  that  we  would  not  direftly  apply  to 
your  Grace  with  the  weight  of  the  council,  till  we 
had  previoufly  acquainted  your  Grace  with  the  n^at- 
ter,  and  in  part  knew  how  you  were  difpofed ;  and 
befides,  if  it  were  once  known  that  fuch  an  applica- 
tion was  made  to  your  Grace,  it  would  give  fome 
obflrudion  to  the  circulation  of  raps^  which  though 
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it  muft  happen  at  laft,  we  would  not  have  happen 
without  a  remedy  of  better  money  following  as  foon 
after  as  may  be. 

In  Mr.  Conduit's  fcheme  we  find  that  only  23^.  bdfp. 
are  coined  out  of  a  pound  weight  of  copper,  fo  that 
to  keep  our  copper  money  as  near  in  intrinfic  valucf 
to  the  EngUJh  copper  as  may  be,  we  propofe  coining 
only  25^.  balfp.  out  of  a  pound  weight  of  copper. 

If  your  Grace  gives  us  leave  to  apply,  we  think 
of  applying  only  for  50  tuns,  which  will  make 
1 1,900/.  Itijh^  but  we  have  no  doubt  but  we  (hall  be 
prefled  to  apply  for  more  foon  ;  n^r  do  I  think  that 
kfs  than  150  or  200  tuns  will  anfwer  the  occafcfion ; 
but  we  are  willing  to  be  petitioned  for  more  when  the 
goodnefs  of  thefe  and  the  want  of  more  is  feen  by* 
every  body. 

Mr.  Conduit  tells  us  about  1000/.  will  fet  the  affair 
a  going,  which  we  (hall  raife  here,  without  defiring 
any  intereft  or  other  profit  by  it.  We  propofe  pay- 
ing the  money  advanced  into  Mr.  Gardiner's  hands, 
and  to  make  the  firft  payment  and  let  him  receive  thtf 
copper  money  as  it  is  fent  hither,  and  difpofe  of  it, 
and  with  the  prod\ice  anfwer  any  fubfequent  pay- 
ments, till  the  whole  is  difpofed  of  So  your  Grace 
or  the  parliament  may  have  a  Crown  officer  to  examine 
about  the  gains,  if  you  fhall'  think  proper. 

As  to  the  gains,  Mr.  Conduit  does  not  allow  for  de- 
dudtions  which  muft  be  made,  which  will  ftrike  off 
above  half  the  profit  he  computes;  as  your  Grace 
will  fee  by  the  fcheme  +,  No.  IP.  inclofed.  Indeed, 
if  the  exchange  (hould  prove  but  10  per  cMt.  which 
it  poiSbly  may  prove  very  (bon,  the  profit  will  be  on 
Mr:  Conduit's  quantity  202/.  greater,  and  on  ours  ici/. 

The  refolution  of  the  Lords  relating  to  a  copper 
coinage,  and  that  of  the  Commons  about  a  mint, 
were  twice  conlidered  in  council,  whilflr  my  Lord 
Carteret  was  Lord  Lieutenant^  and  it  was  the  opinion 
of  every  body  that  they  were  no  ways  in'Con(iftent, 
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fince  it  might  be  for  the  good  of  the  nation  to  have 
a  mint,  but  as  it  would  be  long  before  that  could  be 
eftablifhed  and  brought  to  work,  it  might  at  the  (ame 
time  be  very  proper  to  afford  a  n)ore  fpeedy  remedy 
to  our  pretent  fufFerings,  which  was  what  the  Lords 
propofed. 

I  think  it  my  duty  at  the  fame  time  that  I  acquaint 
you  what  was  and  dill  is,  as  far  as  I  can  learn,  the 
fenfc  of  the  privy  council,  to  acquaint  your  Grace 
likewife,  that  by  what  I  have  been  told,  the  view  of 
ibme  warm  men  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons  in  moving 
that  relblution  about  a  mint,  was,  that  as  they  are 
very  jealous  for  a  mint  here,  they  were  againft  coin-r 
ing  eyen  copper  at  the  tower,  left  it  fliould  mark 
out  a  way  for  coining  gold  and  filver  for  us,  if  there 
were  occafion,  and  it  fhould  appear  by  a  plain  expe-

IT  hjis  been  i,  very  great  (urprife  to  riie  this  win- 
ter to  hear  of  the  attacks  made  on  the  rights  of 
the  clergy  by  two  tills  brought  into  the  Houie  of 
Commons,  one  relating  to  tythes,  the  other  to  the 
fines  for  renewal  of  Ghurch  leafes. 

I  find  that  what  always  ufed  to  be  of  weight  in 
toth  houfes,  that  thefe  wete  nianifeft  attempts  on  the 
Undoubted  right  and  property  of  the  clergy,  was 
with  too  many  of  no  weight  at  prefent. 

I  am  very  glad  the  ftorm  is  blown  6ver  for  this 
feafon,  and  I  hope  the  open  declarations  their  Ma- 
jefties  were  pleaied  to  make  in  favour  of  the  rights 
of  the  clefgy,  may  prevent  any  new  attack  being 
haftily  made  on  them. 

If  I  am  not  mifinformed,  your  Lordftiip  has  been 
very  ufefully  employed  \ti  publilhing  a  (hort  but 
full  vindication  of  the  rights  of  the  clergy  as  to 
tythe.  To  which  I  have  feen  an  anfwer,  publiftied, 
as  the  title  fays,  by  a  member  of  parliament  I 
think  we  of  the  clergy  are  very  much  obliged  to 
that  author,  fince  he  5^aks  pretty  plain,  that  in  his 
opinion  the  nation  ought  to  pay  nothing  to  the  cler- 
gy except  they  pleafe,  and  that  the  fewer  the  clergy 
are  reduced  to,  the  better  for  the  nation. 

The  rights  of  a  free  people  feem  to  be  carried  a 
great  length  by  fome  people  in  England  in  their  writ- 
ings. In  feveral  pamphlets  one  of  their  rights  has 
been  aflerted  to  be,  to  publifh  what  they  pleafe 
about  religion,  and  another  to  publilh  the  feme  about 
all  affairs  of  ftate  \  and  this  author  has  now  (fau-ted  a 

third, 
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third,  which  is,  to  be  eafed  from  the  burthen  of 
tythes.  I  wi(h  the  landed  gentlemen  Would  refledt, 
whethier  the  next  privilege  of  a  free-born  Engtijbman 
may  not  be  to  be  excufed  from  the  burthen  of  rents, 
fince  the  tenants  of  England  do  almoft  as  much  out- 
number the  landlords,  as  ihe  laiety  dci  the  clergy.  I 
muft  own  it  is  with  great  grief  that  I  fee  daily  fuch 
things  publifhed,  andthofe  liberties  taken  with  per^ 
Ions  in  power,  and  fuch  a  difregard  to  all  the  rights 
ind  properties  of  the  fubjedt,  as  I  think  muft  by  de- 
grees end  in  fome  publick  difturbance. 

As  to  the  cle/gy  in  particular,  I  beljeve  there  ne- 
ver has  been  a  time,  when  there  has  been  lefs  rear 
fon  to  complain  of  any  opprelfions  from  the  fpiritual 
courts,  or  difafFedtion  to  the  eonftitution  than  at  pre-^ 
fent ;  and  I  cannot  but  think  by  wfiat  I  am  inform- 
ed, that  one  caufe  of  thefe  attacks  made  on  them^ 
is  from  thofe  who  are  very  uneafy  to  fee  fo  great  a 
ftrength  on  the  bench  of  Bifhops  fupporting  his  Ma- 
jefty  and  his  miniftry ;  but  of  this  your  Lord(hip  is 
a  better  judge. 

But  at  the  fame  time  I  cannot  but  believe  that 
if  there  were  fewer  pluralities^  and  more  of  the 
clergy  difcharged  their  duty,  on  their  livings,  it 
would  take  off  a  great  deal  of  that  envy  and  malice 
which  feems  to  be  raifed. 

It  is  very  happy  for  us  of  the  clergy  here,  that  our 
brethren  in  England  are  able  to  rtand  their  ground  9 
for  if  you  are  once  borne  down,  all  that  niay  pafs  ip 
England  againft  the  clergy,  will  feem  to  be  ads  of 
calmnefs  and  temper,  in  refpedt  of  thofe  warm  at- 
tacks that  would  foon  be  made  on  us  here. 

I  moft  heartily  wi(h  our  brethren  in  England  good

Upon  this 
it  has  been  underftood  by  the  papift s  «very  where, 
that  the  faid  aft  only  concerned  the  papifts  then  liv- 
ing, and  the  arms  they  had  in  their  pofleflion  at  the 
time  that  aft  was  pafled ;  and  upon  talking  with  the 
Judges,  we  find  that  adt  was  drawn  up  fo  ill,  that 
there  is  too  much  room  for  fuch  an  opinion.  This 
occafioned  the  Hpufe  of  Lords  to  bring  in  heads  of  a 
bill  to  render  that  a£l  more  efFedtual,  and  this  new 
a£t  is  very  little  more  than  the  old  one  corredted  tp 
what  it  was  originally  defignefl  for ;  only  this  being 
thought  more  prudent  than  to  bring  in  a  bill,  which 
by  its  very  title  (hould  have  owned  the  firft  ^dl  to  be 
grofsly  defedtive. 

The  power  given  in  the  old  aft  to  the  government 
to  licenfe  fuch  papifts  to  bear  arms  as  they  thought 
proper,  is  here  continued,  with  a  power  of  revoking 
fuch  licenfes,  ^hen  they  (hall  think  fit,  which  was 
forgot  in  the  former  aft.  The  chief  additions  to  this 
new  bill  are,  that  no  proteftant  fervant  to  a  papift 
jfhall  have  any  arms  whilft  he  is  in  that  fervice  ;  for 
this  was  one  way  of  eluding  the  adk,  whilft  it  was 
thought  to  be  in  force,  to  keep  a  proteftant  fervant, 
who  pretended  to  be  the  proprietor  of  all  arms  found 
in  the  hpufe  of  his  popllh  mafter.  That  the  proof  of 
a  perfon  being  tortinlonly  reputed  a  papift,  (hall  be 
fufficient  to  cbnvift  fuch  perfon  offending  againft;  this 
^,  except  he  prove  himfelf  a  p^oteftdnt,  for  on  fome 
trials  it  wag  found  very  difficult  to  prove  a  man  to 
be  a  papift,  though  the  whole  country  knew  him  to 
be  fo. 

And  another  is,  that  no  papift  ftiall  be  on  the  jury 
in  any  trial  upon  this  aft.     .    '•

As  what  has  happened  has  in  a  manner  repealed 
the  a£):  of  the  7th  of  King  fyHliamy  fo  far  as  relates 
to  the  difarming  of  papifts;  and  as  the  papifts  in 
Dublin  have  upon  it  put  on  fwords,  and  thofe  in  the 
country  in  Conaugbt  at  leaft  travel  publickly  with 
fwords  and  fire-arms,  we  cannot  think  ourfelves  nor 
the  government  here  fafe,  unlefs  the  aft  we  now  fend 
over  be  paffed.  The  papifts  by  the  moft  modeft  com- 
putation, are  about  five  to  one  proteftant,  but  others 
think  they  cannot  be.  lefs  than  feven  to  one,  An^ 
what  ufe  they  have  formerly  rriade  of  their  arms  i^ 
this  kingdom,  pur  hiftories  give  too  rnelancholy  an 
account  of 

^•od  I  can  ^fliire  your  Grace,  that:  the  papifts  in  the 
coiintry,  before  the  defeds  of  this  ad  were  difcovered, 
were  fo  form'idable^  that  fcarce  any  magiftrate  durft 
put  any  pf  the  law3  againft  regulars,  &:c.  in  executi- 
opy.  for  fear  of  bejpg  murthered,  .or  having  his 
iioufes  fifed  ip  the  night.  And.  if  our  prefent  bill 
mifcarries,  they  will  grow  much  more  formidable  and 
infolent;  nor  (hjive  the  papifts  fcriipled  often  giving 
fhreats  againft  every  magiftrate  that  was  "more  adiive 
OQ.  any  occafion  than  his  neighbours. 

They  had  found  out  feveral  eviafions  of  the  adl  of 
the  feventhbf  King  ff^tlliam,  which  we  would  wil- 
lingly hfive  prevented,  but  as  fome;  difficulties  arofe 
in  drawing  up  proper  plaufe3  for  that  purpofe,  and 
too  many  in  the  Hoijfe  of  Commons  (hew  a  difpofiti- 
pn  to  favour  the  papifts  more  than  is  confiftent  with 
the. proteftant  intcreft  here;  we  have  omitted  all  fuch 
plairfe?,.  and  confined  ourfelves  to  what  was  the  un- 
doubted intention  of  .that  adt,  and  to  fome  new  claufes 
which  nobody  can  well  objed  to,  to  niake  it  in  fome 
meafure  eiffedual.

What  my  Lord  Carteret  had  done  with  the  Yefolu- 
tions  of  the  Houfc  of  Lords  and  Commons,  ^  which  he 
took  over  with  him,  we  had'  no  accoupt  bf  before. 
Bat  judging  it  probable  they  were  referred'  to  the 
Commiffioners  of  the  Trcafury,  we  were  for  ferving 
the  nation  in  their  prefent  extreme  want  of  wpper 
tnoney,  by  a  method  that  might  avoid  any  enquiry 
into  fo  complicateid  an  aflair,  as  the  fetting  the  value 
of  ihe  ^o\a  and  filver  coins  current  here,  and  the 
cohlidenng  whether  it  were  more  proper  to  have  a 
^int  eredted  here,  or  to  have  leave  given  us  ta  have 
tjbpper  money  to  fuch'a  quantity,  coined  at  the  tower ; 
v^hich  method  was,  by  an  addrefs  frbrti  the-  Lords 
Jitftices  and  Privy-council  for  leave  to  have  fifty  tuns 
of.  copper  coined  at  the  tower,  without  any  relation 
to  any  thing  done  either  by  the  Lords  or  Commbns 
here.

THE  want  of  copper  money  is  fo  great  in  this 
kingdom,  as  to  put  the  more  ordinary  fort  of 
people,  particularly  the  foldiers,  under  the  greateft 
difficulties  in  all  their  little  tranfadions:  obliging 
them  to  pay  for  the  exchange  of  filver,  and  to  take 

raps 
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raps  that  are  not  of  a  fourth  part  of  the  value  of  an 
Englijb  half-penny.  And  their  neceffities  have  encou- 
raged feveral  wicked  people  to  make  counterfeit 
copper  money  at  this  time,  which  muft  end  in  the 
great  lofs  of  this  nation. 

We  therefore  think  rt  would  be  of  great  fervice  to 
his  Majefty,  and  of  great  advantage  to  his  good  fub- 
jefts  here ;  if  a  quantity  of  good  copf)er  naoney  were, 
as  foon  as  conveniently  may  be,,  coined  for  the  ufe  of 
this  kingdom.  And  we  defire  your  Grace  will  be 
pleafed  to  obtain  his  Majefty's  permifiion,  that  we 
may  have  fifty  tuns  of  copper  coined  at  the  mint,  of 
the  fame  finenefs  as  the  Englijb  half-pence  are  coined 
of,  part  in  balf^  pence,  and  part  in  farthings ;  and 
that  as  the  Englijb  (hilling  pafics  with  us  for  i^d.  and 
out  of  a  pound  of  copper  is  coined  at  the  mint  23^^ 
Englijby  we  may  be  permitted  to  coin  out  of  a  pound 
of  copper  zsid.  that  our  copper  money  may  he  as 
neat  as  may  be  of  the  fame  proportionable  value  as 
the  copper  money  of  England:  and  that  no  private 
perfon  may  make  any  advantage  of  this  coinage,  we 
defire  that  his  Majefty  may  be  pleafed  to  order  that 
after  the  expence  of  the  copper,  coinage,  exchange 
for  remittance,  carriage,  and  other  neceffary  ex- 
pences,  the  remaining  profit  may  go  to  the  ufe  of  the 
publick  here. 

It  is  propofed  that  this  copper  money  (hould  have 
his  Majefty's  head  on  one  fide,  and  the  Irijb  harp  and 
crown  on  the  other.  The  fum  of  copper  money  that 
will  arife  out  of  50  tuns  coined  after  this  propofal, 
will  amount  to  11,900/.  Irijh.  The  money  that  may 
be  neceffary  to  fet  this  coinage  a  going,  will  be  little 
more  than  1000/.  which  is  propofed  to  be  advanced 
here  without  any  profit  to  thofe  who  advance  it 

As  our  prefent  calamity  for  want  of  good  copper

I  Was  in  hopes  to  have  given  your  Grace  the  trou- 
ble of  a  letter  relating  to  the  copper  coinage  fooner, 
but  it  was  not  before  Tburfd^  laft  that  we  could  finiflfi 
the  afl&ir,  and  fign  a  letter,  f  am  forry  it  is  in  fo  per- 
plexed a  manner,  with  fo  much  regard  to  what  pafled 
in  the  two  houfes  two  feflions  ago  :  but  your  Grace 
will  fee  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  council,  our  necef- 
fitics  require  fuch  a  coinage,  and  that  fpeedily.  I  firft 
opened  the  affair  upon  receipt  of  Mr.  Gary's  ♦  letter, 
in  council,  on  Wednefday  the  1 2th  inftant,  when  we 
appointed  a  committee  to  confider  the  matter  and 
make  a  report.  My  Lord  Qiancellor  fcemed  to  have 
a  little  courage  then,  Sir  Ralph  Gore  was  not  then  re- 
turned out  of  the  country,  laft  Saturday  we  received 
the  report  fi^om  the  committee,  when  my  Lord  Chan- 
cellor exprefled  great  fears  of  offending  the  Houfe  of 
Commons,  and  the  affair  was  re-committed.  Sir 
Rdph  Gore  fpoke  very  plainly  that  he  had  laft  feflions 
talked  with  feveral  members  about  what  was  defigned, 
that  except  Mr.  StephenfoHy  who  wanted  to  have  the 
coinage  himfelf,  every  one  approved  the  defign  j  and 
thou^t  it  beft  to  be  done  by  the  council,  for  fear  of

However,  my  Lord  Chancellor  in- 
filled on  not  concluding  till  the  Lord  Chief  Juftice 
and  Lord  Chief  Baron  returned  from  the  country ; 
and  that  notice  fhould  be  taken  of  the  refolutions  of 
the  Houfe  of  Lords  and  Commons  two  feffions  ago. 
Againft  Wednefday  the  19th  the  committee  had  the 
report  ready  agreeably  to  my  Lord  Chancellor*s  defire. 
In  the  debates  we  had,  every  body  allowed  it  was  the 
moft  reafonable  fcheme  as  to  the  goodnefs  of  the  half- 
pence, and  mod  advantageous,  as  the  publick  was  to 
have  the  profit :  that  the  neceffities  of  the  nation  re- 
quired a  fpeedy  remedy,  and  this  was  the  only  one ;

People  have  not  been  wanting  to  furmife  here  that 
Mr.  Bale's  (landing  was  only  in  order  to  transfer  his 
intereft  at  a  proper  time  to  fome  other.  The  efFedt 
of  this  has  been,  that  Mr,  Boyle  has  by  his  friends; 
difcountenanced  any  fuch  fuggeftion,  and  many  of 
his  friends  have  declared  againft  any  fuch  transfer. 

We  aflure  your  Grace  we  continue  in  the  fame 
opinion  we  were  of  when  your  Grace  was  here  as 
to  the  filling  up  the  third  place  in  the  government, 
and  this  feems  a  favourable  opportunity  for  putting 
that  fcheme  in  execution. 

Your  Grace  muft  be  fenfible  that  500/.  a  fefllon 
cannot  be  a  fufficient  provifion  for  the  expence  of  a 
fpeaker,  and  therefore  he  will  be  apt  to  exped  fome 
other  fupport  from  the  government.  Whether  the 
chancellorlhip  of  the  Exchequer  be  a  po(t  proper  for 
a  fpeaker  not  otherwife  provided  for,  is  a  matter  we 
(hall  not  prefume  to  meddle  with-,,  but  we  cannot 
help  uking  noti^,  that  from  the  nature  and  duties 
of  that  office,  it  may  be  for  his  Majcfly's  fervice  that 
it  (hould  be  ghren  to  fome  perfon  of  weight,  who 
ufually  refidcs  here.

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circulation  of  the  copper  now  current  here,  that  has 
been  coined  under  former  patents. 

I  have  fent  my  Lord  Lieutenant,  who  I  hope  will 
Upply  to  you  on  this  occafion,  a  draught  of  fuch  a 
letter  as  we  want,  as  well  drawn  up  as  we  could  get 
it  done  here,   though  I  do  not  quftion  but  in  point  of 
form  it  is  very  deficient,  but  by  it  will  however  apr 
pear,  what  are  the  things  we  apprehend  we  want  to 
receive  his  Majefty's  commands  for,  and  in  the  Trea- 
fury  it  may  eafily  be  put  into  a  right  form,    and  any 
^hing  elfe  added,  that  (hall  be  thought  neceflary  there. 
As  the  fummer  is  now  advancing,  I  think  it  would  b« 
of  fervice  to  have  fuch  a  letter  difpatched  fbon,  that

them :  and  if  it  be  brought  in,  whatever  be  the  event 
of  the  bill,  it  will  throw  the  whole  country  into  very 
great  heats. 

Our  feffions,  as  far  as  it  ha§  gone,  has  been  pretty 
tineafy,  though  I  hope  all  will  end  well  I  haVe  no 
doubt  but  yours  will  be  very  warm ;  nor  will  the 
people  be  fuffered  to  cool  till  the  new  eledion  is  over.

AS  an  aflfair  of  great  confequence  is  juft  over  with 
us,  I  mean  the  pu(h  for  repealing  the  teft  in 
favour  of  the  Diffenters,  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  ac- 
quaint your  Gracehow  that  affair  Hands* 

.  ,   G  3  When 
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When  my  Lord  Lieutenant  firft  came  hither  thiii 
time,  he  let  the  Diflcnters  and  others  know,  that  he 
had  inftrudtions,  if  it  could  be  done,  to  get  the  teft 
repealed ;  and  he  has  fince  fpoke  to  all  any  ways  de- 
pendant on  the  government,  as  well  as  to  others, 
whom  he  could  hope  to  influence,  to  difpofe  them  tD 
concur  with  the  defign,  and  fo  have  others  done  that 
have  the  honour  to  be  in  his  Majefty's  fervice. 

But  it  was  unanimoufly  agreed,  that  it  was  not 
proper  to  bring  that  affiiir  into  either  houfe  of  parlia- 
ment till  the  fupply  was  fecured.  However  as  the 
defign  could  not  be  kept  fecret,  and  as  the  Diflentcrs 
fent  up  agents  from  the  north  to  folicit  the  sffkit 
among  the  members  of  parliament,  it  foon  occafioned 
a  great  ferment  both  in  the  two  houfeiS  and  out  of 
them,  and  brought  a  greater  number  of  members  to 
town  than  is  ufual.  There  came  likewife  many  of 
the  clergy  from  the  feveral  parts  of  the  kingdom  to 
oppofe  the  defign ;  and  a  pamphlet  war  was  carried 
on  for  and  againft  repealing  the  teft,  in  which  thofe 
who  wrote  for  it  (hewed  the  greateft  temper. 

And  thus  the  perfons  who  came  to  tow.n  to  oppofe 
it,  by  degrees  heated  one  another,  and  vifibly  gained 
ground,  and  the  members  of  the  Houfe  of  Q}mmons 
were,  by  adjourned  calls  of  the  Houfe,  kept  in  town. 

There  were  daily  reports  fpread,  that  the  bill 
would  be  brought  in  fuch  or  fuch  a  day ;  and  fome 
in  the  oppofition  gave  out,  they  would  move  for  it, 
that  the  point  might  be  decided  one  way  or  another: 
till  at  length,  after  much  impatience  fhewn  on  the 
occafion,  on  this  day  fe'nnight,  a  very  unufual,  and 
I  think  unparliamentary  motion  was  made,  that  after 
the  next  Friday  the  Houfe  would  neither  receive  bills 
nor  heiads  of  bills,  for  repealing  any  part  of  the  adts 
to  prevent  the  growth  of  popery,  in  one  of  which 
the  (acramental  teft  is  enadled.  There  was  fome  op- 
pofition  made  to  the  ftiortnefs  of  the  time,  and  the 
pext  Monday  moved  for,    but  the  warmth  of  the 

Houfe 
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Houfe,  whith  x^s  ai  very  full  one,  againffi  any  fiStr- 
ther  delay,  stnd  indeed  againft  any  repeal  of  the  teft, 
appeared  fo  great  and  fo  general,  that  it  was  thought 
itioft  prudent  not  to  divide  about  that  refolution. 

And  upon  confidering  what  then  appeared  to  bcf 
the  fenfe  of  much  the  greater  part  of  the  Houfe,  and 
what  was  found  to  be  the  difpofifion  of  the  member^ 
by  talking  with  them,  it  was  concluded  at  a  meeting 
at  the  Gaflle  on  ff^ednefdaj  mofning,  and  Another  on 
Tburfday  morning,  where  fome  of  the  agents  for 
the  Diffenters  were  prefent,  to  be  moft  for  the  credit 
of  the  government  and  the  peate  of*  the  kingdom,  not 
to  pufh  for  a  thing  which  plainly  apfjeared  imprafti- 
^ble :  and  it  was  thought  a  very  dangerous  ftep  to 
unite  a  niajority  of  the  Houfe  in  an  oppofition  to  the 
intentibns  of  the  government,  fince  it  was  not  fo  cer- 
tain; when  ftich  an  union  might  be  diflblved. 

And  at-  a  meeting  of  feveral  members  of  the  Houfe 
of  Commons,  who  were  difpofed  tb  repeal  the  teft,  it 
was  agreed  that  in  the  prefent  ftate  of  affairs,  it 
would  be  wrong  to  pufti  for  a  thing  that  would  cer- 
tainly mifcatrjr. 

Whilft  this  affair  has  been  depending,  there  hav« 
been  great  heats  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  and  a 
more  than  \lfual  obftrudtion  of  publick  bufinefs  •  and 
the  Houfe  of  Lofds  has  had  their  (hare  in  their  com-^^ 
ing  to  fome  r^fdlutions,  though  not  dn  this  fubjedt, 
which  would  fcarce  have  been  carried  or  moved  atf 
another  time.  And  I  am  fully  of  opinion  that  though 
the  repeal  had  pafled  in  the  Commons,  it  would  have 
mifcarried  among  the  Lords;  But  I  hope  now  this 
uneafinefs  and  handle  of  difeontent  is  over,  things 
Will  gradually  cool,  and  return  to  their  former  courfe. 

I  find  fome  of  the  Diffenters  now  fay,  the  thing 

.  ought  to  have  been  tried  (boner  in  (he  feffion*     But, 

as  I  mentioned  before,  it  was  the  opinion  of  his  Ma- 

je(ty's  fervants  that  the  fupplies  ought  to  be  fecured 

before  any  danger  was  run  of  raifing  heats  in  the

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Houfe:  and  befides,  in  the  method  06 our  parliament, 
no  bill  can  be  carried  by  furprize,  becaufe  though 
the  heads  of  a  Ijill  may  be  carried  on  a  fudden,  yet 
there  is  a  time  for  a  party  to  be  gathered  againlt  it 
by  that  time  a  bill  can  pafs  the  council  here,  and  be 
returned  from  England^  when  it  is  again  to  pafs 
through  both  Houles  for  their  approbation  before  it 
can  pals  into  a  law. 

What  has  happened  here  will  probably  the  lefi 
furprize  your  Grace,  becaufe  the  Archbilhop  of  Z)tti- 
Jin  m  London  acquainted  the  miniftry  that  he  thought 
fuch  a  repeal  could  not  pafs  here :  which  has  been 
my  opinion  from  the  beginning  of  the  feffion. 

What  reprefentation  the  Diifenters  here  may  make 
of  this  af&ir  1  cannot  tell :  but  I  believe  their  agents 
from  the  north  had  at  firft  met  with  either  fuch  en- 
couragement or  fuch  general  civil  anfwers,  that  they 
had  given  greater  hopes  of  fuccefs  to  their  friends  in 
the  country  than  there  was  juft  reafon  for.  And 
lome  of  them  at  the  meeting  at  the  Caftle  *  laft  Tburf- 
dayy  were  for  pufhing  the-afFair  at  all  adventures, 
urging  that  they  thought  they  (hould  not  lofe  the 
caufe  very  difhonourably,  though  upon  what  paffed 
^ere  they  feemed  to  have  little  hopes  of  its  fucceed- 
ing,  in  which  I  think  they  looked  more  at  *their  own 
honour  than  bis  Majefty's  fervice.  But  this  I  am  furc 
of,  that  all  prefent  in  the  fervicej^f  the  crown,  were 
of  opinion,  that  the  pu(h  ought^to  be  made,  where 
there  was  no  probability  of  fuccefs.

THE  afl&ir  of  repealing  the  teft  is  now  over  with 
us :  whilft  it  was  carrying  on  it  occafioned  very 
great  heats  in  the  Commons:  and  your  Lordfliip  will 
cafily  guefs  that  many  of  the  *  Clergy  were  not  want- 
ing in  their  zeal  to  raife  what  oppofition  they  could 
againft  it.  I  am  apt  to  think  that  there  were  near 
three  to  two  ^ainft  it  among  the  Commons ;  and  the 
majority  was  fo  clear,  that  I  queftion  whether  many 
who  were  for  it  would  not  have  abfented  themfelves 
or  have  voted  againft  it,  if  it  had  come  to  a  divifion, 
to  avoid  marking  themfelves  to  no  purpole.  And  I 
am  fully  latisfied  that  in  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  there 
would  have  been  at  leaft  two  to  one  againft  it. 

My  Lord  Lieutenarit  was  not  wanting  in  his  endea- 
vours to  difpofe  thofe  in  the  fervice  of  the  govern- 
ment, or  whom  he  could  any  ways  influence,  to  pro- 
mote  the  repeal  But  for  two  days  before  the  day 
fixed  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons  for  bringing  it  in,  if 
at  all,  there  was  a  meeting  at  the  Caftle  of  thofe  of 
diftindtion  in  his  Majcfty's  fervice,  and  at  the  fccond 
meeting  the  principal  agents  for  the  Diflenters  from 
the  north  were  prefent,  when  it  was  the  unanimous 
opinion  of  thofe  in  his  Majefty's  fervice,  that  the  re- 
peal could  not  be  carried  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons, 
and  that  therefore  no  fuch  bill  ought  to  be  brought 
in,  fince  a  fruitlefs  attempt  would  be  to  the  dilhonour 
of  the  government,  and  would  probably  bring  about 
fuch  an  union  amohg  oppofite  parties  as  might  not

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foon  be  diflblved.  Some  of  the  agents  of  the  Diflen- 
ters  there  prefent,  feemed  fatisfied,  but  one  or  two 
of  them  were  for  having  the  thing  hazarded,  infifting 
it  would  not  be  loft  by  a  dilhonourable  majority.  1 
hear  fonie  among  the  Diffenters,  efpecialhr  among 
their  minifters,  are  very  angry  on  this  occaiion. 

I  am  apt  to  think  one  reafon  of  it  may  be,  that 
when  they  firft  canvaffed  among  the  menAers,  they 
miftook  civil  anfwers  for  pit)mfifes,  and  wrote  to  their 
friends  in  the  north  with  greater  hopes  of  fuccefs  than 
they  had  reafon  for  $  and  now  do  not  care  to  own  that 
they  were  miftaken  in  their  calctilations.  Though 
befides  I  am  fatisfied  they  were  miftaken  in  their 
numbers,  becaufe  feveral  who  had  promifed  them  at 
firft,  upon  feeing  fueh  a  heat  rarfed  by  itj  fell  ofE 

Another  reafon  given  by  them  to  feveral  for  pufh- 
ing  it,  when  it  feemed  defperate,  was  that  their 
friends  in  England  inftruc^ed  them  to  pufb  it  at  aU 
adventures. 

The  heat  among  the  churchmen  hefe  will,  I  think 
be  foon  over  -,  but  I  do  not  hear  of  much  difpofition 
to  temper  among  the  Diffenters.  It  is  certain  their 
preachers  are  drawing  up  a  memorial  to  fend  over  to 
their  friends  in  England  to  throw  the  blame  of  the 
mifcarriage  on  my  Lord  Lieutenant,  though  unjuftly, 
fince  he  was  not  1«ranting  in  his  endeavours  to  ferve 
the  Diffenters,  but  really  it  was  not  at  all  praAicable^ 
at  leaft  at  this  time.  But  fome  of  their  laity,  thofe 
efpecially  of  more  temper  and  prudence,  are  endea- 
vouring to  hinder  it,  -but  with  what  fuccefs  is  not  yet 
known. 

As  this  is  an  af&ir  of  fome  confequencc^  I  thought 
proper  to  give  your  Lordfhip  a  fhort  account  of  it.

AMONG  other  bills  fent  over  for  pafling  the 
privy  council  in  England^  is  one  for  the  relief  of 
the  creditors  of  Ben.  Burton  and  Francis  Harrifon^  £rc. 
'  which  I  muft  beg  leave  to  recommend  particularly  to 
your  Grace's  care,  that  it  may  return  to  us.  The 
leveral  bankers  mentioned  in  the  title  of  the  bill,  con- 
tinued the  i^e  bank  without  interruption  with  great 
credit  •  but  a$  appears  at  Is^ft,  had  drawn  off  unrea- 
fonable  divi^fends,  and  Ben,  Burton  ^nd  Fr.Harrifon 
had  bought  great  eftates,  fo  that  the  bank  was  worth 
nothing  at  the  time  of  Harr\fori%  death,  but  the  fuc- 
c^eding  banks  paid  off  the  former  bank  with  the 
money  of  the  new  creditors,,  till  at  lafl  payment  was 
flopped.  The  equity  of  the  bill  is  founded  on  the 
firft  bankers  having  had  their  debts  of  the  bank 
paid  with  the  later  creditors  monies ;  and  an  a£t 
8  Georg.  i.  by  which  the  unfettled  eftate  of  any 
banker  is  liable  at  the  tirpe  of  his  death  to  all  the 
bank  debts  j  fo  that  when  fJarrifon  died  his  eftate 
was  liable  to  pay  all  the  debts  of  the  bank  as  well  as 
Burton%  fince  they  w^re  anfwerable  jointly  and  feve- 
rally.  His  eftate  is  fince  got  into  the  hands  of 
ftrangers,  from  whence  it  could  by  long  and  expen- 
fiv^e  fuits  be  fetched  out  by  the  8  (feorg.  i.  but  as  this 
would  be  very  tedious  and  expenfive,  and  no  little 
creditor  could  have  any  benefit  that  way,  this  adt  vcfts 
tjie  eftates  of  the  feveral  bankers  in  truftees,  who  are 
to  determine  all  claims  in  a  fummary  way,  and  to  fell 
as  much  as  will  pay  the  debts  of  the  feveral  banks ; 
but  as  to  Harrifon  they  are  not  to  feU  piore  than  will 
anfwer  the  debts  of  the  bank  at  the  time  of  his  death ; 
and  if  by  fuch  fale  he  has  paid  more  than  his  (hare  of 

thofe 
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thofe  debts,  it  is  to  be  made  good  out  of  the  unfold 
eftates  of  the  other  bankers,  or  the  remaining  debts 
and  fecurities  belonging  to  the  bank ;  (ince  that  is 
not  an  affair  between  the  creditors  and  the  bankers, 
but  between  the  bankers  themfelves  to  adjuft  their  fe- 
veral  proportions. 

When  this  bank  (lopped  payment  laft  June^  it  had 
very  nigh  overturned  all  our  paper  credit  here,  and 
if  this  bill  mifcarries,  it  is  not  doubted  but  our 
bankers  will  all  be  blown  up.  And  at  the  fame  time, 
we  have  fo  little  fpecic  here,  probably  at  the  moft  not 
above  5oo,cx)0  /.  that  without  paper  credit,  our  trade 
cannot  be  carried  on,  not  our  rents  paid. 

Your  Grace  may  have  feen  my  name  in  the  votes, 
as  a  petitioner  for  this  bill;  but  there  is  little  more 
than  2CX)  /•  owing  to  me  on  my  own  account,  and  I 
can  aflure  your  Grace  that  it  is  not  any  regard  to  my 
own  concern  in  the  bank,  which  is  a  mere  trifle,  but 
a  regard  to  the  publick  credit  of  this  kingdom,  which 
is  in  danger  of  being  funk  if  this  bill  Ihould  mif- 
parry,  that  occafions  my  prefling  your  Grace  to  get 
VIS  this  bill  returned.

BY  the  laft  two  mails  arc  come  feveral  private  let* 
ters  that  talk  doubtfully  of  the  fucccfs  of  Bur- 
tdfC^  *  bill,  and  infinuate  that  there  have  been  letters 
from  great  perfons  in  Ireland  reprefenting  that  the  paf- 
fing  it  would  be  of  great  detriment  to  this  kingdoni. 

That  the  Lord  Chief  Juftice  Roger/on  (hould  have 
written  againft  that  bill  is 'not  ftrange,  fince  whatever 
is  taken  from  Harrifon's  eftate  towards  paying  the 
debts  of  the  bank  is  taken  from  Mr.  Cretgbton  who 
married  the  Lord  Chief  Juftice's  daughter ;  fo  that 
the  Chief  Juftice's  Jetter  is  not  frorn  an  indifferent 
hand. 

But  the  truth  of  our  cafe,  and  what  every  man  of 
fenfe  here  knows,  is,  that  if  this  bill  mifcarries,  it 
muft  put  an  end  to  our  paper  credit  here,  by  an  im^ 
mediate  run  upon  the  bankers  or  gradual  forbearing 
to  lodge  money  there  :  and  it  i^  certain  we  have  not 
cafti  enough  in  the  nation  to  carry  on  our  common 
trade  or  pay  our  rent  or  taxes :  and  I  very  much 
queftion  whether  if  our  paper  credit  foils,  it  would 
not  be  with  the  utmoft  difficulty  that  our  army  could 
be  fubfifted.  And  as  this  is  the  opinion  of  every  body 
here,  the  mifcarriajge  of  this  bill  cannot  but  make  a 
great  difturbance  in  both  Houfes  of  Parliament.

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by  the  confent  of  the  bankers  here ;  and  all  new  in 
it  is,  that  they  cannot  fettle  any  part  of  their  eftate 
upon  a  marriage,  &e. 

There  was  a  claufe  offered  in  the  council,  that 
their  eftates  fhould  be  difcharged  from  the  debts  of 
the  bank  within  a  term  of  yearg  after  the  death  of  a 
banker,  or  his  giving  notice  that  he  was  quitting  the 
bufinefs :  but  it  was  thought,  confidering  that  if  this 
had  been  a  law  at  the  time  of  Mr.  Harn/on's  death, 
the  creditors  of  the  bank  would  have  loft  about  40 
per  cent,  it  was  there  apprehended  that  if  fuch  a 
claufe  paffed,  the  firft  banker  that  died  or  gave  no- 
tice of  his  4efigning  to  quit  the  bufinefs,  would  oc- 
cafion  all  the  notes  of  that  bank  being  called  for, 
and  that  might  bring  a  run  on  the  others,  {q  it  was .

'  As  your  Grace  was  pleafed  to  fettle  it  with  ray 
Lord  Chancellor,  the  Archbifhop  of  Dublin^  and  me, 
that  in  this  cafe  the  BiOiop  of  KHmare  fhould  be  tran- 
flated  to  Derryy  and  the  Bi(hop  of  KillaUa  to  KihrnCy 
the  Speaker  is  come  into  that  recommendation  in  our 
publick  letter ;  and  the  Lord  Chancellor  and  I  ihall 
by  this  poft  write  to  Sir  Robert  JVaipole  to  promole 
thofe  tranflations.  And  I  hope  as  there  can  be  little 
more  than  200/.  fer  ann.  difFeren<pe  between  tbofe 
bifhopricks,  neither  Mrs.  Clayton  nor  any  other  perfon 
will  be  for  removing  the  Bifhop  of  *  KillaUa  dirc% 
to  Derry^  which  confidering  his  years,  and  how  few 
juniors  he  has  on  the  bench,  muft  certainly  create 
great  uneafinefs  among  the  other  Bifhops. 

As  to  the  bilhoprick  of  KillaUa,  we  have  in  our 
publick  letter,  named  three  for  it,  whom  we  all  think 
to  be  well  afFedei  to  his  Majefty.

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think  with  my  Lord  Chancellor  and  the  Archbilhop 
of  Dublin^  that  it  will  be  very  dangerous  to  let  the 
majority  of  natives,  who  are  already  twelve  on  the 
bench,  grow  greater  :  and  we  cannot  but  be  appre- 
henfive  that  as  they  grow  ftronger  there,  they  will 
grow  more  untraflteble.

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Qoyne  to  Fernes^  the  Lord  Chancellor,  and  the  Arch- 
bifhop  of  Dublin^  and  I  agreed  with  his  Grace,  that  if 
he  would  come  into  thofe  tranflations,  we  would  very 
readily  join  with  hiiti  in  recommending  Dr.  Hort^ 
Biftiop  of  Kilmore  to  be  tranflated  to  the  biflioprick  of 
Derry ;  and  Dr.  Clayton^  Bilhop  of  Killalla  to  the  bilbo- 
prick  of  Kilmore :  and  we  have  accordingly  this  day, 
with  the  Speaker,  fent  fuch  a  recommendation.  We 
have  had  fome  reports  here,  that  a  pufh  is  making  at 
London  to  pafs  by  the  Biftiop  of  Kilmore^  and  remove 
the  Biftiop  of  KiUalla  direftly  to  Derry.  As  the* 
Biftiop  of  KiUalla  is  very  young  for  a  Biftiop,  and  has 
but  four  juniors  on  the  bench,  I  am  fatisficd  it  will 
create  a  great  uneafinefe,  if  he  ftiould  be  tranflated  to 
the  beft  biftioprick  in  this  kingdom.  And  as  there 
can  be  but  about  200  /.  per  ann.  difference  in  the  two 
biftlopricks,  I  would  hope  Mrs.  *  Qayton^  if  ftie  were 
talked  to,  would  not  make  a  pufti  for  a  point  that 
may  very  much  diftrefs  us  here.

And  befides,  we  have  ft  parti- 
cular  claim  on  the  noblemen  and  gentlemen  of  this 
country  that  live  in  England^  who  we  think  ought  to 
contribute  to  any  ^ood  defign  that  is  carrying  on  in 
their  country.

If  he 
had  lived,  your  Lord(hip*s  good  opinion  of  him  would 

have 
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have  been  an  addition  to  what  I  had  before  conceived 
of  him. 

Though  the  prints  tell  us  that  France  feems  to  conie 
into  our  plan  of  pacification,  I  can  hardly  believe  a 
peace  fo  near  at  hand. 

I  am  glad  to  hear  things  go  fo  well  in  parliament  in 
the  main.  There  is  no  doubt  but  the  committee  of 
eledtions  will  increafe  the  majority:  I  hope  as  your 
Lord(hip  does,  that  the  (Irong  oppofition  which  has 
been  made,  will  keep  people  in  {omt  reafonable 
bounds.  It  is  to  us  here  a  melancholy  confideration, 
that  there  feems  to  be  (b  great  a  difpoGtion  to  attack 
the  moft  eminent  perfons  in  the  Church,  and  to  (trip 
them  all  of  their  juft  rights.  But  I  think  the  fame 
fpirit  prevails  agaiffft  all  governors  altke^  and  indeed  againft 
every  thing  that  is  ferious  and  orderly. 

I  am  glad  the  Diflenters  are  difpofed  to  be  quiet  this 
feflion;  what  may  be  the  itate  of  affiiirs  another  year, 
God  only  knows. 

Ifind  your  Houfe  has  pretty  well  got  through  the 
affair  of  the  petition  of  the  Scotch  jliords,  only  we 
have  not  yet  heard  what,  is  done  upon  the  proteft 
TmA&  \n  Scotland. 

If  your  Lordftiip  can  find  leifure,  it  will  be  very 
obliging  if  you  would  now  and  then  fqnd  ah  account 
of  what  paffes.

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Mrs.  Hitmphreys  the  houfekeeper  of  the  Qiftle  and 
CbappeUkzod  has  fome  time  ago  delivered  in  a  memo- 
rial about  rebuilding  the  garddner*!;  houfe  at  ObappeU 
kzodj  which  is  fo  ruinous  that  Sir  Eeh^ard  Pearce  (in 
whofe  time  Carter  the  gardener  applied  either  to  have 
it  repaired  or  rebuilt)  and  M*'*  *fX^W^  have  both  re- 
ported that  they  thought  it  not  worth  while  to  repair 
it,  becaufe  ther^  v/6re  thofe-  cfftcks  in  it,  that  they 
Cduld  not  anfwer  for  its  ftaiiding  when  repaired/ 

It  is  propofed  making  it  a  little  better  dianit  need 
have  been,  if  the  houfekeeper  did  not  defign  to  live 
in  it:  but  as  by  her  patent  (he  is  to  have  lodgings 
there  as  well  as  in  the  Caltle,  it  may  not  be  thou^t 
amifi  to  be  at  a  fitiall  experite  more  for  her  convefii* 
cnce  than  a  meer  gardener  would  have  required.

THE  Occafion  of  my  troubling  your  Grace  at 
);>refeht  is,  that  w6  have  this  week  learned  that 
thetie  is  a  bill  brought  ifato  the  Houfe  of  Commons 
^il^i  a  fpfetipus  title,  that  it  is  apprehended  here  may 
be  of  grtat  )prejudice.  The  title  of  the  btU  is,  A 
bill  for  fecuring  the  title  of  Proteftants,  &c. 

On  this  occafion  I  muft  beg  leave  to  obferve  to 
your  Grace,  that  it  muft  be  dangerous  to  give  way 
to  paffing  bills  originally  in  England  relating  to  pri- 
vate property  in  Iritand^  where  the  intereft  of  England 
and  his  Majefty's  fervice  no  ways  calls  for  it,  where 
the  iegiflature  iare  wholly  unacquainted  with  the  laws, 
and  thcTcafon  of  enading  them.  And  it  can  hardly 
be  fuppqfed,  that  fucti  hills  are  not  moved  for  wim 
Tome  private  views,  'which  the  perfons  concerned  ia 
prompting  fuch  bills  }inayf  would  be  Immediately  dis- 
covered here^  but  cannpt  eaiily  be  guefted  at  therev 

And  the  time  of  bringing  in  this  bill  is  the  more 
fufpicious,  as  it  muft  needs  be  hurried  through  oow 
towards  th6  latter  end  of  a  feffion,  before  there  is  fqf- 
ficienttime,  foir  thofe^ho.are  likely  rto.fufFer  by  it 
hete  to  know  that  any  thing  is  going  on  in  parliament 
that  may. aflfedt  their  pxopetty,  of  having  time  tp 
make/ a  proper  oppofition  to  it  |f  this  bej  oft^ 
pradiied;  it  muft  needs  create  great -uncei'tainty,. in 
our  pi;operty  here,  ai>d-. give  great  and  juft  caufe  <^ 
uncaliriefs  without  the  leaft  fervice  to  the  Crown,  6x 
benefit  to  England  *.        . 

I  have  fent  your  Grace  inclofed  a  copy  of  fome  par- 
ticular remarks,  by  ioifte  gf  our  ableft  ;lawy€rs  heri^

it ;  but  they  are  what  only  offer  themfelves  at  firft 
view  to  them,  having  but  juft  received  a  copy  of  the 
bill  this  week. 

I  muft  beg  of  your  Grace  that  if  this  bill  be  not 
dropped  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  it  may  be  effec- 
tually oppofed  in  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  as  it  will  over- 
turn the  property  of  many  proteflants  here.  I  have 
heard  of  one  this  very  afternoon  that  will  be  (tripped 
of  an  eftateof  2000/.  per  ann,  if  this  bill  paflcs  into 
a  law.

I  Am  obliged  to  your  Lordfhip  for  your  late  letter, 
and  am  glad  that  the  beft  pieces  againfl  poper}', 
written  in  King  James's  time,  are  defigned  to  be  re- 
printed. I  think  it  is  much  better  than  what  was 
intended  here  fome  years  ago,  to  reprint  all  that  was 
then  publifhed. 

I  (hall  very  cheierfully  promote  fubfcriptions  here, 
into  which  I  think  the  Bilhops  will  generally  come, 
and  feveral  of  thie  clergy,  and  fome  few  of  the  College. 
I  think  I  cannot  fail  of  getting  forty  or  fifty  fubfcrip- 
tions, but  little  can  be  done  in  it  till  the  parliament 
brings  people  to  town  in  the  winter.  We  are  very 
much  troubled  with  popery  here,  and  the  book  can- 
hot  but  oe  very-tifefiiU  but  we  arc  not  over-much 
given  to  buy  or  to  read  books. 

I  thank  your  Lordfhip  for  the  affiflance  and  encou- 
ragement  you  are  pleafol  to  give  Mr.  Hanfardj  in  get- 
ling  fubfcriptions  for  carrying  on-  proteftant  working 
fchools  here :  I  am  fure  we  can.  hardly  hope  to  get 
any  ground  of  the  papifts^ without  them.

IN  the  laft  tranfraits  of  bills  we  have  fent over  one 
entitled,  **  An  aft  for  rendering  more  effe&ual  an 
adt  to  amend  and  explain  an  adt  to  encourage  the 
building  of  houfes,  and  making  other  improvements 
on  Church  lands,  and  to  prevent  drlaprdations." 

As  what  is  enaded  in  this  adt,  and  thofe  refene^ 
to  in  it,  is  wholly  different  from  any  law  in  Englani^ 
I  mull  recommend  it  to  your  Grace's  protedlion,  that 
it  riiay  not  be  thrown  out  by  the  gentlemen  of  the 
law  on  your  fide,  by  reafon  of  their  not  knowing  the 
neceflity  and  ufe  of  it  here. 

By  the  wars  in  this  country  in  1641  and  1688, 
moft  of  the  Bifhops  paiaces  and  the  parfonage-houfes 
were  deftroyed  ;  and  as  it  was  found  that  people  were 
unable  or  unwilling  to  rebuild  them,  where  the  whole 
cxpence  was  to  light  on  the  builder,  there  was  anadl 
paffed  in  the  lOth  of  King  Jf^illiam^  to  encourage  the 
rebuilding  of  houfes,  and  making  other  improvements 
01  Church  lands,  in  which  the  encouragement  was  to 
divide  the  expence  or  bfs  equally  among  three  fuc- 
ceffive  incumbents,  fo  that  the  builder  or  his  executors 
fliould  recover  two  thirds  of  his  expences  of  his  next 
and.  immediate  fucceflbr^  and  that  fua:efibr  one  third 

of 
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of  the  original  expence  of  his  immediate  fucceflbr^ 
and  fo  the  afBiir  flopped. 

As  this  encouragement  had  not  much  of  the  defired 
efFedt,  and  few  parfonage-houfes  had  been  then  built^ 
farther  encouragement  was  given  by  a  new  adt  pafled 
the  1 2th  of  George  i.  by  which  the  lofs  was  divided 
among  four  fucc^ve  incumbents,  and  the  builder  or 
his  executors,  &c.  were  to  receive  three-fourths  of* 
the  original  expence  of  his  immediate  fucceflbr ;  and 
fuch  fucceflbr  two-fourths  of  his  fucceflbr ;  and  fuch 
fucceflbr  one-fourth  from  his  fucceflbr  ;  and  there  the 
af&ir  flopped. 

In  thus  diftributing  the  expence  this  bill  makes  no 
change,  but  endeavours  the  better  to  fecure  to  the 
builder  or  his  facceflbrs,  fuch  money  as  they  were  by 
that  adt  defigned  to  be  reimburfed.  Now  by  the 
former  adt,  the  builder  oV  other  perfon  entitled  to  a' 
payment  from  the  fucceflbr,  had  no  remedy  but  a^infl: 
his  immediate  fucceflbr,  nor  could  that  next  fucceflbr 
fue  his  fucceflbr,  except  he  had  entirely  paid  his  pre- 
deceflbr  -,  fo  that  whenever  the  fucceflbr  proved  infol- 
vent,  the  builder,  &c.  loft  all  the  money  he  or  his 
executors  were  not  paid.  By  this  adt  the  builder,  &c. 
may  come  upon  the  fecond  fucceflbr  for  what  was  un- 
paid by  the  firft,  fo  that  it  do  not  exceed  what  th& 
firft  fucceflbr  could  have  demanded  of  him,  if  he  had 
made  his  entire  payment  to  the  builder,  &c.  and  if 
the  fucceflbr  to  the  builder  had  paid  more  than  he  was 
to  lofe,  he  is  allowed  likewife  to  fue  the  fecond  fuc-^ 
ceflbr  for  what  he  had  paid  more  than  he  was  to  lofe. 
And  becaufe  it  fometimcs  happens  that  an  incumbent 
dies  before  he  has  received  fo  much  of  the  profits  of 
his  living  as  may  at  all  aflift  him  to  pay  his  predecef^ 
for,  this  adt  enadts,  That  no  incumbent  (hall  be  deem- 
ed a  next  fucceflbr  for  the  purpofe  of  paying  to  his 
predeceflbrs,  for  any  buildings  or  improvements  made 
in  virtue  of  thofe  adts,  who  was  not  before  his  death 
or  removal,  entitled  to  a  year's  profits  of  the  benefice, 

I  2  but 
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but  that  the  fitft  perfon  fo  entitled^  (hUA  for  this  pur- 
pofe  only,  be  reckaned  the  next  fucccflbr. 

There  h  then  a  claufe  t6  make  the  a£i  of  a  {nece, 
that  as  it  cannot  ht  feen  till  the  end  of  a  year,  who 
is  the  next  fuccef&r  as  to  payments,  it  allows  even  in 
Ctiib  of  the  death  of  the  builder,  Src.  which  was  not 
alkwcd  before,  a  year  for  the  payment  of  half  what 
was  due,  and  the  reft  to  be  paid  the  year  Mowing 
ia  two  half  yearly  payments- 

The  next  claufe  relates  to  an  omiflioQ  tteit  may 
have  been  made  in  the  Bifhop*s  certificate  fettling 
what  was  bona  fide  laid  out,  of  an  account  of  the  dear 
yearly  value  of  the  benefice  on  which  the  building  or 
improvement  was  made,  and  allows  the  time  of  two 
years  to  redtify  fuch  omiflions  by  an  additional  certi- 
ficate^ containing  an  accoimt  of  the  clear  yearly  va&ue 
of  the  benefice. 

There  is  another  claufe  that  enafts,  that  thoi^  an 
acctmot  of  the  intended  building  had  not  been  given  in 
to  the  Bifliop  three  months  before  it  was  adlually  begun, 
yet  this  omiflion  (hall  not  invalidate  any  ceitifkatc; 
and  for  the  future  ena6ts  only  a  fortnight  as  necef&ry 
to  deliver  in  an  account  of  the  intended  building. 

There  is  another  claufe  for  fecurity's  fake,  and  to 
cut  off  fubterfuges  for  not  building  ^  which  efiafts^ 
that  bilhopricks  that  have  ufually  gone  together,  (hall 
be  reckoned  but  as  one  preferment  for  the  purpofe  of 
fettling  the  two  years  income,  beyond  which  no  per- 
fon by  the  1  ath  of  George  i.  can  certify  for  any  build-^ 
ing  or  improvement  on  Ghurch-lands. 

As  thefe  feveral  things  were  fettled  by  the  unani- 
mous confent  of  the  Bilhops  in  town  before  the  bill 
was  brought  into  the  Houfe  of  Lords,-  as  neceflary  to 
encourage  the  building  on  Church-lands,  I  muft  beg 
of  your  Grace  that  the  bill  may  be  returned  without 
any  alteration  that  may  defeat  the  intention  of  any  of 
the  claufes.

IN  fcveral  parts  of  this  kingdom  our  pariflies  ^re 
very  large,  and  run  to  a  great  length,  with  no  pro- 
portionable breadth,  fo  tliat  we  find  it  would  be  very 
convenient  to  divide  many  parifhes,  and  to  ere6t  new 
pariihQS  out  gf  paftS  it  may  be  of  two  or  three -par 
rifhes;  and  to  this  purpofe  we  have  an  a6i:  for  the 
r«a1  unign  and  divifion  of  parifhes.     But  vipon  confi- 
dering  that  bill  it  i5  found,  that  where  a  new  parifl^ 
is  fgrmed  out  of  the  part§  of  two  or  three  old  parifljes" 
there  can  be  no  prefent^tion  to  fuch  new  pari(h>  till; 
all  thofe  old  pariftes  become  void,  which  may  poflV 
bly  be  a  courfe  of  many  years.     As  this  is  a  ^fj^.^t 
difcouragement  to  eredting  new  parifhes,  how  mtfch" 
focver  they  may  be  wanted,  we  have  fent  over  a  6iU^ 
entitled,  An  aft  for  explaining  an  aft  fpr  the  real 
\im<ni  and  divifion  of  parifhes :  which  is  wholly  cJe- 
ligncd  to  enable  patrons  upon  crefting  new  parifhes 
of  pieces  of  <dd  parifhes,  to  prefent  upon  any  one 
piece  teing  vacant,  and  to  direft  how  fuch  incum-.' 
bent  i3  to  be  indufted,  &c.   flill  faving  to  thi^  ftirvi'-* 
ving  incumbents  all  the  ri^t^  they  had  during  their 
re(pc£tive  incumbencies.     And  as  nd  ilijion  nor  divi- 
fion can  be  made  withoiit  the  confent  of  the  patrons,; 
and  it  has  been  found  that  the  confent  of  his  Majefty^* 
either  under  bis  fign  manual  or  great'  feal,  where  he 
\^  patron,  is  both  troubkfbme  and  chargeable  to  g^T^' 
2ind  till  a  new  parifh  can  be  prefented  to,  which  cian^ 
not  be  till  after  an  union  already  made  takes  place^ 
there  is  nq  perfon  to  be  at  that  trouble  a;nd  expence  • 
by  this  aft  the  chief  governor  or  governors  for  the 
tijne  being  are  impowercd  to  confent  for  his  Maj^y>

The  occafion  of  his  going  to  England  now  is,  the  ap- 
prchenfion  he  is  under  of  the  attainder  of  the  late 
Lord  Clancarty  being  reverfed.  He  is  in  pofleffion  of 
atx>ut  400  /.  per  ann.  bought  by  his  father  from  the 
Holldw- Sword -Blade  Company,  who  had  bou^t 
great  eftates  here  of  the  Jrijb  truftees,  which  they 
Afterwards  fold,  and  obtained  a  particular  a6t  in 
England  to  fecqre  the  titles  of  thofe  who  purchafcd 
under  them  j  fb  that  his  title  is  under  the  faith  of 
two  Englijb  afts  of  parliament,  the  Irifi  truftee  a6l, 
and  the  adt  obtained  by  the  Hollow-Sword-Bladc 
Company. 

Btjt  the  purchafers  under  either  or  both  adts  are 
very  much  alarmed  here  at  the  talk  of  the  Lord  Oan- 
cartfs  attainder  being  reverfed;  fince  they  do  not 
know  how  f^r  it  may  affeijt  their  titles,  who  are 
thbught  to  poflefs  ^mon^  them  to  the  value  of 
6o,(xxi)/.  per  ann.  as  they  have  improved  their  eftates, 
N6r  are  they  the  only  people  alarmed  here,  but  aU 
that  are  the  purchsifers  of  forfeited  eftates,  apprehend

The  Houfe  of  Commons  have  made 
an  addrefs  on  this  occafion  to  his  Majeftyi,  and  the 
like  about  two  rfeflions  ago  wa«  made  by  the  Houfe  of 
Lords,  which  they  did  not  repeat  now,  becaufe  his 
Majefty  then  gave  them  a  very  gracious  anfwer,  and 
nothing  has  beea  iince  done  of  that  nature.

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My  Lord  Carteret  has  formerly  talked  with  yoti 
about  the  diftrefs  we  were  then  under  for  want  of 
Clvcr,  and  fome  fteps  were  then  taken  to  lay  that 
evil  and  the  remedy  before  his  Majefty ;  but  the  op- 
pofition  then  made  by  the  bankers,  and  the  change  of 
the  I/M-d  Lieutenant,  was  the  occafion  of  the  defign 
dropping  at  that  time.  But  as  the  evil  has  fince  in- 
creafed,  and  has  been  by  fome  of  the  beft  underftand- 
ing  and  mod  difmterefted  perfons  fully  laid  before 
my  Lord  Duke  of  Dorfet^  he  has  been  fo  kind  as  to 
join  with  the  privy  council  here,  in  a  reprefentation 
of  our  depk)r«ble  cafe  for  want  of  filvcr,  and  what 
we  apprehend  to  be  the  proper  remedies  for  our  pre- 
fent  calamity. 

It  is  certain  that  filver  is  fo  fcarce  with  us,  that  the 
loweft  price  ufually  paid  for  20  j.  in  filvcr,  is  4d. 
premium;  but  it  is  more  commonly  in  the  north 
(which  is  the  (eat  of  our  linen  manufacture)  6d.  and 
5  d.  in  the  pound.  And  the  occafion  of  this  want  of 
filver  is,  that  our  feveral  (pecies  of  gold  made  cur- 
rent here  by  .proclamation,  pafe  for  more  filver  here 
than  they  ^o  in  England^  t.  g.  a  guinea  pafles  here 
where  an  Englt/k  (hilling  goes  for  13  A  at  z^s.  Irijby 
or  %i5.  Englijh ^md  ^d. 

A  moidore,  which  is  worth  about  27  J.  in  Engkmdj 
pafles  here  fi[>r  30 j.  Irijb^  or  z^js.  Enghjbj  and  gd. 
and  the  reft  of  our  gold  is  in  the  main  in  proportion 
p  the  value  of  the  moidorB.  And  whtlftihiiis  our 
cafe,  no  man  in  trade  will  carry  a  moidore  from 
hence,  to  inftance  in  one  piece  of  gold,  if  he  can  get 
filver,  when  he  lofes  ^d.  by  the  moidore  as  foon  as 
he  lands  at  Chejier ;  nor  will  'he  bring  from  Obefier 
z^js.  Engbjby.  y/hen  he  can  gain  ^d.  by  bringing  a 
moidore.      .  —     ■    ■ 

And  td  exj>refs  this  in  greater  numbers ;  if  a  mer- 
chant brings  innth  him v^cxd/.  jfirbm  Ldndfhti  it  he 
brings  it  over  i*£/«g-//^(l{ver,  tmt  will  be  108/.  6/. 
id.  here,  which  arifes  from  tHfe'ftAffing  piftin^  here 

for 
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for  13^  but  ftill  that  is  the  fame  money  under  ano- 
ther name :  if  he  brings  it  in  guineas,  he  will  put 
them  off  at  109/.  10  s.  ^d.  Irijhy  if  in  moidores  or 
other  Portugal  gold,  he  will  put  it  off  at  1 1 1  /.  zs,z  d. 
So  that  by  bringing  over  what  is  only  100/.  in  Eng- 
land^ in  guineas  he  will  gain  i  /.  35.  8  d.  and  by 
bringing  it  over  in  moidores,  &c.  he  will  gain 
%l.  i5i.  6d.  and  on  the  contrary  by  taking  over 
guineas  to  pay  100/.  Englijb  on  the  other  fide  of  the 
water,  he  will  lofe  i  /.  35.  id,  and  by  taking  over 
moidores,  &c.  to  pay  100/.  there,  he  will  lofe 
2  /.  15  s.  6  d.  And  as  the  merchant  in  all  his  import 
tations  and  exportations  will  mind  his  gain,  the  efFc£l 
of  this  is,  that  no  trader  will  take  gold  out  of  his 
country  if  he  can  help  it,  but  filver  ;  nor  moidores^ 
&c.  if  he  can  get  guineas. 

So  that  in  our  prefent  ftate  our  filver  daily  de- 
crsaibSi^-and  the  gold  grows  upon  us.  And  the  diC 
trefs  the  want  df  filver  muft  occafion  to  our  manu- 
fadturers,  labourers,  fmall  retailers,  and  all  the  leffer 
tranfadtions  of  trade  and  bufinefs,  I  need  not  expati- 
ate upon. 

But  this  is  not  our  only  calamity,  but  unfortu^ 
nately  the  value  of  the  new  fpecies  of  Portugal  gold 
has  been  fo  fettled  here,  that  there  is  zd.  profit  ia 
bringing  over  a  4/.  piece,  as  we  call  the  largec 
pieces  of  Portugal  gold,  rather  than  two  405.  pieces; 
and  zd,  profit  in  bringing  our  a  405.  piece,  rather 
than  two  aoi,. pieces;  and  fo  on  with  refpedl  of 
the  filver  pieces  of  that  fpecies ;  befides  which,  as 
the  Icaft  want  of  weight  in  the  foreign  pieces  qf 
gold,  or  even  their  hot  turning  the  fcale,  carries  an 
abatement  oi  zd.  a  piepe,  there  may  be  a  lofs  of 
z  d.  on  every  lefler  piece  on  that  account,  and  confe- 
qu^ntly  fo  much  greater  as  the  number  of  fmaller 
pieces  i3  to  make  Up  a  greater  of  the  fame  value,  e.g, 
upon  eight,  i  o  s^  pieces,  therq  may  be  a  lofs  of  eight 
%df  if  the  4/.  pieces  do  not  turn  the  fcale:  fo  that

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it  is  to  the  profit  of  the  merchant  to  impart  the  larger 
pieces  of  gold  rather  than  the  fmaller  •,  and  they  have 
gone  on  in  ufmg  this  advantage,  till  half  die  money 
we  have  at  leaft  is  in  4/.  pieces,  which  are  of  no 
fervice  at  the  market,  and  in  all  lefler  tranfaftions  of 
trade ;  and  the  next  fpecics  with  us  is  the  40 J.  picce^ 
and  to  be  fure  above  three  quarters  of  our  money  is 
in  thofe  twa  (pecies,  and  without  Ibme  remedy  we 
(hall  in  two  or  three  years  have  fcarcc  any  money 
but  4/.  pieces. 

And  there  is  another  inconvenience  that  follows 
from  our  fcarcity  of  filver,  that  we  fuffer  from  2  to 
tiprcent.  in  the  exchange,  and  are  really  pafd  ib 
much  lefs  in  the  price  of  what  we  fell  to  foreign  mer- 
chants, and  lofe  fo  much  in  paying  for  what  goods 
we  buy  from  abroad. 

And  it  is  certain  that  all  the  noblemen  and  gentle- 
men of  this  country,  who  live  in  En^land^  fofe  from 
2  to  ^i  per  cent,  in  the  remittances  of  their  money 
to  England^  which  is  ufed  as  a  popqlar  argument 
agaipft  the  propofed  redudtion,  that  the  abfentees 
will  get  fo  much  per  cent,  by  it ;  whilft  they  will 
not  confider  that  the  nation  at  prcfent  lofes  five  times 
iB  much  in  the  export  and  import  of  goods,  and  the 
ifl&fentees  will  gain  by  this  reduftion  of  the  cx- 
ohtnge. 

;  Now  th^  remedy  wei  propofe  in  our  rcpref^ntation 
to  his  Majefty,  ia  a  very  eafy  and  obvious  one,  that 
#e  may  have  leave  to  reduce  oi^lp  gold,  to  go  for  as 
mudi  En^UJk  filver  as  it  is  worth(^  tn  proportion  to 
thegurinee  going  for 'aw.  E«^tjb\  ancf  accordingly 
we  have  calculated  what  we  reckon  the  feveral 
fpecies  of  gold  ought  to  go  for,  according  to  their 
w»eight  and  finenefe,  in  MJb  money  valuing  an  En^- 
UJb  (hilling  at  i^d.  jrijb ;  and  taget  rid  as  n^uch  as 
we  can  of  the  IftPger  pieces  of  fbrcigrr  gold,  we  have 
fet  the  lefler  pieeet  aBout  a^  penny  a  piepe  above  their 
value  in  refpeft  of  the  larger  piece  above  them.  And 

this 
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this  reduction  of  the  gold  is  the  more  reafonable^  be- 
cauie  gold  has  in  effedt  reduced  itfelf  the  6  d.  in  the 
pound  we  propofe  in  our  fcheme,  fince  6  d,  is  about 
the  middle  price  that  is  paid  to  get  20  s.  in  filver. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  it  would  be  abfolutely  right 
when  we  are  reducing,  to  reduce  the  Englijb  (hilling 
to  i%d.  which  it  went  for  here  before  the  recoining 
of  the  filver  in  King /jf^/Z/ww's  time  ;  but  as  the  (hilling 
is  in  effect  the  meafure  of  all  payments,  and  as  th^ 
Et^li/b  (hilling  has  gone  fo  long  for  i^d.  we  think 
that  cannot  be  done  without  an  a£t  of  parliament 
to  fettle  an  anfwerable  reduAion  in  the  rents  and 
debts. 

Our  bankers  and  remitters  here  continue  to  make 
great  oppofition  to  this  redudion,  fince  our  prefcnt 
inequaUty  of  gold  and  filver  is  an  article  of  great  pro- 
fit to  thofe  through  whofe  hands  all  the  money  of 
this  nation  pafles ;  and  we  make  no  doubt  but  they 
will,  by  their  partners  and  correfpondents  in  England^ 
make  what  oppofition  they  can  to  the  fcheme  pro- 
po(ed  by  the  council^  and  v/e  apprehend  they  may 
think  it  worth  their  while  to  advance  money,. if  they 
can  find  pcrfons  to  take  it  among  the  number  thro' 
whofe  hands  this  affair  muft  pafs,  to  obftruft  it;  and 
that  many  merchants  who  deal  in  Irelmd  will  join  with 
them,  to  keep  up  the  advantage  they  have  by  the  ex-^ 
change  being  always  from  2  to  2t  per  cent,  againft 
us.         . 

But  as  we  afe  almoin  on  the  brink  of  ruin,  by  the 
prefent  unhappy  ftate  of  our  money,  and  as  by  the 
farther  want  of  filver,  and  the  increafe  of  our  larger 
pieces  of  gold,  our  linen  manufadture  muft  (bon  decay, 
and  our  inland  trade  be  at  a  ftand  ;  I  moft  earnefl- 
ly  beg  of  you  to  give  us  your  utmoft  afliftance  on 
this  occafion  to  have  our  gold  reduced,  and  put  us  in 
a  pofTibility  of  carrying  on  our  trade  and  manufac- 
tureis;,  by  having  a  tolerable  proportion  of  filver, 
without  ^hich  wo  muA  (boa  be  a  ruined  nation.

I  have  now  explained  our  reafons  and  views  in  the 
fcheme  we  propofed  for  reducing  gold,  but  if  wc 
have  been  any  ways  miftaken  in  our  calculations, 
thofe  errors  will  be  eafily  correAed  by  the  abler  hands 
this  affair  muft  pafs  through  in  England. 

In  relation  to  the  other  branch  of  our  fcheme,  about 
raifing  the  price  of  foreign  filver,  I  believe  there  will 
be  great  room  for  amendment.  It  was  a  fcheme  more 
come  into  to  gratify  the  bankers  and  merchant  re- 
mitters, who  clamoured  for  it,  and  by  vrhat  I  can 
learn,  they  have  mifinformed  us  about  the  price  of 
foreign  bullion,which  they  affirmed  to  be  55.  j\.id. 
Englt/b  per  ounce;  whereas  I  have  been  fince  told  it 
has  not  been  above  55.  3  i.  per  ounce  for  two  years 
pall ;  but  this  will  be  before  thofe  who  know  how 
the  fadt  is. 

The  great  thing  we  want  is,  the  redudtion  of  our 
gold,  which  I  beg  we  may  obtain  leave  to  do  by  your 
powerful  intervention. 

The  importance  of  the  affair  to  this  nation,  and 
your  goodnefs,  will  I  hope,  excufe  the  length  of  this 
letter  *.

♦  This  letter  in  fome  time  produced  the  defired  effe^^  which 
was  looked  upon  by  the  Lord  Primate  and  bis  friends,  as  the  mod 
ufefui,  and  therefore  the  moft  important  tranfadtion  of  his  life.  It 
is  fcarce  conceiveable,  conitdering  the  clearnefs  of  the  cafe,  what 
a  bitter  opppfition  was  made  by  I&ao  ^%mft  and  others ;  and  how 

poorly 
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evil  in  my  Lord  Carterefs  time,  your  Lordfhip  is  fo 
well  acquainted  with,  that  I  need  not  repeat  them ; 
all  that  I  need  inform  your  Lordfhip  of  is,  that  the 
evil  has  gcme  increafing  as  it  could  not  but  do,  but 
with  one  unhappy  circumftance  that  was  not  appre- 
hended when  I  talked  with  your  Lordfhip  on  that  fub- 
jedk,  which  is,  that  one  half  of  our  money  here  at  leaft, 
is  in  4/,  pieces,  fome  think  three  quarters;  but  by 
the  bed:  accounts  I  think  there  can  be  little  lefs  than 
three  quarters  in  them  and  40  j.  pieces,  fo  that  the 
bulk  of  our  money  is  ufelefs  at  markets,  and  for  pay- 
ing all  the  manuradturers ;  4^.  is  the  loweft  price 
that  is  paid  for  20  i.  filver,  and  very  often  zs.  %d.

in  the  piece,  that  lofs  is  but  fmgle  upon  a  larger,  but 
is  repeated  in  the  number  of  lefler  pieces  that  make 
up  the  fame  value,  e.g,  it  can  be  but  zd.  on  4/. 
but  it  may  be  id.  on  four  20s.  and  i6d.  on  eight 
10  J.  pieces.  We  have  leflened  this  lofs  in  our  fcheme 
by  propofing  to  make  ufe  of  the  half  quarter,  and 
allowing  i  d.  for  that,  fo  that  where  the  lofs  ufed  to 
be  2  d,  for  not  turning  the  fcale,  it  will  be  but  i  d, 
for  the  future.

ting  the  foreign  gold  at  the  proportional  value  that 
the  guinea  has  to  the  (hilling  in  £nglund^  agreeably 
to  the  fcheme  formerly  intended  in  the  council,  only 
that  to  obviate  an  inconvenience  not  obCervec}  before^ 
we  propofe  giving  about  a  p^nfty  advantage  tO  every 
lower  piece  of  gold,  in  rtfpedt  to  the  piece  imniedi-^ 
ately  above  it. 

The  bankers  and  remitters  have  raifed  the  fame 
clamour  a?  formerly  againit  it^  and  the  rt\ol&,  popular 
plea  againft  it  is,  that  this  reduction  of  the  gold  will 
fall  the  exchange  at  leaft  2  per  cent,  which  will  tufn 
to  the  advantage  of  the  abfentees.  I  have  endeavour- 
ed to  fatisfy  them  that  if  the  abfentees  get  z  per  cM. 
by  this  redudion^  the  nation  will  get  z  per  cent,  in  all 
their  exports  and  imports,  which  will  be  four  or  five 
times  as  much  is  the  abfctitees  will  gain  by  this  rc- 
dudion :  but  all  arguments  are  nothing  ^ainft  the 
prepoffeffions  of  the  bankers. 

As  I  know  your  Lordfliip's  concern  for  the  good

run  into  thofe  pieces,  and  in  a  little  time  we  (hall 
hardly  have  any  other  money.  If  we  continue  in  this 
cafe,  our  linen  manufacture  muft  decline,  and  our  in- 
land trade  every  day  fink. 

'  It  already  cofts  trom  4  ^.  to  8  d.  or  gd,  in  the 
pound  to  get  filver,  fo  that  what  we  defire  to  re- 
duce gold  to  by  proclamation,  is  in  reality  already 
done. 

I  (hall  not  run  through  the  particulars,  becaufe 
they  are  fuflSciently  explained  in  our  memorial,  and 
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the  remedies.  But  I  muft  b^  your  Grace  to  help 
us  to  have  orders  for  the  proclamation,  or  we  muft 
be  a  ruined  people  foon.

Englijb  pr  ounce  y  but  I  am  fince  af- 
fured  that  for  two  or  three  years  paft^  it  has  hardly 
reached  55.  2\  d.  per  ounce  ^  and  if  this  be  the  cafe, 
I  muft  beg  leave  to  deftre  that  the  redu^ion  of  the 
gold  may  go  on  without  any  alteration  of  the  preient 
proclamation  price  of  foreign  filver,  or  that  at  the 
higheft  it  may  not  be  fet  higher  than  at  ^s^zid.  per 
ounce,  or  5  5.  3  d.  Englijb  at  moft.

.  9.  I  am  fenf}blo(it  is  a  difad vantage  to  have  foreign 
cpinfi  current  as  money  by  .weight,  but  abfolutc 
ruiof  to  have  them  current  .by-  tale ;  .and?  therefore 
could  wifh  we  had  as  little  of  theni  as  i!nay  be. 

'^  In  our  cafe,  fbreiga  gOld  is  neceflary^  but  I  would 
gladly  prevent  foreign  filver  .from  being  fet  at  fuch 
a  price  as  to  makQ  it  worth^ol)r  bankers  while  to 
exchange  our  gold  for  foreign  fflver,  by  raifing  it, 
ais  they  have  already  changecf  alLour  filver  fpr.^d, 
by  tailing  that. 

As  for  the  affair  of  a  coinage  of  filver  at  the  tower, 

for  the  ufe  of  this  country,  it  is  what  will  require 

-  mature 
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mature  confideration,  and  is  more  than  I  (hall  pre- 
tend to  fpeak  to  on  fafliort  a  warning. 

As  you  know  our  preient  diftrcfs  for  want  of 
change,  I  muft  beg  of  you  to  prefs  the  reduction  of 
our  gold^  if  poi&ble,  before  his  Majefty's  return, 
after  which  it  will  not  be  eafy  to  get  the  council  to 
attend  to  Irifh  affairs :  and  if  our  Giver  is  raifed^  I 
/beg  it  may  not  exceed  the  middle  value  of  foreign 
filver  coin ;  but  I  could  heartily  wifh  the  foreigi 
filver  were  left  as  it  is,  and  then  a  fmall  pittance  of 
Englijb  filver  money  with  the  copper  would  anfwer 
Qur  purpofe*

AS. your  Lordihip  thoroughly  knows  the  difbdis 
we  are  in  for  want  of  iUver,  and  the  advantigB 
the  bankers  make  of  the  in^uality  of  our  gold  and 
filver  \  and  as  the  repreieiitaticHi  ofthe  council  here  is 
now  before  the  officers  of  the  mint,  I  muft  beg  of 
your  Lordfhip  to  follow  this  af!air  clofe  widi  Mr. 
Omduity  and  get  a  report  from  the  mint,  and  after- 
wards to  forward  that  bufmefs  before  the  committee 
of  council,  that  if  poflible,  we  may  receive  thenccet 
fary  orders  before  his  Majefty*s  return  ;  after  which, 
I  fear  we  muft  expe£t  but  tittle  dispatch  in  any  Irijb 
aftair  from  the  miniftry^  tiH*the  feflion  of^rliament 
is  over  in  Etigland. 

By  what  I  can  learn,  they  have  no  difficulty  at  all 
at  the  mint  about  the  reduftion  of  god,  but  about 
the  filver  they  feeip  at  a  lofs  how  to  take  any  notice 
of  a  letter  I  fent  to  any  Lord  Lieutenant  on  that  fub- 
jedl,  to  ftiew  that  we  had  over-rated  foreign  filver  in 
our  reprefentation,  and  rather  to  wifh  nothing  wai 
done  about  the  filver  coins ;  which  letter  my  Lord 
Lieutenant  has  communicated  to  them,  but  it. was  not 
referred  to  them  by  the  council  As  to  that,  I  would 
obferve,  that  I  do  not  apprehend  there  is  any  occafian 
of  any  notice  being  taken  of  that  letter  in  their  report 
from  the  mint ;  but  if  that  fuggefts  any  hints  to  them 
that  may  be  of  ufe,  they  may  make  ufe  of  them  as 
of  any  other  knowledge  they  have  in  that  affair :  and 
there  is  the  more  room  for  it,  becaufe  in  our  repre- 
fentation we  obferve,  that  in  ouf  calculations  we 
reckoned  5^.  i^id.  Englijb  as  the  middle  price  of 
foreign  filver,  but  refer  ourfelves  to  the  mint  as  know- 
ing that  better  than  wCsdo. 

Ifind 
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I  find  likewife  that  it  is  fuggefted  on  the  other  fide 
that  gs.  ^id.  is  the  middle  price  of  filver  in  bar% 
but  diat  of  late,  becaufe  of  their  being  fomewhat 
bafer  than  formerly,  the  price  of  pieces  of  eight  has 
been  from  $s.  2d.  to  $  s.  ^id,  per  ounce,  and  that 
therefore  there  ought  to  be  a  diflindlion  between  old 
and  new  pieces  of  eight,  and  that  the  old  at  leaft  may 
be  fet  at  5  j.  4,  id.  per  ounce. 

To  this  I  obferve,  that  we  (hall  not  eaiily  bring  die 
people  here  to  know  the  old  from  the  new  pieces  of 
eight,  and  that  we  are  not  fixing  the  price  of  filver  in 
bars,  but  of  foreign  filver  coin. 

They  fay  they  do  not  find  any  calculation  of  die 
*  Leopold,  Maximilian^  &a  dollars,  among  any  of  Sir 
Jfaac  I^Tewton's  calculations,  and  therefore  think  they 
are  not  to  be  met  with  in  England.  On  this  I  obferve, 
that  we  have  none  of  them  now  in  Ireland^  and  if 
diey  have  none  of  them  in  England^  diey  may  veiy 
fiifely  be  omitted,  for  we  only  put  them  in  becaute 
they  were  in  former  proclamations  here,  when  they 
were  more  common. 

What  /your  Lordfliip  and  I  both  think  is,  that  it 
were  to  be  wilhed  that  by  degrees  the  gold  and  filver 
current  here,  was  chiefly  gold  and  Silver  Englijh  coin: 
that  if  our  gold  was  reduced  we  rtiight  hope  to  get 
rid  of  our  prefent  inundation  of  foreign  gold  ;  and 
that  there  is  a  neceflity  of  not  over- valuing  foreign  fil- 
ver poins,  which  will  make  it  worth  the  bankers  while 
to  carry  out  our  gold  and  over-run  us  with  filver  coins 
from  abroad.  And  the  fureft  way  of  preventing  that 
would  be  by  leaving  the  foreign  filver  coins  at  their 
prefent  value  here  ^  but  if  fomewhat  mufl:  be  done  a- 
bout  them^  I  hope  they  will  not  be  fet  higher  than  at 
the  rate  of  5  i.  2  i  rf.  or  5  i.  z  i  d.  Englijh  per  ounces 
which  I  hope  would  not  hurt  us.

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I  (hould  not  have  troubled  your  Lordftip  with  fo, 
kmg  a  letter,  but  that  I  know  your  heart  is  thoroughly

WE  defired  it  mt^t  be  reduced  according  to  die 
value  of  the  EngUJb  guinea. 

We  defired  that  the  lefler  fpecies  of  each  fort  of 
gold  might  have  about  half  a  grain  advantage  allow- 
ed to  make  it  worth  while  rather  to  import  the  leffcr 
pieces  than  the  greater  pieces. 

But  if  it  be  confiderod  that  the  leaft  want  of  foil 
weight  caufes  a  dedudion  of  a  grain  according  to  the 
prefent  way  of  allowing  for  a  grain,  and  half  a  grain 
according  to  what  we  propofed  in  our  application  to 
his  'Majefly,  it  is  poffible  a  little  more  (hould  be  al- 
lowed ;  fince  to  exemplify  in  the  4  /.  piece,  thou^ 
the  405.  piece  be  fct  half  a  grain  lower  than  half  tte 
weight  of  the  4I.  piece,  yet  this  does  little  more 
than  anfwer  the  allowance  of  half  a  grain  for  any 
want  of  weight  in  a  4  /.  piece,  and  of  two  half  grains 
for  the  leaft  want  of  weight  in  two  4  s.  pieces ;  and 
fo  of  the  other  leffer  pieces  in  that  and  other  fpecies. 

But  at  the  fame  time,  if  too  much  be  allowed  for 
the  fmall  pieces,  diey  mW  be  imported  inftead  of 
filver.

WE  have  from  the  reprefentation  of  the  mer- 
chants and  bankers,  dnd  from  what  was  thd 
middle  price  of  foreign  filver  or  bullion  at  London^ 
when  we  were  endeavouring  to  make  application  bei 
fore,  defired  to  fet  foreign  filver  at  ^s.  j^d.  per  ounce 
Englijb  ;  but  I  have  fined  learned  that  foreign  filver  iii 
England  fince  the  year  1728,  has  feldofn  been  higher 
than  5  s.  ^id.  EngUjb  per  ounde,  and  never  higher 
than  5  J.  3  ^.  Englijh  per  ounce. 

But  if  foreign  filver  be  worth  at  the  higheft  but 
5  s.  3  d.  Englijb  per  ounce,  and  we  have  made  our 
calculations  upon  5  j.  4^.  there  will  be  a  profit  of 
i  /.  5  A  4</.  &c.  decimals  in  importing  100 1  Englijb 
in  foreign  filver; 

If  foreign  filver  be  worth  but  5  j.  a,  id.  Englijb  pet 
ounce,  there  will  be  a  profit  of  2  /.  2  decimals  per  cent^ 
by  importing  it, 

And  in  either  cafe  it  will  be  worth  the  bankers 
while  to  change  our  reduced  foreign  gold  into  foreign 
filver  fb  advanced. 

We  have  indeed  referred  this  matter  to  the  confi- 
deration  of  the  mint,  who  can  beft  tell  what  is  the 
middle  price  of  foreign  filver  at  London. 

I  have  fince  our  reprefentation  fent  to  my  l/^tdi 
Lieutenant  a  full  Hate  of  this  matter,  dcfiring  that  if" 
there  are  difficulties  in  this  matter  of  fettling  the  price 
of  foreign  filver,  they  would  drop  this  part  of  our 
application  relating  to  foreign  filver,  and  only  ordei" 
the  redudtion  of  foreign  gold  as  defired.

VH^re  feme  other  vote?  ready  to  have  been  pafled,  one 
particularly  to  fall  on  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequ^^ron 
tt«it  f^lyeft*  which  though  they  were  flopped  by  feme 
of  the  Houfe  that  wer^  wifer,  yet  feem  to  h^ve  intir 
ifii^»te4  that  court  alpioft  a$  jpucb  as  if  thqr  had 
palled.

I  was  told  by  feme  of  fenfe  that  went  the  circuits, 
that  there  was  a  rage  ftirred  up  againft  the  clergy, 
that  they  thought  equalled  any  thing  they  had  feen 
a^inft  the  popifti  priefts,  in  the  moft  dangerous  times 
tfcey  remembered.

hoped  the  clergy  would  let  things  reft  in  the  rnean 

time,   and  as  the  latter  part  or  the  laft  refoliition 

feems  to  pronjife  fomewhat  pf  that  natyre,  the  Bifhops 

thought  it  moft  advifeable  to  p-^rfuade  the  clergy  to 

be  quiet  till  next  feflions,  that  it  might  not  be  faid 

things  would  have  been  amicably  fettled  if  it  had 

not  been  for  the  heat  of  the  clergy.    I  expeft  nothing 

from  them,  but  the  clergy  have  behaved  themfelvcs 

with  a  temper  that  has  furprized  their  enemies.     I 

believe  they  will  bring  in  a  bill  next  feflions,  that  will 

half  ruin  the  clergy  here,  which  there  will  be  no  pof  - 

fibility  qf  flopping  here,  but  I  hope  the  friends  to  the 

conftitution  in  Church  and  State,  will  fink  fuch  bills 

in  the  council  in  England. 

We  generally  fuppofe  this  ferment  is  encouraged 
from  JSnglandi  as  are  our  great  out-cries  for  a  com* 
mon-wealth.  What  things  will  end  in  God  only 
knows,  but  I  am  very  much  furprized  to  hear  from

YOUR  Grace  will  be  fo  good  as  to  exciife  my 
putting  you  in  mind  of  an  affair  now  de- 
pending in  the  Treafuiy^  relating  to  the  reduftion  of 
our  gold.  We  are  in  the  laft  diftrefs  for  want  of 
filver  in  all  the  lower  parts  of  bufinefs,  there  being  a 
profit  of  2  i  per  cent,  by  bringing  Portugal  gold  here 
rather  than  filver,  and  the  fame  lofs  by  carrying  gold 
from  hence  rather  than  filver,  {o  that  what  filver  we 
had  has  been  ftill  exporting,  and  the  return  of  our

He  is  deputy  to  the 
Vice-Treafurers  of  this  kingdom,  and  one  of  the  moft 
ufefiil  of  his  Majefty's  fervants  here ;  as  your  Grace 
will  be  fully  fatisfied,  when  you  do  us  the  honour  to 
be  with  us. 

There  is  nobody  here  more  againft  increafing  the 
number  of  privy-counfellors  than  I  am,  who  diink 
they  are  by  much  too  numerous ;  but  it  is  becaufe 
many  have  been  brought  in  there  without  any  know- 
ledge of  bufinefs,  or  particular  attachment  to  his  Ma- 
jefty's fervice,  merely  for  being  members  of  either 
Houfe  of  Parliament ;  but  we  want  fuch  an  one  as 
Mr.  Gardiner  there,  to  help  to  keep  others  in  order, 
as  he  is  moft  zealoufly  attached  to  his  Majefty  by  af- 
fcdlion  as  well  as  by  intereft,  and  is  a  thorough  man 
of  bttfmefs,  and  of  great.weight  in  this  country ;  and 
I  find  he  will  not  be  the  firft  in  his  poft  of  deputy  that 
has  been  a  member  of  the  privy  council.  And  if 
your  Grace  pleafes,  I  ftiould  be  glad  the  King's  letter 
were  fent  as  foon  as  you  think  proper,  for  his  admif- 
fion,  that  he  may  be  of  the  council  when  the  reduc- 
tion of  the  gold  comes  on ;  though  I  think,  if  his 
Majefty's  commands  are  very  exprels  on  that  occafion, 
none  will  prefume  to  make  the  leaft  oppofition. 

I  have  formerly  troubled  the  Duke  of  Dor/ei  about 
Mr.  Gardiner's  affair,  and  to  his  Grace  I  refer  your 
lx)rdftiip  to  be  more  fully  informed  of  Mr.  Gardiner's 
character,  and  of  what  fervice  he  may  be  to  his  Ma- 
jefty in  the  council. 

I  beg  pardon  for  having  trefpaffed  fo  long  on  your 
Grace's  patiece,  but  I  hope  from  your  own  gcodnefs 
and  from  my  fincere  intention  to  ferve  his  Majefty 
in  what  I  have  written,  I  may  obtain  your  Grace's  ex- 
cufe.

him» 
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him.     And   your  joint  recomnnendations  to  his  Ma- 
jefty  cannot  tail  of  procuring  us  his  bounty. 

His  Majefty  has  been  formerly  acquainted  with 
our  intentions,  and  exprefled  his  approbation  of  our 
defign.  Her  Majefty  has  likewife  been  dpplied  to, 
and  is  difpofed  to  aflift  us  with  her  bounty,  but  as  I 
am  informed,,  is  willing  rather  to  follow  hts  Majefty's 
example  than  to  be  before  hand  with  him-  And 
there  are  fcveral  perfons  of  quality  and  worth  about 
the  court,  who  have  exprefled  their  readinefs  to  fol- 
low the  royal  example. 

Your  Grace  moft  thoroughly  knows  the  unhappy 
ignorance  and  bigotry  to  popery  under  which,  tiie 
greateft  part  of  this  nation  labours  ;  and  the  exccf- 
live  idlenefs  they  are  addidted  to.  And  I  am  fure 
the  pufh  now  made  by  this  fociety  in  erefking  work- 
ing fchools  for  the  education  of  the  children  of  poor 
papifts,  as  well  as  of  the  meaneft  of  the  proteftants, 
both  in  chriftian  knowledge  and  fome  ufeful  bufinefs, 
is  the  moft  rational  method  that  has  yet  been  at- 
tempted to  bripg  about  any  reformation  in  this  na- 
tion. 

And  we  find  that  as  our  defign  is  more  known  here 
and  our  fund  increafes,  gentlemen,  from  the  feveral 
parts  of  the  kingdom  are  daily  making  prbpolals  of 
giving  us  land  and  other  afliftance  to  fettle  fuch  work- 
ing fchools  on  their  eftates. 

And  I  make  no  doubt  but  when  we  are  once  fallen 
into  a  well  fettled  metfiod  of  managing  thefe  fchools, 
and  have  fo  far  multiplied  them  that  the  good  efFefts 
of  them  are  vifible  in  the  feveral  parts  of  the  kingdom, 
the  Commons  here  \yili  very  readily  aflift  the  good 
defign. with  an  annual  fund. 

But  this  muft  be  a  work  of  time,  and  will  require 
the  afliftance  of  voluntary  contributions  to  bring 
about,  which  cannot  be  better  promoted  than  by  his 
Majefty's  gracious  exirhple  j  which  I  hope  will  not

I  Am  very  forry  for  the  occafion  I  have  to  trouble 
you.     But  as  it  is  what  the  King's  intereft  and 
-  the  peace  of  the  publick  here  arc  very  much  con- 
cerned in^  I  doubt  not  of  your  excufe  for  my  fo 
doing. 

You  have  heard  frorn  others  of  the  warmth  of 
the  Houfe  of  Commons  laft  feflion  againft  the  de- 
mands made  by  the  clergy  of  agiftment,  and  pro- 
bably may  have  read  the  votes  pafled  there  on  that 
occanon. 

Several  of  the  clergy  had  fued  for  agiftment,  and 
the  courts  of  juftice  here  had  determined  in  their 
favour,  and  the  claim  in  general  was  fo  eftablifhed, 
that  the  only  controverfy  in  the  feveral  fuits  for  fomc 
time,  had,  been  about  the  number  of  cattle,  and  the 
cjuota  to  be  paid  for  them:  it  has  been  decided  to 
be  due  by  common  law  5  it  has  indeed  been  faid  on 
the  other  fide^  that  the  ql^im  is  new,  and  fo  it  is  in

N  3  fome 
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fome  parts  of  the  kingdom,  but  has  been  regularly 
paid  in  the  north,  where  things  have  been  bell  and 
fooneft  fettled.  But  the  cafe  of  the  clergy  here  is 
very  different  from  that  in  England^  which  has  been 
the  very  antient  ufage  is  hard  to  fay ;  but  fince  the 
reformation,  whilft  the  lands  were  moftly  in  popifli 
hands,  the  clergy  took  what  they  could  get  thank- 
fully, and  very  few  ever  went  near  their  livings  to  do 
duty.  That  I  do  not  look  upon  law  to  have  bad  a 
free  courfe  here  till  fince  the  reformation,  and  from 
thence  to  have  gradually  come  to  the  knowledge  of 
people.  Without  this  tythe  there  are  whole  pariftics 
where  there  is  no  provifion  for  the  minifter  :  but  we 
do  not  defire  to  be  judges,  but  that  our  rights  may 
ftand  on  the  fame  bottom  as  thofe  of  other  fubjedls, 
and  the  judges  not  be  intimidated  by  votes  of  either 
Houfe  of  Parliament  from  doing  us  juftice,  if  we 
feck  for  it. 

As  a  great  part  of  the  gentry  entered  into  aflbcia^ 
.  tions  not  to  pay  for  agiftment  to  the  clergy,  and  to 
make  a  common  purfe  in  each  county  to  fppport  any 
one  there  that  fliould  be  fued  for  agiftment,  and  were 
undcrftood  by  the  common  people  every  where  to  be 
ready  to  diftrefs  the  clergy  all  manner  of  ways,  in 
their  other  rights,  if  they  offered  to  fue  for  agiftment, 
it  was  thou^t  advifeable.to  hinder  as  much  as  we 
Bilhops  could,  any  of  the  clergy  from  carrying  on  or 
commencing  any  fuits  on  that  bead  for  a  time  ;  and 
the  more  fo,  as  feveral  perfons  among  the  Commons 
of  more  wifdom  and  temper,  promifcd  to  think  of 
fome  reafonable  accommodation  in  this  af&ir  againft: 
another  feffion. 

But  though  the  clergy  have  been  quiet,  and  behav- 
ed themfelves  during  this  interval  with  a  temper  that 
has  furprifed  their  adverfaries,  yet  I  cannot  find  any 
.  of  the  laity  have  thought  of  any  the  leaft  reafonable 
iL  rnethod  of  compounding  matters,  but  the  bul)c  of 
B^hem  reckon  they  have  by  the  votes  made  laft  f^on 
^m^*  carried 
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carried  this  {x>int9  and  are  thereby  animated  to  make 
new^  attacks  on  other  rights  bf  the  clergy.  I  have  in 
vain  reprefented  to  feveral  of  them  that  in  the  fouth 
and  weft  of  Ireland  by  deftroying  the  tithe  of  agift- 
ment,  they  naturally  difcourage  tillage,  and  thereby 
ieflen  the  number  of  people,  and  raife  the  price  of 
provifions,  and  render  thofe  provinces  incapable  of 
carrying  on  the  linnen  manufadlure,  for  which  they 
fo  much  envy  the  north  of  this  kingdom. 

It  is  certain  that  by  running  into  cattle  the  nurn- 
bers  of  people  arp  decreafing  in  thofe  parts,  and  moft 
of  their  youth  out  of  bufmefs,  and  difpofed  to  lift  in 
foreign  fervice  for  bread,  as  there  is  no  employment 
for  them  at  home,  where  two  or  three  hands  can  look 
after  forafe  hundreds  of  acres  ftocked  with  cattle,  and 
by  this  means  a  great  part  of  our  churches  are  ne-^ 
gledked,  in  many  places  five^  fix,  or  feven  parilhes 
(denominations  we  commonly  call  them)  beftowed  on 
one  incumbent,  who  perhdps  with  all  his  tithes  fcarce 
gets  an  hundred  a  year. 

I  muft  on  this  occafion  not  only  obferve  the  illega* 
lity  pf  thefe  aflbciations,  but  the  danger  of  them  to 
the  government,  and  efpecially  to  any  adts  of  parlia* 
ment  paffed  in  England  relating  to  this  country,  which 
may  be  efteemed  hardfliips  here,  fince  I  do  not  well 
fee,  if  this  humour  goes  on,  how  fuch  afts  can  be 
put  in  execution  here.  And  how  far  and  to  what: 
other  purpofes  fuch  aflbciations  may  in  time  extend,  I 
do  not  pretend  to  judge,  but  I  find  in  fome  counties 
they  already  begin  to  form  aflbciations  againft  what 
they  own  due  to  the  clergy,  but  they  are  encouraged 
by  the  fuccefs  of  this  firft  attempt  to  go  on  to  further 
fteps.  The  humour  of  clans  and  confederacies  is 
neither  fo  well  underftood  nor  felt  in  England  as  it 
is  here. 

But  by  difcourfes  dropt  among  people  and  by  fbme 
papers  Handed  about,  there  arc  other  undoubted  rights 
dF  the  clergy,  that  are  defigned  to  be  voted  away  one 
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ftftcr  another,  or  taken  away  by  new  laws,  if  they 
are  permitted  to  go  on,  and  I  find  we  Biihops  are 
threatened  to  have  our  fines  if  not  part  of  our  eftates 
taken  from  us.  I  need  not  on  this  occafion  obferve 
what  a  fupport  the  Bifliops  with  the  weight  of  their 
eftates  and  power  are  to  the  crown,  both  here  and  in 
England ;  but  I  rauft  obferve  that  they  are  of  more 
immediate  confequence  here,  to  keep  up  the  juft  de- 
pendence of  this  nation  on  the  crown  and  kingdom  of 
England^  which  too  many  here  are  difpofed,  if  poflible, 
to  throw  off,  daily  complaining  of  it  as  an  almoft  in- 
fupportable  burthen. 

I  cannot  accufe  the  bulk  of  the  proteftants  except 
the  Scots  in  die  north  here,  of  being  enemies  to  cpif- . 
copacy  and  the  eftabliflied  clergy  as  fuch,  but  fome 
gentlemen  have  let  their  lands  fo  high,  that  without 
robbing  the  clergy  of  their  juft  dues,  they  are  fatisfi* 
ed  their  rents  can  hardly  be  paid  ;  and  others  fell  in 
with  them,  that  they  may  be  able  to  raife  their  lands 
as  high ;  and  the  controverfy  here  is,  not  whether  the 
farmer  ftiall  be  eafed  of  an  unreafonable  burthen,  but 
whether  the  parfon  (hall  have  his  due,  or  the  landlord 
a  greater  rent.  Some  hope  they  might  come  in  for 
plunder,  if  the  Bifhops  were  ftripped,  and  moft  of  the 
needy  gentry  here  envy  to  fee  the  BiJhops  by  a  proper 
firugality,  though  not  without  a  decent  hofpitality  eafy 
in  their  circumftances. 

Againft  any  attacks  of  this  nature  we  (hall  prepare 
to  make  as  good  a  provifion  for  defence  as  we  can ; 
we  (hall  not  be  wanting  in  our  endeavours  with  thofe 
of  weight  in  the  Houfe,  and  that  are  capable  of  any 
moderation,  to  prevent  any  new  attempts  on  the  rights 
of  the  clergy,  without  bringing  on  an  attack  by 
haftily  raifing  a  clamour  that  we  are  going  to  be  at-* 
tacked.  But  our  great  and  only  powerful  defence 
under  the  divine  providence,  is  from  the  prpteAion 
pf  his  Majefty,  firom  whofe  goodnels  we  would  hope 
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to  be  defended  in  our  juft  rights  in  common  with  our 
fellow  fubjeds. 

And  I  would  hope  that  if  fome  difcouragcment 
from  the  crown  were  given  to  what  is  fo  unreafonable 
and  unjuft  itfelf,  and  mud  raife  the  greateft  heats  and 
animofities  amongft  us,  and  give  the  utmoft  encour- 
agement to  the  papifts  to  fee  protcftants  fo  violently 
attacking  their  own  clergy  ;  and  that  palling  the  next 
feffions  quietly  would  with  fuch  difcountenances  very 
raiich  cool  and  balk  the  defignsof  the  ill  intentioned, 
I  cannot  but  make  it  my  requeft,  that  you  would  be 
fo  kind  as  to  recommend  us  to  his  Majefty's  protedki- 
on,  which  he  has  gracioufly  declared  in  his  fpeeches  to 
parliament  he  would  afford  our  brethren  of  England^ 
and  that  when  my  Lord  Lieutenant  comes  to  receive 
his  inftrudtions  from  his  Majefty  before  his  fetting  out 
for  his  government  here,  he  may  be  diredted  by  his 
Majefty  to  fignify  in  what  way  (hall  be  thought  moft 
proper,  that  the  clergy  may  enjoy  their  legal  rights, 
jand  that  his  Majefty  will  be  gracioufly  difpofed  to 
protedt  them  therein  from  all.unjuft  attacks. 

By  a  paper  of  queries  handed  about  it  looks  as  if 
fome '  gentlemen  defigned  to  have  a  committee  ap- 
j)ointed  to  examine  into  the  behaviour  of  the  Bifhops 
and  clergy  in  their  paftoral  cures  :  I  muft  own  we  are 
not  faints,  nor  are  we  the  greateft  of  fmners ;  but 
what  a  committee  fet  on  foot  by  fuch  as  have  the 
views  there  is  reafon  to  fear  too  npany  have,  may  vote 
concerning  our  condudt,  is  eafily  gueflcd  in  general ; 
and  I  hope  will  make  no  bad  imprefllon  againft  us 
with  the  unprejudiced.  But  at  the  fame  time  I  can- 
not but  heartily  wifli  that  thefe  meafures  may  be  pre- 
vented, which  I  have  great  reafon  to  believe  are  fet 
on  foot  from  England^  and  defigned  to  be  followed 
there^  if  they  meet  with  fuccefs  and  encouragement 
tiere,    I  am.

I  Am  fatisfied  there  is  no  occafion  of  fuggefting  to 
your  Grace,  that  the  Church  of  England  and  Ireland 
are  (b  interwoven  in  point  of  intereft,  that  one  cannot 
fufFer,  but  the  other  will  foon  fall  into  the  fame  dif- 
trefs.  Your  own  goodnefs  and  concern  for  a  fifter 
church,  would  fufficiently  engage  you  to  help  us  in 
our  diftrefe,  though  we  were  fure  the  example  would 
not  be  followed  on  your  fide  of  the  water. 

This  makes  me  apply  to  your  Lordfhip  in  our  pre- 
fent  and  our  apprehended  diftrefs.  The  Houfe  of 
Commons  here  attacked  the  tithe  of  agiftment  laft 
feffion,  and  by  their  votes  have  fo  far  intimidated  the 
Judges  and  the  Clergy,  that  they  have  carried  on  no 
iuits  fince,  and  efpecially  to  prevent  any  further  ill 
confequences ;  as  the  gentry  here  have  almoft  univer-. 
lally  entered  into  an  aflbciation  to  fupport  any  perfbn 
fued  on  that  account  by  a  common  purfe  in  every 
county ;  and  as  they  threatened  to  diftrefs  the  clergy 
in  all  their  other  rights,  if  they  offered  to  fue  for 
agiftment.  But  though  fome  were  for  venturing  all 
this,  and  fuing  for  what  in  the  courts  here  has  been 
declared  to  be  their  right,  yet  as  fome  grave  men  in 
that  Houfe  promifed  to  think  of  fome  temper  to  re- 
concile the  laity  and  clergy  on  that  point  by  fome 
reafonable  compofition  to  be  enafted  this  feffion,  we 
prevailed  on  all  the  clergy  to  fit  quiet.  But  inftead 
of  any  fuch  propofal,  the  generality  of  the  laity  are 
encouraged  to  make  farther  attempts  on  the  rights  of 
the  clergy  ;  and  feveral  in  their  difcourfes  and,  fome 
Queries  Uiat  are  handed  about  in  writing  feem  to  de- 
ngn  taking  away  fome  undoubted  rights  of  the  clergy, 
fuppofing  the  tithe  of  agiftment  not  due  in  fome  parts 
of  the  kingdom  where  it  has  not  been  demanded  till 

lately,

lately,  and  among  other  things  they  feem  to  defign 
taking  away  from  Biftiopa,  if  not  part  of  their  lands, 
yet  at  leaft  all  fines.  How  much  the  crown  would 
fufFer,  if  fuch  things  go  on,  by  lofing  the  weight  the 
Bifliops  muft  have,  by  their  eftates  and  authority  at 
prefent,  I  need  only  fuggeft  ;  what  I  have  to  defke  in 
behalf  of  myfelf  and  brethren,  both  on  the  bench  and 
off  of  it,  is  that  you  would  reprefent  our  prefent  ftate 
to  his  Majefty  and  the  miniftry,  that  my  Lord  Lieu- 
tenant when  he  comes  fix>n  to  receive  his  inftrudtions 
from  his  Majefty  before  his  coming  hither,  may  he 
direfted  to  let  it  be  known  here  to  his  Majefty's  fer- 
vants  and  others,  that  it  is  his  Majefty*s  intention  to 
fupport  the  clergy  in  their  juft  rights,  as  he  has  been 
gracioufly  pleafed  to  intimate  in  fome  of  his  fpeechesi 
in  England^  and  that  he  will  take  it'  ill  of  thofe  who 
(hall  attempt  to  raife  heats  and  animofities  here  be- 
tween the  laity  and  the  clergy.  I  have  wrote  to  thei 
fame  purpofe  to  Sir  Robert  Walple^  but  I  make  no 
doubt  but  your  Grace's  reprefen  tat  ions  on  bur  behalf 
will  have  a  much  greater  weight  than  any  fuggeftions 
of  mine.

TH  E  countenance  and  friendfhip  I  have  met  with 
from  your  Grace  ever  fince  I  came  hither,  makes 
ine  give  you  this  new  trouble. 

The  clergy  here  were  laft  feflion  of  parliament  at- 
tacked in  their  rights  by  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  who 
pafled  feveral  votes  againft  them  and  their  right  to 
tithe  of  aglftment.     At  the  fame  time  feveral  ferious 

men 
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men  of  that  Houfe  gave  us  hopes  that  agaitift  the 
next  fefllon  fome  temper  might  be  found  out  to  make 
that  affair  cafy  between  the  clergy  and  laity  ;  but  in- 
ftcad  of  any  hopes  of  doing  fo,  evil  intentioned  per- 
fbns  have  raifed  a  worfe  fpirit  againft  the  clergy  than 
had  been  raifed  then ;  and  if  one  may  guefs  by  fome 
words  dropt  by  fome  perfons,  and  by  a  paper  private- 
ly handed  about,  fome  of  them  are  di^ofed  to  ftrip 
the  Bifhops  of  fome  of  their  lands,  and  the  reft  if 
not  all  the  clergy,  of  feveral  of  their  uncontro verted 
rights.  And  till  this  fpirit  is  laid,  it  is  impdfible  to 
hope  for  any  compromife  about  the  affair  of  agift- 
ment.  I  am  fure  the  oppreffing  the  Bifhops  and 
Clergy  here,  will  be  very  much  to  the  damage  of  the 
Crown,  and  we  hope  it  is  his  Majefty's  intention  to 
defend  us  and  our  rights  as  well  as  our  brethren  in 
England.  And  though  I  hope  it  will  not  be  found  fo 
ea^  a  work  here  to  run  down  the  Clergy,  as  (otat 
imagine,  yet  I  muft  own  their  great  fccurity,  next 
under  the  Divine  Providence,  to  be  in  his  Majefly's 
protedtion;  but  it  would  be  much  better  to  prevent 
any  fuch  attempts  and  the  heats  they  mufl  occafion, 
than  finally  to  defeat  them. 

I  wrote  to  Sir  Robert  IValple  on  this  fubjeft,  and 
defired  that  our  Lord  Lieutenant  might  be  infbrufted 
to  let  it  be  known  here  that  it  was  his  Majefly's  full 
intention  to  protedt  the  Clergy  here  in  their  prefcnt 
juft  rights,  and  that  he  fhould  be  offended  with  fuch 
as  attempted  to  invade  them.  My  requcft  to  yonr 
Grace  is  that  you  would  join  with  Sir  Robert  WdpoU 
in  reprefenting  thefe  matters  to  his  Majefty,  and  ob- 
taining fuch  inftruftions  to  my  Lord  Lieutenant;  and 
that  you  would  in  virtue  of  your  particular  fHendfhip 
with  my  Lord  Lieutenant,  difpofe  him  to  be  the  pa- 
tron of  the  Clergy  here  in  their  prefent  unhappy  (jtu- 
ation,  and  engage  him  to  let  me  from  time  to  time 
apply  to  bim  in  th^ir  behalf,  as  things  (hall  occur.    I

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It  is  poflible  fome  dtfcontented  people  may  cndea- 
vour  to  bring  the  af&ir  into  parliamenti  and  make 
fome  reflefting  votes  on  the  council  here,  which  by 
our  conftitution  has  a  power  to  check  the  proceeding 
of  both  Lords  and  Commons.  I  think  they  will  not  be 
able  to  carry  any  vote  on  that  point ;  but  if  they  do, 
I  am  fare  the  only  check  here  on  then-  heat  at  any 
time  will  be  taken  away,  except  his  Majefty  is  pleafed 
to  fiipport  the  council.
